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VANISHING IN AN INSTANT 


A TUGBOAT AND FIVE MEN LOST 
BY AN EXPLOSION, 

NO TRACES LEFT BUT THE WRECKAGE 
WHICH FELL UPON HOUSES AND 
STREETS FOR MANY BLOCKS AROUND. 

The tug Dorie Emery, of Hoboken, be- 
gan at dusk, yesterday, to make up a tow to go 
to Rondout, by hauling out from Candee & 
Smith’s dock at the foot of East Sixty-third- 
street, an empty brick scow. Half a dozen men 
Were on the scow, and as soon as the tug 
headed down stream, against the tide, sat 
down in the hold to eat their supper. The tug 
wasto pick up auvother scow at Fifty-third- 
btreet, and kept within 400 feet of the New-York 
Bhore. She had reached Fifty-ninth-street 
at about 5:35 P. M., and was off the 
bluff known as Riverview Terrace, when 
she blew up with a report that per- 
s0ns at the Charity Hospital, on Blackwell's 
Island say was much louder than the last Hell 
Gate explosion. Few saw the accident, and they 
could distinguish little on account of the gath- 
ering night. Two persons on Blackwell's Islana 
and the crew of the Island steamboat William H. 
Wickham had the best opportunity of noting 
what occurred, 

The upper works of the tug appeared to leave 
her suddenly and the hull spread. There was a 
momentary glare, a long shock with a sort of 
lullin the middle,and up went a column of 
smoke and steam 700 or 800 feet in the airas 
Btraightasarocket. With the column went all 
sorts of wreck, and some say they saw one man 
who moved his limbs in the air. Then the wreckage 
began to fall over an area which extended from 
First-avenue to near Blackwell’s Island, and for 
many blocks up and down the river. Most of 
the débris was small and pattered like bailstones 
in the streets and on roofs, but loud thuds and 
crashes told of larger pieces falling on houses 
and pavements and in yards. The smokestack 
and part of the steam pipes were thrown 
on the rocks at the foot of East Fifty-eighth- 
street and the shore was strewn with all sorts of 
wreckage. Few windows remained unbroken 


on River View Terrace and in new houses south 
of it which are known as River View, and hun- 
dreds of panes of glass were broken in the 
neighborhood of Avenue A and Fifty-eighth- 
street, which is known as Sutton-place. 

Within a very few minutes 5,000 p@rsons were 
at the river front or on their way there, and 
within a quarter of an hour four times that 
pumber were on the shore or on the terrace in 
front of which the explosion took place, peer- 
ing into the darkness. Police Captain Gun- 
ner and a section of policemen went to 
Fifty-eighth-street at the double quick. When 
the tug blew up Pilot McAvoy was stcering the 
William H. Wickbam across to the island. He 
made quickly for the scow, which was drifting 
helplessly, partly keeled over, toward Sixtieth- 
street. Her bows were shattered, but those on 
board cried out to him that some of ‘them were 
hurt, but that six men on the Dora Emory had 
perished. 

There was not a trace of the tug to be seen on 
the water except here und there a piece of tim- 
ber. Making fast tu the scow, Capt: McAvoy 
waited until the Cornell tug Crosby came along 
and took herintow. The men on the scow, al- 
though she was making water fast, de- 
ciined to leave her, with the exception 
of one. who went in the .William H. 
Wickham. In the meantime at least 3) craft 
had gathered around, and the water was. pa- 
trollea in every direction to discover those who 
were on the tug when she blew up. No trace 
was found except some receipts and billheads, 
which are believed to have been in the 
pockets of the master of the tug. which 
were washed ashore at Fifty-eighth-street and 
were taien to the Twenty-eighth Precinct Sta- 
tion House. The boat of the Health Depart- 
ment, the Franklin Edson,) came down from 
North Brothers Island justafter the explosion 
and made a systematic search In every direction, 
und offered the partly -wrecked scow a tow, 
which she not need. The search 
for those who perished Was so ‘hopeless that it 
was abandoned at 8 o'clock. The Crosby started 
with the scow at6 o’clock down the river, and 
the Wilham H. Wickham preparedto¢o-to the 
[sland, when it was discovered that what re- 
mained of the hawser of the ‘scow 
when the explosion broke it had betome 
mtangied in the paddle of the Wickham, so that 
ihe was dragged geveral vlocks before those on 
ibe tug could usdderstand the signals from the 
Wickbam and understand her dangerous pre- 
licameot. lt took some time to get rid of the 
hawser, but the Wickham was not damaged. 

When the damage done on shore was investi- 
gated it wasfound that, although no one was 
hurt, bundreds had had narrow escapes in the 
etreets and in houses. A timber which two men 
could nardly, lift fell at Fifty-eighth-street and 
First-avenue, making a dent in the pavement. 
The window of a grocery store was broken at 
Forty-sixth-street and Avenue A, aud wreck 
fell at Sixty-third-street and Avenue A. Pieces 
of iron were .found in .many places east of 
First-avenue. At No. 23 Sutton-place, the resi- 
dence of W. M, Greve,: whicn was like all the 
houses on the .block which is bounded 
by Avenue A,:Fifty-eighth and Fifty-ninth- 
streets, end the river wail under River- 
View Terrace, a piece of iron weighing about 20 

ounds feliontbe roof, cut through it, and 
anded in a nursery, where, just before, two chil- 
dren were playing. A bawser cleat, weighing 80 
pounds, was picked up in Fifty-eighth-street, 
pear Avenue <A, where it had nearly 
buried itself. At No. 1 River View Ter- 
race, the residence of 5 Kerwin, 
two logs buried themselves in the roof. They 
-had failen perpendicularly and endwise, so that 
they stood upin the holes they made. One was 
20 feet long and 7 inches square. At No. 4 River 
View Terrace, the residence of John 
Hyslop, of the Seawanhaka Club, a 
piece of timber 4 inches square and 4 
feet long buried itself in the roof, and another 
piece, 7 feet long and 9 inches square, 
stood straight in the clay of the yard. At No.9 
Sutton-place, the residence of S. H. Stuart,a 
piece of iron weighing 12 pounds crashed 
through the roof, and hung in. the ceil- 
ing of an upper room over a crib, 
from which a_ child ~ had just before 
been removed. It bad cut neous a beam in 
the roof as though it had been cheese. A row 
ot new and unoccupied residences just put up 
by Theodore Schumacher on the bluff, south of 
River View Terrace, was badly damaged. 
At least 30 windows were blown in, and 
the roofs were damawged by falling wreck. At 
Henry Bischoff’s grocery, at Fifty-cighth-street 
and Avenue A, a new and solid plate glass 
window, 7 feet by 10, was demolished, and 
six large windows at Schmitt & Schwan- 
enfiuege!’s§Central Park Brewery office, near 
by, went to splinters. It was estimated 
thatin all 400 windows, large and smal)i, were 
broken between Sixtieth and Fifty-seventh 
Btreets and First-avenue and the river. The 
FelsenxellerjPavilion of Schmitt & Schwanen- 
filuegel, on the river front between Fifty-sixth 
and Fifty-seventh streets, a Summer resort, 
was wrecked. Both the windows of the pavilion 
and the trellis work were destroyed und the 
wharf below it was badly damaged. On the 
wharf a piece of timber 12 feet long anda foot 
squarej[was thrown. One side of it was lacquered 
and gilded andtappeared to have come from the 
cabin of the Dora Emory. Nothing was de- 
stroyed on Blackwell's Island, but the inmates 
ot the Penitentiary and the Charity Hospital 
were frigntened by the jarring of the buildings 
and the noise of the explosion. They were soon 
guieted. 

Tbe number of men on the tug at the time of 
the explosion was said last night by friends in 
Hoboken to be five. These were Garrett Mor- 
ris, the Captain: Angelo Louis Cafferata, en- 
gineer: —— Morris, deck hand; Thomas Da- 
vis, cook, ana the fireman, whosef4 name 
Is not known. Capt. Morris lived at No. 249 
Twenty-third-street, Brooklyn. He had only 
made one or two trips with the Dora Emory, as 
her former Captain was recently discharged. 
He was avout 45 years old, and an old pilot 
and tugboat Captain in the Bay. His son, 
18 years old, was one of the deckhands, 
The cook, Thomas Davis. lived in Hoboken, as 
Gid the fireman. Angelo L. Cafferata, the en- 
gineer, was a part owner of the tug. He lived 
with his wite, a young German woman, at No. 
103 Jefferson-street. They had one little child. 
Mrs. Cafferata had not learned of the accident 
lastevening at alate hour. 

The tugboat was an oldone. It was brought 
up from Philadelphia last July and refitted and 
repainted. New boilers, however, were 
not put in her. She was not of the 
largest size, but was considered a stanch 
vessel of the kind, in spite of her _ age. 
She was owned by Angelo A. Arata, of No. 90 
Adams-street, Hoboken, bis wife, and the en- 

ineer, Cafferata, who was a_brother-in- 
aw of Areta. The first named was also 
general agent of the_ tug. Mr. Arata 
came over to New-York as soon as 
he heard of the accident anc had not returned at 
midnight. The boat was used for light towing 
in the harbor. She was accustomed to be up at 
the foot of Fifth-street, Hoboken, though she 
bad been kept busy for the past month.

THE CINCINNATI ELECTION CASES, 


PROGRESS OF THE PROCEEDINGS IN 
SUPREME COURT OF OHIO. 

CoLtumBus, Ohio, Dec. 3.—Since the tally 
sheet forgeries were discovered in October the 
Supreme Court of the State has been the centre 
of attraction, as the result of the election, so far 
as the State Senate is concerned, will be settled 
by the court. Party spirit runs high, and every 
device calculated to advance the interest of 
party has been resorted to and brought before 
the court for decision. This morning the attor- 
neysin the Cincinnati election cases filed a mo- 
tion relative to the issuance of certificates to the 
Senators-elect from Hamilton County, out of its 
order, and asked for an immediate hearing. Mr. 
Jordan, one of the attorneys for the Democrats, 
made the motion and filed the necessary papers. 
With the petition in error were filed a transcript 
of the Circuit Court docket, a bill of exceptions, 
and the journal entries made during the progress 
of the case, which was decided in favor of the 
Republicans, the Clerk. being directed by the 
Circuit Court to issue certificates of election to 
the candidates on that ticket. 

Clerk Dalton, of Hamilton County: Lew 
Bernard, Attorney Hewitt, and John T. Bra- 
shears, all Cincinnati Democrats, were in the 
city to watch the proceedings. The latter was a 
candidate for Senator, and the decision of the 
court will settle the question as to whether or 
not he will be allowed to take his seat. About 
noon, and while the Judges were yet in the con- 
sultation room, Attorney-General Lawrence 
filed a petition fora mandamus on behalf of the 
Governor ané Secretary of State, who constitute 
the State Canvassing Board, to compel Daniel J. 
Dalton to deliver into their hands an abstract of 
the votes of Hamilton County cast at the 
last election. The relators represent that 
Daniel Dalton, the Clerk of Hamilton 
County, bas not performed his duty as 
Clerk of the said Court of Common 
Pleas by forwarding to the Secretary of State of 
Ohio abstract No. 2, as he is required to do by 
law; and that he bas wholly neglected and re- 
fused so to do, and still neglects and refuses to 
perform his duty. The relators pray the court 
to grant them a peremptory writ of mandamus 
compelling Daniel J. Dalton, Samuel Bloom, 
and W. J. Sanderson to perform their duties by 
completing abstract No. 2, and compelling Dan- 
iel J. Dalton to perform his duty as Clerk by 
forthwith forwarding abstract No. 2 to the 
Secretary of State in the manner and form re- 
quired of bim by law. This evening the court 
granted an alternation writ of mandamusin 
the application of the Canvassing Board, re- 
turnable on Saturday, when the question of 
making the writ peremptory will he argued.

FIGHT FOR A LARGE ESTATE, 


CONTEST OVER THE WILL OF THE LATE 
WALTER W. PRICE, 

Troy, N. Y., Dec. 3.—The General Term 
of the Supreme Court has affirmed the order 
granted by the lower court in one of the several 
cases brought by Constance R. Price against the 
Executors of the will of the late Col. Walter W. 
Price, a wealthy brewer, of New-York, who 
died at his Summer residence at Lake George in 
1878 The plaintiff instituted the action to assert 
her alleged right to the ownership of a five- 


thousand-dollar interest in a mortgage given 
Price on the Fort Wiliiam Henry Hotel property 
at Lake George by Roesselle & Son. At the 
time of the execution of the mortgage Con- 
stance KR. Price was the wife of Col. 
Price, and she avers that her husband’ borrowed 

5,000 of her and included it inthe loan to the 

essrs. Roesselle. A few years before Col. Price’s 
death he had a marriage in New-York annulled 
because his first wife in England was still 
living. Some time after this, his two wives being 
still alive, he married his housckeeper, Bridget 
Fallon, now calling herself Constance B. Price. 
Two children, both deaf mutes, were born to 
them, but the paternity of the second the bus- 
band denied. He!obtained a divorce from Con- 
stance because of the Iatter’s alleged infidelity. 
Atter Col. Price’s death Constance contested 
his will in the Surrogate’s Court of War- 
ren County on behalf of the disinherited 
deaf-mute, Nellie C. Price, whom the testator 
ignored in his will. Being defeated in this con- 
test, Mr-. Price brought several actions relative 
to the real estate of the deceased man against 
his heirs at law, who were the children of his 
second wife, except one legatee, Lillie M. Price, 
sister of the disinherited girl Nellie. The suits 
have been pending since 1876 in the various 
courts of the State. Tie decision just rendered 
affects, it is said, all the actions. The estate is 
valued at upward of $500,000. 


LABORING UNDER RELIGIOUS MANIA. 

St. Louis, Dec. 5.—While the Sam Jones 
revival services were in progress at Centenary 
Hall to-day, a young Norwegian approached 
the altar rail and shouted, **Oh, I am the lamb."

“* But people will put you in the insane asylum 
if you talk that way.” “I am the lamb, the 
lamb,” he replied, dogredly. 

* But do you mean that your blood can save 
me?’ ** Yes, yes.” 

“But where is your biood? Blood must be 
spilled before it can wash away sins.” 

The young man tried to speak in reply to this 
latter question, but could not be heard. It up- 
pears that he has often before created a sensa- 
tion in Jones’s revival meetings. He is a man 
of about 30, with the appearance ef being of 
the working class. He has the blondness of his 
nation, and seems to be suffering under some 
kind. of a hallucination in which his identity 
with Christ is the thing that fastens his shifting 
intellectual grasp. He is said to have been 
at the meetings at St. Joseph and to have fol- 
lowed Sam Jones here. Every day efforts have 
been made to keep him quiet, but he persists in 
intruding his mistaken identity at every oppor- 
tunity.

Mr. Gulick was 
born and raised in North St. Louis. He was @» 
companion of Joseph K. Emmet, and for many 
years has made this city hishome. He is weil 

nown to theatrical peopie, and up to 
June 1 of the current year was gen- 
eral manager of all of the Haverly at- 
tractions. The symptoms of his mental 
troubles were first noticed abcut the middle 
of May last. Shortly after that he was removed 
to the insane institute at Oshkosh, Wis., where 
he remained until the lst of August, when he 
was brought to St. Louis, and remained with his 
brother-in-law, M. I. Cooper, until the middie 
of October, when he was taken to New-Orleans. 
The unfortunate man’s wife left last night for 
her home at Ottawa, Ill. She has stated to her 
triends that sbe means to adopt the stage asa 
protession.

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THE WHIGS STILL GAINING 


WITHIN A FEW VOTES OF A CLEAR 
MAJORITY. 

THE EXCITEMENT AT FEVER HEAT—FIERCE 
CONTESTS IN YORK AND LANCASHIRE— 
BLOODY RIOTING IN MANY TOWNS.

Lonpon, Dec. 3.—It is York and Lancas- 
ter over again, four centuries after the battle of 
Bosworth. 
the unexpected thing in either county might 
settle the complexion of Parliament. So far as 
the slow counting has been heard from Lan- 
cashire returns 38 Tories and 15 Liberals; York 
81 Liberals and 14 Tories. These are respectively 
the banner counties of the two great parties. 

The result to date is that the Liberals are 
within five votes of a majority over both Con- 
servatives and Nationalists, owing to the re- 
markable turn of the tide during the last two 
days. A careful scrutiny of the divisions remain 
ing, however, makes it seem unlikely that the 
Liberals will get more than 60 of the remaining 
seats, giving them 322 seats in all. The Irish 
strength will probably be 86, with a contingent 
of English votes — thirty-odd — practically 
pledged to home rule. 

The excitement, now that the polling is run- 
ning so close, is tremendous. Four deaths from 
excitement caused by politics are reported. 
Riots are the order of the day. Mr. Charsley, 
the defeated Tory candidate against Baron 
Rothschild in the Aylesbury division of Bucks, 
lies dying at a local hotel from injuries received 
at the hands of a mob. Twenty residences of 
Tomes and the two chief hotels at Radstock, 
Somerset, have been destroyed. Scores of peo- 
ple and policemen have been injured at Worth- 
ing, where the police were stoned. Fifty cas- 
ualties are reported at Wilton. The successful 
Liberal candidate there was beaten bJack and 
blue. Only by the aid of an escort of 60 police- 
men battling their way to the stationtdid he 
escape being thrown into the river. 

Mr. Parnell has driven the Whigs from Ireland. 
The defeat of Thomas A. Dickson, who was once 
boss of most of the districts of Ulster, renders 
it certain that not a Liberal will be returned 
from Ireland. Not even the recalcitrant Callan 
comes withina thousand votes of victory. Don- 
ald Crawford, elected for Northeast Lanark- 
shire, is the plaintiff in tne Dilke suit. 


Lonron, Dec. 3.—The returns received 
up to midnight show the election of 262 Liber- 
als, 211 Tories, and 52 Nationalists. 

The counties are polling so strongly for the 
Liberals that they promise a Liberal majority 
over Tories and Parnellites combined. The Con- 
servatives, requiring to win 122 more seats out 
of the 144 still unpolled, of which it is 
calculated that 30 will fall to Parnellites, can- 
not possibly maintain power independently of 
the Parnellites. The opinion of the Conserva- 
tive clubs is opposed to placing any reliance on 
the Parnellites, but favors an early resignation 
of the Salisbury Ministry in order to gain an 
absolute majority. The Liberals mean to win 
half of the seats still unpolled. 

Mr. Gladstone has issued an address to the 


Liberal electors of Midlothian, in which he 
thanks them for their support, takes a hopeful 
view of the result of the election, and scouts 
the idea of a coalition of Conservatives and 
Whigs. 

In Tottenham, Middlesex, Mr. Caine, who was 
a Junior Lord of the Admiralty in Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Government, has been defeated, makin 
the tenth member of that Government defeate 
at this election. 

Mr. Chamberlain, the Radical leader, voted in 
Leicester to-day and subsequently made a speech 
there, in which he said that the defeats of the 
Liberals in the boroughs were due to five Ps— 
Priests, Publicans, Parsons, Parnellites, and 
Protectionists. He thought that such a com- 
bination was unlikely to recur, Mr. Parnell 
boasted that he had throttled the. Liberal 
Party. He would probably regret the boast. 
If it were true, then he had _ throttled 
the only great machinery that exist- 
ed for .securing justice to Ireland. Mr. 
Chamberlain said he did not believe 
that there would bea permanent alienation of 
the Irish voters from the Liberal Party. The 
country would probably have fora short time a 
weak Government, existing by the sufferance of 
its opponents. If it did no mischief it might 
live; if it did‘ harm the Liberals would a 
end it. He hoped that among the lessons whic 
the elections taught would be this: That he had 
not lost by having a clear, definite policy, and 
that nothing could be gained by whittling away 
issues until they were indistinguishavle from 
measures advocated by opponerts. 

The Earl of Rosebery delivered a speech at 
Glasgow to-day, and gave very clearly his views 
as tothe term of existence of the new Parlia- 
ment. Earl Rosebery said it would be a short- 
lived Parliament. The symptoms indicated that 
it would be an unhealthy and feeble infant. 
lreland, the speaker said, had shown great in- 
gratitude toward Mr. Gladstone, 

The returns from the election in Louth yes- 
day show that Philip Callan, who was repudi- 
ated by Mr. Parnell and ran as an Independent 
Nationalist against Col. Nolan, Mr. Parnell’s 
nominee, was defeated by over 1,000 majority. a 
greater victory than was expected by the Na- 
tionalists, as Mr. Calian is wery popular in the 
district. Mr. Callan announces that he wil! pe- 
tition the House of Commons against the seat- 
ing of Col. Nolan.

ACCIDENT ON THE ERIE, 


AN ENGINEER KILLED AND A BAGGAGE AND 
EXPRESS CAR BURNED. 

WELLSVILLE, N. Y., Dec. 3.—Train No. 
4, the limited express, Jumped the track between 
here and Scio at 12:20 o’clock this morning. The 
engine is on its side. EngineerfHenry W. 
Allen was killed, but his fireman, W. T. 
Riley, escaped with a few slight bruises. 
The train, which 1s the fastest on the road, was 
running at the rate of 45 miles an hour, and but 
for the prompt application by the engineer of 
the air brakes before the engine turned over a 
terrible loss of life must have resulted. The 
cars caught fire and the combined baggage and 
expres# car and its contents and one sleeper 
were burned. A man named Mel Clark, of Scio, 
was shot in the ankle by an exploding cartridge 
in the burning ruins. The body of Engineer 
Allen was taken to hishome at Hornellsville 
this morning. The accident was caused bya 
switch maliciously misplaced. None of the 
passengers on the train was injured. 

The sleeping car burned was the Plato. Train 
No. 5, bound from New-York to St. Louis 
via the Buffalo Division from Hornellsville to 
Buffalo, and thence via the Buffalo and South 
Division west,on account of the wreck pre- 
venting train No.5 from taking the regular 
route, The accident did not occur on the Buffalo 
Division. The track is now clear. 

In the mail burned in the accident were bags 
for New-York from Akron, Ohio; Kent and 
Cincinnati Road Post Office, Greenville, Penn.; 
Meadville, Penn.; Corry, Penn,; Jamestown, N. 
Y., and Randojph, N. Y. ‘Yhe Erie Railroad 
Company offers a reward of $1,000 tor the ap- 
prehension and conviction of the person or per- 
sons who maliciously misplaced the switch. The 
loss to the company is about $30,000,

PAT EGAN’S ‘‘ MASCOT.”

THE LUCK OF A HANGMAN’S ROPE FOR A 
MURDEROUS HOODLUM. 

NEW-ORLEANS, Dec. 3.—Patrick Egan, 
a hoodlum, was placed on trial yesterday for the 
murder of George K. Blake in Royal-street, near 
Canal, on July 25, 1884. The murder was com- 
mitted on the same day that’ Victor Eloi and 
Kendtick Holland were hanged in the parish 
prison. Egan was one of the witnesses of the 
execution and obtained possession of a piece ‘of 
the rope, which he declared was a ‘ mascot’’ 
and would keep its possessor out of trouble. He 
soon filled up with liquor, sought a quarrel 
with Blake, a locomotive engineer, and shot and 
killed him. He was tried in November, 1884, and 
convicted. The principal witnesses against him 
weie Capt. R. H. Murphy and Barney McDon- 
ough, a detective. On Dec. 1 Judge Roman sen- 
tenced Egan to be hanged. On the same day Capt. 
Murphy was shot and killed by the Ford par- 
ty. The hangman’s rope was Egan’s ‘*Mascot,” 
The Supreme Court granted the condemned a 
new trial on technical grounds. When the case 
was again fixed Detective McDonough had died. 
It was again continued, other material witnesses 
having gone away. The “ Mascot” was working. 
Finally, yesterday, the case came on for trial. 
The prosecution was considerably weakened, 
but the accused was again convicted, this time 
without capital punishment. Egan has been 
singularly favored by fortune throughout, and 
although the crime was a cold-blooded assas- 
sination, the prevailing belief is that he will bea 
free man again before long. The luck of the 
hangman's rope has saved his neck. 





HE FOUND HIS MISSING DAUGHTER. 

NEwBvURG, N. Y., Dec. 3.—Estella, the 
19-year-old daughter of Roswell Beach, of 
Rhinecliff, Dutchess County, who left her home 
suddenly on Tuesday, Nov. 4, was found by her 
father at a boarding house on Montgomery- 
street, Newburg, thisafternoon. Yesterday Mr. 


Beach, who has visited several cities and vil- 
lages in search of his daughter, received a letter 
trom Estella, who stated that she ran away from 
home because she did not wish to be a drudge at 
farmhouse work, and that she was learning 
dressmaking with a Mrs. Michaels. Estella, when 
confronted by her father, and in response to his 
entreaties to accompany him home, firmly de- 
clined. After turther persuasion she consented 
to go home with him and get her trunk, but in- 
gisted that she should return here to-morrow 
and finish learning hertrade. The father, after 
ascertaining that his daughter was earning a re- 
spectable livelihood, and that her new friends 
and acquaintances bere were proper persons, as- 
sented to the proposition. Father and daughter 
went home to-night. 





SUING AN INSURANCE COMPANY. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Dec. 3.—A suit to 
recover the amount of a policy for $10,000 in 
the Travelers’ Insurance Company which the 
late Senator E. M. Madden, of this villuge, car- 
ried in that company as insurance against acci- 


dent has been commenced by Mrs. A. H. Ten 
Broeck, a daughter of the Senator, against the 
company. Payment onthe policy is demanded 
onthe ground that the plaintiff's father died 
from the effects of an accident. One evening, a 
short time before Senator Madden die’*, Senator 
E. R. Low called at his house to see him. Mr, 
Madden had not been well for_some time, and 
had gone to bed when Senator Low called. On 
hearing who his visitor was, however, he got up 
to receive him. In getting out of bed he steppe 
on a cushion, which tipped up, and Senator Mad- 
den fell heavily to the floor.

The plan 1s to 
jay a large trunk line from the Venango district 
to Corry and from thence to Buffalo. At Corry 
there will be placed the pumping machinery 
necessary to force the gas to its destination. The 
machinery, it is said, will be constructed on the 
principle of the great Worthington duplex 
pumps used by the National Transit Company 
for pumping oil, modified in such a manner as to 
adapt them to their new uses.

Saw Francisco, Dec. 3.—A special from 
Tombstone says: “Indians attacked the town of 
Duncan, on the Southern Pacific Railroad, and 
killed one man, yesterday.

Lord, the military operator, warned the ranch- 
ers who are in town to go home and protect 
their families. The Indians are between Percy’s 
ranch and Camp Grant.

THE NEW POSTMASTER OF EVANSTON. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 3.—The Rev. P. F. Cleve- 
jJand, who has been appointed Postmaster at 
Evanston, a suburb of Chicago, closed a term 
of four years as Presiding Elder of the Freeport 


District of the Methodist Church last October, 
and for six years prior to his entry on the duties 
of that position was Pastor of the First Method- 
ist Episcopal Church of Freeport, Ill. He was a 
Chaplain in the civil war and a strong Grant Re- 
publican, but last year spoke in favor of elect- 
ing Mr. Cleveland to the Presidency and almost 
got himself into hot water with his church 
people about it.

DISCUSSING THE ORGANIZATION 
OF THE HOUSES, 

GEN, LOGAN’S ELECTION IN THE SENATE REA- 
SONABLY CERTAIN—THE HOUSE RULES 
—A CONGRESSMAN WHO SELLS OFFICES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—During the last 24 
hours the Capitol has changed from a somewhat 
dull place, politically, to one that is more lively, 

but the arrival at the hotels of some 200 

members of Congress has not yet produced that 

fever of excitement usually attending the open- 
ing of a session of Congress. There are many 
strangers upon the avenue, in the public con- 
veyances, and at the hotels, as is usual at this 
season, and a few of them are office seekers, who 
vainly hope that the Administration may, by 
the pressure of the Representatives, be induced 
to open the gates to patronage. The Speaker- 
ship and other elections to be decided by the 
Democratic caucus on Saturday do not 
give rise to more than slight curiosity. There 
is more interest in the succession to the Presi- 
dency, but that subject appears to have been 
talked over so industriously for two or three 
days after the Vice-President’s death that it is 
dificult to find anybody with original views 
uponit, That Senator Logan will be chosen 

President of the Senate appears to be reasona- 

bly certain, although it is not atallan agreea- 

ble prospect to some of the Senators who may 
feel constrained to vote for the Illinois Senator. 

So far as the preferences of Republican Rep- 

resentatives can be ascertained, they in- 

dicate that the complimentary nomination 
for Speaker by the minority will go to 

Mr. Hiscock. Mr. Hiscock is making 

no canvass, nor, for that matter, is Mr. Reed. 

and whichever gentleman is indicated as the 
preferred leader, there will be no animosities 
growing outof thechoice.

That fear bas not been justified by the work of 
the Committee on Agriculture, which bas exer- 
cised the privilege for some timeof making the 
Avcricultural Appropriation bill. On the contrary, 
itis Mr. Hiscock’s conviction that if the commit- 
tees are precluded from attaching legislation to 
appropriation bills the desire of the ma- 
jority, now responsible for the admin- 
istration of the Government as well 
as for the legislation of the House, to 
make a good record will restrain any tendency 
to carelessness. Should suchan amendment as 
he favors be made it will be necessary before 
making appropriations, not now authorized by 
jaw, to pass a bill through both houses pro- 
viding for new appropriations, To pursue this 
course wil! also be to avoid the controversy with 
the Senate that will come if the oid practice is 
continued of attaching legislation to appropria- 
tion bills. The Appropriations Committee, in 
his opinion, bas not held back bills to delay or 
prevent legislation, but 1t has been ovorworked, 
The men who have composed it have been prom- 
inentinthe House: they have desired to be 
upon the floor during discussions of measures of 
general or particular interest, and their absence 
trom the committee rooms has been unavoida- 
ble. If they desired to give attention to the 
needs of their constituents it necessarily inter-

nother change that should made, Mr. His- 
cock says, is one that shall provide that each 
committee shall have a day for the considera- 
tion of bills reported by it.

The argument that the ex- 
penses of clerk hire would be saved at the cost 
of dissatisfaction among many members who 
took pride in having a piace, perhaps with only 
a day’s actual committee work, would, in his 
estimation, not be worth considering.

Some valuable statistics as to the revival of 
business in the country, as shown by the reve- 
nues of the Post Office Department, reached 
Third Assistant Postmaster-General Hazen too 
late to be inserted in his annual report, is- 


sued a few days ago. These figures cover 
the business of the largest 10 Post Offices in 
the country for the five months ended on 
Monday last, including New-York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Boston, St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Brooklyn, Pittsburg, Buffalo, and Detroit. Dur- 
ing the last fiscal year these offices collected 28,4 
per cent. of the entire postal revenue. Leavin 

out second-class mail mutter, (newspapers anc 
periodicals,) which does not respond as quickly 
to fluctuations of the commercial condition of 
the country, the figures show a constant and 
rapidly growing increase. Forthethree months 
ended Sept. 30 there was an increase of $115,542 
in the revenues of the 10 offices. Each office 
showed an increase except Brooklyn, where 
there wasa decrease of $784. During October 
there was a net increase of $91,104, the only de- 
crease being in Detroit, where tae falling off was 
$2.382, making a total increase for the past five 
months, as compared with last year, of $309,029, 
or 6.9 per cent. The increase of second cluss 
matter, on which the postal rate was reduced 
from 2cents tolcent per pound, is only $326,- 
521, or 1.3 per cent. for the five months. 
There was a decrease of 3.6 er cent. 
in New-York, 6.9 per cent. in St. Louis, 
and 38.3 per cent. in Pittsburg. Of special 
value in tracing the return of business prosper- 
ity are the reports concerning the issue of spe- 
cial request envelopes, which go only to business 
men and are not sent out in quantities of less 
than 600. During the quarter ended Sept. 30 
there was an increase of ,4.9 per cent. in the 
number of individual orders and 17.6 in 
the number and value of envelopes. In 
October the number of individual orders in- 
creased 4.5 per cent., the number of envelopes 
issued 6.9 per cent., and their value 6.7 per cent. 
During the month just closed there was the 
companatively enormous increase of 24 per 
cent. in the number of individual orders, 
25.7 per cent. in the number of envelopes 
issued, and 24.9 per cent. in the value of these 
envelopes. For the five months the increase was 
8.1 per cent. in orders 10.6 per cent. in envelopes 
issued, and 10.4 in their value, These figures 
bear out the conclusion reached in Mr. Hazen’s 
report us to the revival of trade and have the 
additional value of being brought down to date.

A story has found its way into publicity to 
the effect that a prominent Democratic Repre- 
sentative from New-England has been engaged 
in procuring fourth class Postmasterships, both 
in his own and adjoining States, and charged the 


successful candidates from $50 to $300 for his in- 
fiuence. According to this story the Con- 
gressman has already secured the ap- 
ointment of nearly 100 Postmasters. 
Vhen First Assistant Postmaster-General 
Stevenson was asked about this matter to-day 
he replied that it was absolutely untrue so far 
as any Congressman or any person holding a 
Federal office of any kind was concerned.

As a result of 
these intimations the department was now 
scrutinizing very carefully the applications of 
would-be-Postmasters bearing this man’s in- 
dorsement, and none such was appointed unless 
the department was satisfied that he was the 
right man for the place outside of this indorse- 
ment. If the assertions regarding’ the transac- 
tions of the New-Englander were found to be 
true, Mr. Stevenson added, it would be safe to 
say that that man’s influence in the Post Oflice 
Department would be of very slight value,

4A GALVESTON ALDERMAN ARRESTED. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Dec. 3.—Alderman E. 
A. Smith, elected to the City Council last 
Spring on a “reform ticket,”’ languishes in the 
County Jail to-night under an indictment by 
the Grand Jury charging bim with embezzling 
$4,600 belonging to the Cotton Screwmen’s Asso- 
ciation of Galveston. Smith has been a promi- 


nent figure in city politics for several 
years, and stood high witn all classes, 
particulariy the laboring element. In 188+ 
he was elected Treasurer ot the Screw- 
men’s Association, and three well-known 
citizens, Messrs. J. KR. Seligman, Henry Buttle- 
man, and James H. Sweeney, became his bonds- 
men. In 188 he was re-elected Treasurer, and 
Messrs. Henry Buttieman, Patrick Barry, and 
ex-Mayor Joseph Aitkins became his bonusmen. 
These gentlemen are now quarreling violently 
with each other as to which set of bondsmen 
must foot the bill, The Screwmen’s Associa- 
tion is the most powerful association in the 
city. It generally bas $10,000 or $15,000 in the 
treasury. What Smith did witb the money 
is a mystery. His shortage was suspected 
several weeks ago, when a settlement of his ac- 
counts was demanded, but he jauched at the as- 
sociation and gave them no satisfaction. The 
association brought suit against his bonds- 
men and obtained judgment to-day. Simul- 
taneously with this judgment came the 
indictment against Smith. Smith has re- 
cently borrowed large sums of money from 
his friends. He was also Treasurer of the Society 
of Chosen Friends, and is short about $1,000 wit 

them. Altogether bis peculations reach about 
$20,000, with nothing to show forit. He broke 
down completely to-night when he entered the 
juil, crying out, “‘lts too late! its too late.”

Natioual Bank by the Mechanics and Traders’ 
Bank of New-York.

A YOUNG HUSBAND SHOOTS HIS 
WIFE AND KILLS HIMSELF. 

HIS MIND THOUGHT TO HAVE BEEN AF* 
FECTED BY OVERWORK—THE WIFE’? 
CONDITION CRITICAL, 

A pistol shot, quickly followed by a 
woman's scream, a fall, a second shot anda third, 
followed by another fall, but heavier than the 
first, startled the inmates of No. 1,003 Madison- 
avenue about 4:30 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. The occupants of the house were 
Horace Haycen, at one time well known in mer- 
cantile circles, and his wife, and Charies Ray, a 
son oft Mrs. Hayden by a former husband, and 
his wife, a handsome brunette, 23 years of 
age. Mrs. Hayden had seen her son mount 
the stairs leading to his apartments on the 
fourth floor only a few minutes before the shots 
were fired. Accompanied by her husband sho 
made her way quickly to the top of the house. 

In the doorway leading from the hall to her 
son's bedroom lay Mrs. Ray. Blood was gushing 
from the left side of her face and lay in crimson 
patches on tho carpet, The doorjamb was 


streaked with blood. Inside the room, stretched 
at full length upon the fioor, was the body of 
Ray. A pistol lay on the floor. The busband 
was dead; the wife seemed dying. 

Ray upon entering the house asked the serv- 
ant who opened the door if his wife were at 
home. The gir! replied in the affirmative, and 
added: ‘** She has just returned from Brooklyn.” 
Ray said nothing further, but ran up 
stairs. Upon meeting his wife he upbraided 
her for some supposed fault, and then, as if to 
make amends, kissed her. He then made a step 
toward the dressing table. His wife stood near 
the door with the left side of her face turned 
toward him. Suddenly turning, he pointed a re- 
volver at her and fired. The woman caught 
at the jamb of the door in _ falling 
and streaked it with blood. Roy, evidently sup- 
posing he had killed her, turned the barrel 
against his head and pulled the trigger. The ball 
skimmed past his right ear and embedded itself 
in the ceiling. He then placed the muzzle of the 
revolver ungainst the right side of his head and 
fired. The bal) entered the brain and performed 
its task instantaneously. 

Roy’s attempt to kill his wife was unsuccess- 
ful. The ball entered the left side of her face, 
near the cheek bone, and bored its way into the 
nose. Drs. Helmuth, Fulton, and Richardson 
were summond to attend her. The police of 
the Twenty-eighth Precinct were notified, and 
before 7 v’clock Capt. Gunner established him. 
self at the house and gave orders that 
none but intimate friends of the family should 
be admitted. Mrs. Roy was conscious when 
Capt. Gunner was admitted to her presence. 
To him she said that she imagined from what 
her husband said to ber immediately prior to the 
shooting that he was incited by jealousy, though, 
she added, he had no ground for entertaining 
such a seutiment. 

Mrs. Hayden, the dead man’s mother, saia her 
son was undoubtedly insane when he killed him- 
self and tried to kill bis wife. He had not been 
in good health for some time, she averred, and 
not many days ago had remarked to her that 
his mind wauid give way unless he could obtain 
more time for recreation. He applied bimself 
very closely to business, and believed that he 
was on the way to fortune. His heaith be- 
Came broken in Mexico, whence he returned 
about a year azo. He went there un- 
der contract to the Mexican Government, 
shortly after his marriage, to introduce a sys- 
tem of dry docks of which he claimed to be 
the originator. He became greatly worried 
lest the Government would fail to make 
a favorable settlement with him and 
seemed thoroughly broken down mentally and 
physically upon his return to thiscity. He and 
his wife then rented the third flat of an apart- 
ment house at No. 345 East Seventy-second- 
street. They lived very quietly and seldom 
entertained. Their neighbors speak high- 
ly of them. In June they gave 
up their flat and took up their residence at No. 
1,003 Madison-avenue. Mr. and Mrs. Hayden bad 
just taken this house, which was once occupied 
by Oakey Hall, having lived for several years at 
No. 1,007 Madison-avenue. 

The former house they had conducted as a 
fashionable boarding house. Mr. Hayden had 
met with business reverses, but his wife had a 
small income, and upon this, added to the in- 
come from their boarders, they lived com- 
fortably. After his return from Mexico, 
Mr. Roy obtained the Superintencency of_the 
Railway Cab Electric Signal Company, of Nos, 
42 an 44. Broadway, and was, accord- 
ing to his own account, in a flourishing 
condition, from a business standpoint. One 
of her physicians said last evening that Mrs. 
Roy’s chances of recovery were fair, though 
late last nigbt she lay in a _coma- 
tose condition. Coroner Messemer reached the 
house at 9:30 o’clock and remained inside until 
after midnight. Not long before the latter hour 
Undertaker Ashmead, of No. 1,459 Third-avenue, 
entered the house to make arrangements for the 
funeral of Roy. Aninquest will be held upon 
the body to-day. 

The tragedy created much excitement in the 
neighborhood, and much sympathy was ex- 
pressed by the neighbors for Mr. and Mrs. Hay- 
den and for Mrs. Roy, who had been seen by many 
in the afternoon as she returned from a visit to 
her sister, Mra. Gilbert, of Brooklyn. Mrs. Roy 
is said to have been a resident of Rocheste* 
before her marriage.

HERSELF IN THE BREAST FOS 

NO KNOWN CAUSE, 

The body of a handsome young woman 
lay last night upon a small bed in the back room 
of the saloon of Albert Von Dassel, at No. 62 
Third-avenue, with the blood flowing from a 
gaping wound in the breast, where she had shot 
herself. It was the body of Von Dassel’s wife. 


All about were signs of disorder, occasioned by 
a recent visit of the Coroner and police, while, 
gazing at the body before him, stood her hus- 
band, stupetied with grief. 

Last evening about 8 o’clock Mr. and Mrs. 
Von Duassel, with an acquaintance by the 
name of Krouss, sat at one of _ the 
tables in the rear part of the saloon 
proper and were engaged in pleasant 
conversation. Mrs. Von Dussel, who was only 23 
yeurs of ageand of a lively disposition, was one 
of the jolliest of the little party and showed 
no signs of mental preoccupation or trouble. She 
smoked a cigarette and apparently was in good 
spirits. She finally asked to be excused for a 
moment, and went to an apartment at the rear 
of the saloon occupied by her husband and 
herself as a bedroom. She had been 
gone a few minutes when the sound 
ot a pistol shot was heard proceeding from the 
bedroom. Von Dassel went to ascertain the 
cause and§jwas horror-stricken tojfind his wife on 
the little bed in one corner, breathing her last, 
the still smoking pistol with which she had 
killed herself lying at ber side. 

Mrs. Von Dassel asked her husband for $10 
yesterday afternoon, saying that she wished to 
make some Christmas purchases with the 
money. It is believed that she devoted the 
amount instead to the purchase of the revolver 
with which she killed herself. Her husband 
says that there was no pistol in the 
Place before yesterday. The motive which 
impelled Mrs. Von Dassel to take her life 
is enshrowded in some mystery. Her husband 
says the occurence was the result of sudden ab- 
eration of mind. Others say, however, that 
there had been frequent bickerings on account 
ot Mrs. Von Dassel’s love of company.

HOSTILITIES SAID TO-HAVE:BEEN |. 


RESUMED. 
40L. HORVATOVITCH IN ‘COMMAND ->OF THE’ 
SERVIAN ARMIES—THE ROUMELIANS 
SNUB THE TURKISH DELEGATES, 

Nissa, Dec.-8.—An order has-been issued 
by the Government appointing Col, Horvato- 
vitch Commander-in-Ohief of theServiqn armies. 
In official circles itis thought that: theresump-. 
tion of hostilities is certain, owing to Prince 
Alexander’s refusal of the terms proposed by 
Servia. It is stated that fighting has already 
been resumed, 

Puiippopomis, Dec. 8—The Turkish 
delegates have arriveddn this city. A meeting 
pf citizens was held and the Bishops urged 
them to repudiate the proposal to restore the 
status quo ante. The Russlan agent was pres- 
ent and said that the delegates had preceded a 
European commission and that the Sultan’s 
special! Commissioner was coming to reorganize 
the organic statutes. He warned his hearers 
that if the Commissioner was not received 
Turkish troops would enter the country and 
that Russia would refuse assistance to the 
Roumelians. The meeting, however, declined 
to accept the commission or to. treat 
on the matter of restoring the status quo ante. 
The Russian agent then withdrew. The meet- 
ing afterward sent to the various foreign Con- 


sulsa copy of aresolution which in substance 
was as follows: That the Turkish delegates 
be requested to postpone their mission and de- 
part for their homes; that the citizens of Phil- 
ippopolis oniy acknowledge Sofia, the capital of 
Bu'garia, as the seat of Government; that the 
army of Eastern Roumelia and the educated 
classes being absent at the seat of war, the citi- 
zensare unable to treat on such an important 
suvject to the Province, and, having sent 60,000 
men to the war, they cannot listen to a proposal 
for the restoration of the status quo ante. 


Lonpon, Dec. 8.—The Bulgarian Govern- 
ment has sent another circular letter to the 
powers. lt points out that Servia first declared 
war; that, after reverses, Bulgarian valor 
forced the Servians to retire to their own ter- 
ritory; that, despite the armistice agreed to, the 
Servians continued hostilities against Widdin, 
and that it was owing to threats made by the 
Austrian Minister at Belgrade that Alexander 
agreed to an armistice and invited Servia 
to appoint delegates to arrange matters. 
It asks the powers to appreciate the fact that 
the Bulgarians, when victorious, exercised mod- 
bration at the risk of enabling the Servians to 
recover their strength, Meanwhile Bulgaria 
Rwaits Servia’s counter-proposals. Prince 
Alexander gives assurance that he will not tr 
to influence the Roumelians against the Porte’s 
delegates, but he asks the powers to persuade 
the Porte to defer action until after the con- 
clusion of peace with Servia. 

Dispatches from Sofia say that a deputation of 
officers from ali the Roumelian companies en- 
camped at Pirot, headed by Col. Nikolaeff, was 
given an audience by Prince Alexander to-day. 
They declared that the Roumelians had freely 
shed their blood in defense of Bulgaria and they 
would never consent to a separation of Roumelia 
and Bulgaria. Prince Aiexander replying there- 
to, asserted that he was ready at all times to 
defend the union. 


Sv. PerersspureG, Deo. 3.—The Journal de 
St. Pétersbourg, commenting on the speech of 
Lord Salisbury, the British Premier, at the re- 
cent banquet in London to Count von Miinster,

ata reality. The German policy,” the Journal 
says, “is a correct ana pacific one, tending to 
prevent complications. Lord Salisbury forgot 
that the blood now flowing in the Slav countries 
Was owing to his obstructive policy, which ren- 
dered the Balkan conference abortive.” 

ATHENS, Dec. 3.—M. Delyannis, the Greek 
Prime Minister, has met the expulsion of M. 
Sygomalas, the Greek Consul at Crete, with an 
order for the expulsion of all Ottoman Consuls 
trom Grecce, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 3.—The journal 
Tari, has been suspended by the Government 
for speaking of Lord Salisbury’s' policy as serv- 
ing the interests of Russia. 

IMLGRADE, Dec. 3.—KEnthusiasm prevails 
widely throughout the army over the news that 
Col. Horvetovich bas been appointed to its com- 
mani. 

LoNDoN, Dec. 4.—The Teleygraph’s cerre- 
spordent at St. Petersburg says it is stated in 
court circles there that two or three army corps 
are concentrating in the south of Russia, and 
that their eventual goal is Bulgaria.

THE SURRENDER OF KING THEEBAW 
3URMAH’S MONARCH VERY ABJECT AND 

VERY MUCH FRIGHTENED. 

Lonpon, Dec. 3.—The following addi- 
tional details of;the surrender of King Theebaw 
were received here to-day: **On Saturday last 
Gen. Prendergast, commander of the British 
expeditionary foree, at the head of a brigade of 
troops, marched into Mandalay. King Theebaw 
at once received Col. Sladen, who accompanied 
the expeaitionary force as Civil Commissloner, 
at the palace with the usual Eastern formu- 
lass The King was much affected and 
frightened. He said he hoped the Brit- 
ish would spare his life; that he 
wished to abdicate, and would remain 
in any house allotted to him by the British Gov- 
ernment. King Theebaw claimed that his Min- 
isters had deceived bim in regard to the situa- 
tion of affairs; that he was ignorant of what 
Was oocurring outside of Mandalay; that he 
was almost a prisoner in his palace; that he 
feared assassins would slay him if he left the 
palace, and be would surrender to tie British 
authorities. Col. Sladen advised him to plead 
with Lord Dufferin, the Viceroy of India, at 
Calcutta. On Sunday King 'Theebaw surren- 
dered in the presence of the Ministers, and em- 
barked for Calcutta under guard. ‘the French 
Consul accompanied him. The Burmese appear 
to be favorably disposed toward the British.” 


Lonpon, Dee. 4. — On Monday night 
Mandalay was plundered by dakoits, who at- 
tacked the troops and killed and wounded sey- 
eral. The Standard blames the staff for neglect- 
ing precautions. 

The Queen has sent a telegram to Gen. 
Prendergast thanking him for the skillful man- 
ner in which he conducted the expedition to 
Mandalay. Gen. Prendergast has received from 
Lord Dufferin full powers to establish a tem- 
porary Government at Mendalay, and for the 
present will personally exercise control. It is 
probable that a native will be appointed ruler 
under the suzerainty of Queen Victoria. — 

A dispatch from Mandalay says: ‘“ Finedah, 
the Minister who is responsible for Thecbaw’s 
ervelties and intrigues against England, was ar- 
rested while trying to escape. There are no 
Burmese troops here. Col. Sladen will prob- 
abiy employ the Burmese Premier, who pro- 
tected the European residents, to form a tem- 
porary Government. Active measures are on 
foot to suppress dakoity .toward the British 
frontier.”

William, Aldrich, a former Republican’ 
member of Congress from Chicago, IIl., was 
stricken with apoplexy at the home of his 
brother, in Fond du Lac, Wis.,jyesterday, and 
died within a few hours. Mr. Aldrich was born 
at Greenfield, N. Y., in January, 1820, and after 
the usual common school education of the day 


received one year’s instruction in the higher 
branches of mathematics and surveying. In 
1846 he began his business career as a manu- 
facturer of woodenware and _ furniture. 
While thus engaged in Wisconsin, to which 
State he had removed, he was chosen 
Superintendent of the District Schools, and 
was also appointed Chairman of the County 
Board of Supervisors. He was first elected to 
the Wisconsin Legislature in 1859, and one year 
later removed to Gaioagoa. where he established 
the wholesale grocery house of Stuart, Aldrich 
& Co,. in which he continued until 1877. He was 
elected to Congress from the First District in 
1876, while serving as Chairman of the Chicago 
Board of Aldermen, and was again returned by 
without opposition in 1878 Mr. Aldrich, while 
in Congress, was the advocate of many bills 
favoring Western trade, and was_ the 
author of the immediate transportation 
law. which is more generally known by his 
name. The effect of thislaw, which did away 
with many of the annoyances and exactions 
which upto thetime of its passage had ham- 
pered trade, was quickly apparent in the increase 
of direct foreign trade at the business centres 
of the West. Mr. Aldrich was returned to Con- 
gress for the third time in 1880, beating his Dem- 
ocratic opponent by a large majority. Fora 
time he resumed his mercantile career as Presi- 
dent of the Chicago Linseed Oil Company, the 
largest establishment of the kind in the West. 
A few years ago he removed to Fond du Lac, 
and conducted a large milling establishment at 
that place up to the time of his death,

A ONCE PROSPEROUS BREWER SENT TO 
BLACKWELL’S ISLAND, 


The attendants at the Jefferson Market 
Police Court watched yesterday morning with 
unusual interest the tottering steps of an in- 
firm man as he got in the van that car- 
ries the prisoners to the dock at the 
foot of Twenty-sixth-street, where they 
embark for Blackwell's Island. It was Samuel 
Kepner, who afew years azo was a strong man 
anda wealthy brewer of this city. Yesterday 
he could not raise $10 to pay a fine for drunken- 
ness in the street, which caused his arrest by 
Policeman Evanhoe, of the Thirty-seventh-street 
Police station, Kepner has been known in 
the neighborhood of Tenth-avenue and 
West Thirty - second - street for a long 
time asa man broken downin spirit and with- 
out a friend to care for him. His wife livesina 
large brownstone front on West Fifty-eighth- 
street, with every want gratified. She is a sister 
of John Betz, a brewer, with whom Kepner had 
been a partner and with whom the former amassed 
a fortune. Kepner's wife could not live with him 
on account of his drinking habits and his 
abuse when under the influence of liquor. She 
finally refused to recognize him, as dia her fam- 
ily, ayoungson nowat Stuttgart, Germany, and 
two daughters, one of whom is now married. 
Last evening Mrs, Kepner cried when she heard 
ot the fate that had fallen to her husband, 

Kepner was born in Schuylkill County, Penn., 
and is 64 years old, Atone time he was Presi- 
dent of the Miners’ Fire Insurance Company, of 
Pennsylvania, He made his money in the brew- 
ing business, however. He had several malt 
houses in this city and four outside the city. He 
had trouble with Betz, his partner, who finally 
turned him adrift. Kepner claimed that he had 
been misused by Betz, and brought a suit in 
equity to recover his money.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 8.—The will of 
the late Vice-President Thomas A. Hendricks 
was probated this afternoon, It is in Mr. Hen- 
dricks’s writing, and the paper is yellow with 
age.

I, Thomas A. Hendricks, of Marion County, Ind., 
do make this my last will und testament, hereby re- 
voking any and ull wiilsby me at any time heretofore 
made, | give, bequeath,and devise to my beloved wife, 
Eliza C. Hendricks, all my personal and real gropesty 
of every description whatever, and wherever located; 
also all my rights, claims, chosesin action, and in fee 
simple to have and to hold the same to her and her 
heirs. In witness whereof 1 have hereunto set my 
hand, and if agreeable to her I desire that she shall be 
Executrix thereof, THOMAS A. HENDRICKS. 

Signed and delivered in our presence and attested to 
by us in the presence of the testator and in the presence 
ofjeach other at his request.

The will was presented for probate by Mrs. 
Hendricks in person at about 2 o’clock. Owing 
to the fact that one of the witnesses, J. H. Mc- 
Kernan, is dead, and the other, W. 8. Pierce, isa 
resident of New-York City, it became necessary 
to establish the genuineness of their signatures, 
as well as that of the testator. his was 
done by means of the affidavits of A. W. 
Hendricks, the testator's law partner and 
cousin, and C. Smock, Clerk of the 
Propvate Court. In accordance with the terms 
of the will Mrs. Hendricks was appointed Exeo- 
utrix, and, being the sole legatee, no bond was 
required. She estimates the value of the per- 
sonal property at_$15,000, and of the entire es- 
tate at $100,000. In the past few years the late 
Vice-President has spent a large proportion of 
his income in sustaining several relatives who 
needed assistance, and has been prevented from 
increasing the bulk of his property, if he did 
not indeed diminish it somewhat by his benevo- 
lence. 
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A MAGNIFICENT BUILDING PROJECT. 

CurcaGco, Dec. 3.—The Central Safety 
Deposit Company has leased from the city of 
Chicago the lot on the southeast corner of La 
Salle ana Adams streets for 99 years, free of 


taxes, at an annual rent of $35,000, and upon this 


is to be erected a building costing $1,000,000, and 
probably the largest in the city. The $1,000,000 
has all been subscribed. About three-quarters 
of the capital is from Chicago and the rest from 
Eastern cities. The Directors are N. B. Ream, 
W. E. Hale, E.C. Waller, D. H. Burnbam, and 
Owen I. Addis. Mr. Addis represents $588,- 
000 of the capital, mostly for residents 
of this city. The lot is I77 by 188 feet, 
and the structure to be erected upon it will be 
10 stories high, have about 700 rooms, and hold 
ordinarily about 2,500 persons. The materiais will 
be granite, brick, and terra cotta, and the build- 
ing will be used forsafe deposit vaults, offices,and 
stores. The plan for the first floor provides for 
a great arnade, comprising 60 stores, which 
can be thrown into one system. By the terms 
of the lease the building, which isto be finished 
by May 1, 1887, will revert to the city when the 
lease runsout. The city bought the lot in 1852 
for $8,750. A big building erected uponit was 
known as the ** Rookery,” and was used asa 
City Hall for some years after the fire.

LOSSES BY FIRE.

Wednesday night a fire broke out in the 
cupola at the fireroom of the McGraw saw mill, 
at Bay City, Mich., owned by Birdsall & Barker. 
The wind was blowing lightly from the west 
and carried the fire to the main building of the 
mill, which soon became a mass of flames, The 
fire was confined to the mill proper and the 
adjacent tramways. The mill was situated in the 
extreme south end of the city, and was the 
largest on the Saginaw River. At the time of 
its erection, in 1878, it wasthe largest concern 
of the kind in the world, having an amnual 
capacity of 40,000,000 feet of lumber, besides lath, 
staves, heading, andshingles. Mr. Birdsall places 
the loss at $150,000, on which there is an insurance 
of $100,000, distributed in various companies. 
The mill furnished employment for 150 men. 


The Grover place,on King-street,near Port 
Chester, Westchester County, was burned to the 

round on Wednesday night. It was owned by 
Villiam E, Ward, of the firm of Russel!, Burd- 
sall & Ward, and occupied by William H. Geer 
and family. Considerable difficulty was experi- 
enced in getting Mrs. Geer and the children, 
who had gone to bed, out of the house. Most of 
the furniture on the proune floor was saved, 
but that on the second was destroyed, together 
with alarge quanity of uncut silk. The loss on 
the house is $6,000; no insurance, the policy, 


baving been renewed. 

Yesterday morning fire was discovered 
on the fourth floor of the upper case shop of 
the E. N. Welch Company, of Forestville, Conn. 
The building, which is four stories in height and 
built of brick and wood, was entirely destroyed, 
together with the engine, machinery, boilers, 
and stock, The loss 1s from $80,000 to $100,000;

CONVICTED OF PRIZE FIGHTING. 
RocueEsteER, N. Y., Deo. 3.—The trial of 


Baker and Slattery, who fouchta prize fight at 
Trautberg on Aug. 24 for $1,008 began in the 
County Court before Judge Morgan to-day. 


CoronerjSharpe, who was the referee, and the 
other alleged accessories will have a separate 


trial. District Attorney Taylor produced evi- 
dence of reporters and others who witnessed the 
DSght, and also that of Langdon, the time keeper, 
who turned State’s evidence. He proved that 
$1,000 was sent to Fox, of the Polige Gazette, and 
that both paincipaig claimed the money after 
the affair was over, The line of the defense was 
that the fight was a boxing contest, and that 
no {money was pending on the result. Interest 
was taken in the evidence of alleged ** experts,” 
who defined a prize fight with the Lon- 
don rules and a_ sparring exhibition with 
the Queensberry rules, The Jury was charged by 
Judge Morgan strongly against the prisoners, 
and at 8 o’clock to-night they brought in a 
verdict of guilty. Sentence will be pronounced 
on Monday. Bail was forfeited, and both pris- 
oners were remanded to the custody of the 
Sheriff. This is the first conviction for prize 
fighting with gloves in the State of New-York 
and occasions much interest among the legal 
fraternity. Coroner Sharpe and others will be 
tried to-morrow. The possible conviction of the 
Coroner of the county, and probably the most 
popular of ali the county officers, creates 4 deal 
of excitement in local circles. 





FRANK M. HARLAN REINSTATED. 

The Board of Review of the Trotting 
Horse Association adjourned last night. During 
its session 104 cases in the aggregate were tried 
and a larger percentage carried over to the next 
mecting of the board, to be held in Chicago 
May next. In the case of Frank M. Harlan, 
which has attracted so much comment.

\HE TALKS ABOUT’ WORLDLY SELFISHNESS, 
DANCING, USURY, CHARITY, PRAYER, 
AND THE THEATRES, 

From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, Nov, 26. 

Mr. Jones had & full house-at Exposition: 

“Music Hall last night, and when the benedic~ 

tion had been pronounced, every one went away 

full of Sam Jones resolutions to turn over a new 

Jeaf and lead a godly lite. Mr. Jones said: We 

invite your attention to-night to the ninth verse 

of the sixth chapter of St. Paul’s Epistle to the 

Galatians: “And let us not be wearyin well- 

doing, for in due season we shall reap if we faint 

not.” This world is runon selfish principles. 

‘How much enjoyment may I get out of this, 

and how much profit out of that, and how much 

willl lose by the other?” Selfishness always de- 
feats itself—never carries fts point. You let 

a man live for himself and lay up money 

for himself, and provide for himself 


and let all the world go. * Let all the world go, 
but I’m going to lay up for myself.” Why,such 
a man as that defeats his veryend. In our State 
there was a man spent his life laying up for his 
oldage. He says: “I’m never going to want. 
I’m going to lay up for my old age.” He laid 
up $200,000, and to illustrate bis state of mind: 
One of his neighbors was over at bis house one 
day and they were talking about one thing and 
another, and directly the neighbor said: ** Well, 
how are you off for meat?” Tue old rich fellow 
said: “ Well, ['ve got a smokehouse full now 
and bogs enough to make me meat this Fall and 
pigs enough to make it full afterward, but what 
in the world Lam to do atter that J can’t tell!” 
{Laughter.] That old fellow was starving to 
death with three years’ rations on hand. 
(Laughter, } 

I used to think there was a great deal of differ- 
ence, after all, in our churches and in the mem- 
bership of our churches. ] have thought, after 
all, we bave got our first-class members and our 
second-class members and our tenth-rate mem- 
bers, and all that sort of thing. But, brethren, 
the great trouble is, we can bardly find a whole 
man among us. We have got pieces enough to 
make a thousand, but they won't fit. We file 
and saw and chip and plug, and yet here we are 
—— without a whole man in the city of St. 

ouis. 

Now we say, * There area great many differ- 
ent sorts of members in the church.” I grant 
you that. There is One brother. He says, “1 
declare, if you don’t turn out these dancing 
members I’m going to que the church, I won't 
live in a church with dancing members.”’ You 
see, be don’t dance, [laughter,] but I tell you 
what he will do every day, loan his money at 20 
per cent, interest; and God says that the man 
who will do that ain't fit for the church and 
will never go to heaven, Here's another 
brother. He’s got no money to loan and 
he despises dancing, but you can tote him 
right into hell with a demijohn, he does 
love liquor so. [Laughter.] ere’s another 
member of the church, He don’t drink, 
and don’t lend money at usury, and don’t 
dance, but he will skin you nine times 
out of ten when you gototrade with him, and 
I want to say this: You will never know how 
much real genuine scriptural hell fire there is 
in a good trade till you get to hell. Sensa- 
tion.] And I tell you another thing: Wo can 
sorter put up with a fellow that sins like we 
sin, but when he does something we won't do, 
we are ashamed of him right straight. I de- 
clare l never see & man doing anything wrong 
that I don’t sort of get off to myself and bury 
my face in my hands and say, * Look-a-here ! 
you may not sin like that man, but are you not 
doing something just as bad in the sight of 
God?” Isay we can put up with a man as long 
as he sins like we do, but when he does some- 
thing we won’t do, then we'll fall out with 
him right there and say, **That man won't do.” 
(Laughter. ] 

If a Mason were to come here to St, Louis and 
he needed assistance and needed help, and he 
was a Methodist as well as a Mason, which would 
he go to, the Methodist Church or the Masonic 
fraternity, for heip? If a man were an Odd Fel- 
low and a Baptist, to which class would he go to 

et means to follow his journey? Would he go 

o the Odd Fellows or go to the Baptists? Ah, 
brother, the Irishman told a great truth when 
he said, “ If there was a little more of the milk 
of human kindness in this world what a grand 
world would we have.” [Applause.] I tell you 
I had frequently rather go to a wholesale liquor 
deuler to get help shan to go to some members 
of the church. These members of the church 
**brother”’ a fellow for about six months and 
then think he belongs to them, and that is just 
about the way the thing goes. [Laughter.] 

In the Fifth and Walnut Churcn at Louisville, 
Ky., two years ago, one night during a revival 
meeting 15 men came up and took the front 
seats, and those 15 men on that front pew were 
the very imps of the devil. I never looked, and 
no man ever looked, at such men in the church 
of God. Now. how about thosel15 men? The 
Pastor of that church—one of the sweetest 
spirited, most Christly men I ever saw—went 
to each one and took his name and said to him, 
* You remain here after thisservice.” There sat 
the son ot old Col. earner. the editor of the Louis- 
ville Democrat, that had been drunk on the streets 
of Louisville for 20 years, and here was another, 
the yeriest reprobate that ever walked the 
face of the earth, and here was another, and 
there was another, and there the 15 men sat, 
the very imps of the devil, atthe very gates of 
hell, and that preacher took their names and 
asked them to remain.

** Bear ye one another's burdens.” Listen! If 
I were to go fishing to-morrow with four men, 
and we were to buy 25 cents worth of lard to fry 
our fish, aud we had to get woodtotry them 
and prepare them to fry, if I didn’t pay my 8 
cents of that quarter, and I didn’t get my part 
of the wood, and do my part of the cleaning of 
the fish, 1 would not consider myself a gentle- 
man, much less a Christian. If 1 was a member 
of any church in this town, andI didn’t do my 
part of the paying and my part of the praying 
and my part of the everything that was done, I 
wouldn’t consider myself a gentleman, much 
jess a Christian. ‘The shirks and sharks in 
tae church! And the shirk don't run long 
until he turns to the shark. He will shirk every 
day, and like the o!d shark he’ll eat everything 
within a mile of him, ([Laughter.] ‘'here’s 
a good deal of that sort going on in the 
world. And I will tell you where all the growil- 
ing comes in. These fcliows that don’t pay any 
and don’t pray any, they are the growlers, and 
there ought to be an addition to every church 
in this country and call it * The Growler," ana 
run them inthere. [Laughter.] If there is any- 
thing in the worldI have gota contempt for it 
is to see two or three fellows sitting back in a 
Pullman sleeper with a deadhead ticket in their 
pockets quarreling with the conductor about 
how he is pulling the train. [Laughter.[ 

Then I take this same key and open into an- 
other apartment and I read this: ** For if.aman 
think himself something when be is (or when he 
does] noting, he deceiveth himself."

If what a man does is not a test of whata man 
is, then whata man pays is the test of what aman 
is. Ican sorter put up with a fellow in the church 
that won’t do anything, but who'll pay well.

And that’s the only honest way 
to get out of it, Sir. (Laughter.j} You've got 
a good many elements of the hog in you if you 
don’t run it that way. I declare to you this 
shirking spirit—want all, all, all that can come 
to you and never give back anything—-is too 
prevalent in the church to-day. And a man 
gets out of his religion just in proportion as he 
puts into jt. I used to be Pastor, and I'll tell 
you another thing: I never had a member of my 
churoh in my life that would not pray in public 
and pray in his family that was any account— 
never did. They may be all right—I reckon they 
are—here in St. Louis, but Iam talking of away 
down in Georgia. [Laughter.] That’s the way 
to put it.

He sat 
down to bis table and asked a blessing, and after 
dinner he said: ‘* Wife, will you please fix up this 
half broiled chicken here; make some nice toast, 
and will you arrange it nicely on a waiter for 
Brother Johnson, living down here? He has been 
paralyzed two years. He is a member of our 
church, and I have not been tosee him. I have 
not paid any attention to him. butif you fix up 
these things nicely on a waiter I will take them 
tohim.”” The waiter was fixed up and he took 
it down to the sick brother. Then he said: “if 
you have a Bible I gvill read to you,” and he 
read: ‘The Lord is my shepherd. | shall not 
want.” Then he knelt down and prayed Heavy- 
en's blessing on the poor sick fellow, That 
night he beld family prayer in his own home, 
and after they bad gone to bed his sons Bill and 
Tom, who siept in the next room, with the door 
open between, began talking. Tom punched 
Billin tne side and said: “ Bill, the old man’s 

oing to die; and Bill said; “*How do you 

now, Tom?” “ Why,” said Tom,” “don't you 
see he is getting pious? He will die before the 
week's out, I um satisfied.” [Laughter.] Let 
me teli you there is many a Christian in this 
town whose children, if he were to go home and 
resolve to be religious for one day, would 
punch one another in the short ribs and say, 
‘The old man is going to die.” (Laughter.

SCARCITY OF BROOM CORN. 

ScHENEcTADY, N. Y., Dec. 3.—The grow- 
ing scarcity and rapidly advancing price of 
broom corn are causing considerable uneasiness 
among the manufacturers of brooms and 
brushes. Last year the crop was very large and 
the demand light and corn could be bought for 
from 2toicentsa pound. This year the crop 


was small. The demand for manufactured goods 
particularly for export, has been very brisk an 
the raw material is now worth trom 8 to 10 
cents a pound, an advance of several cents 
within the past few weeks. It is estimated 
that there is not now over 150 tons of 
corn in Schenectady, Schoharie, and Montgom- 
ery OUounties. This is about all that 
there is in the State, andit is not more than 
enough to keep the Schenectady shops running 
amonth. Chicago dealers and speculators have 
bought up the greater part of the Western 
crop, which was also light, and are holding it 
back for arise,some dealers in that city refus- 
ing to sell more than five carloads to one cus- 
tomer. Itis predicted that the prica will soon 
advance to 15 cents. Thisis probavly the first 
time that the manufacturers of this neighbor- 
hood have been compelled to get their supply of 
corn from the West.

Clarence Whistler,.known to lovers of 
good wrestling as the “Kansas Cyclone,” ac- 
cording to private advices from San Francisco 
and Melbourne, Australia, died in the latter city 
Wednesday night. Whistler was born in the 
vicinity of Delphi, Ind, in 1856, but wemt to 
Towa in 1874, where, in 1878, while a foundryman, 
he first attracted public notice by feats of 
strength. One day he dumfounded a lotof as- 
sociates by standing astride an iron bar weigh- 
ing 1,350 pounds, and then picking it up, 
walked 80 feet before dropping it. His friends 
thought so weil of his athletic ability that 


a match was arranged with Louis Marc, who 
was then the reigning wrestling sensation in 
that part of the country. The match, best two 
out of three, fair back fails, Greco-Roman 
style, came off at Omaha, Neb., in February, 
1879, Whistier winning the first and second falls 
in less than one hour. He wasthen matched to 
wrestle ** Texas Bill,” a man of prodigious size 
and strength, side holdin harness, and he won 
with ease. His third bout was with André 
Christal, the Frenchman, who was at the time in 
prime condition, Grmco-Roman atyle. This 
match produced a tremendous sensation at the 
time, and was only won by Whistler after a ter- 
rible struggle lasting over four bovurs in which 
he took the first and third fails. 

After a Western tour with Christol and Mare 
through the West, Whistler met Charlie Mur- 
phy in August, 1879, and defeated him in 
“mixed” wrestling very handily. In the Fall of 
1880 he beat James Quigley Graeco-Roman style, 
and was then matched against Bibby, This con- 
test lasted five hours and a half without a fall. 
Whistler became very angry and insisted on try- 
ing itover. Thesecond match lasted six hours 
and wasa draw. Whistler was at the heighth of 
his fame as a wrestler, anda match was arranged 
with William Muldoon. This took place in this 
city, and lasted from 8 o’clock in tne evening 
until 2:80 in the morning without a fall for 
either man, Muldoonregarded Whistler as the 
best man he ever met, and it isa notorious {act 
that all wrestlers, unless perhans Joe Acton, 
were atraid that in his rage Whistler, whose 
neck hold was terrible, might kill them. 
In an endeavor to meet Duncan C. Ross, 
the Scotch athlete, at Louisville, Ky., Whistler 
was challenged unexpectedly by a hostler who 
calied himsef John Graham. A great crowd 
saw the match. Nobody except a German inn- 
keeper seemed to know Graham. Whistler re- 
garded him asa‘“*chump.” and being caught 
off his guard lost the first bout. He won the sec- 
ond after a hard struggle, and when the third 
was in progress got a neckhold on his adversary 
who cried out, ‘** Don’t break my nect. Mr. Whis- 
tler.” A second later something was heard to 
crack, and Whistler, letting go, was seen to have 
dislocated his arm. In great rage he chased 
Graham all over the stage. Next day on learn- 
ing that his victorious opponent was the cele- 
brated Englishman, Tom Cannon, in disguise. 
Whistler made things so hot that Cannon hur-. 
ried away. 

Whistler was regarded as about the strongest 
of all wrestlers, having once gone through the 
manual of arms witha bar of tron 8 feet long, 
weighing 140 pounds, By forming a bridge, 
head on one chair and heels on another, Whis- 
tler could hold 2,000 pounds on his breast.

SUGGESTIONS BY A CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE COMMITTEE. 
CONGRESS ASKED TO ESTABLISH A BUREAU 
OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION TO 

CARE FOR SHIPPING INTERESTS. 

William H. Beers, Joseph F. Knapp, 
Milton Knapp, Hiram H. Lamport, Exstein Nor- 
ton, Charies M. Pratt, Jonathan Thorne, and 
Joseph Wilson were elected members of the 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday ana welcomed 
to the regular monthly meeting, where the final 
report of the Committee on Harbor and Ship- 
ping with reference to the recent subsidy agita- 
tion was considered. This report, submitted by 
A. Foster Higgins, Chairman of the committee, 
covered much space, reviewing “the decline, 
decay, and nearly entire abandonment of the 
foreign carrying trade of the United States by 
Americans.” The downfall of national shipping 
was held to be responsible for three dire results— 
the extinction of the home ship building trade, 
the disbanding of powerful commercial firms, 
and injury to the Nation at large. 

The committee, at the beginning of its report, 
finds “ the effect on the Nation, so far as facili- 
ties and cheapness of transportation are con- 
cerned, has not been disastrous; in fact, it 


must be admitted that it has been beneficial in 
the particular that in all the principal lines 
of ocean traffic never have rates of transporta- 
tion been so cheap or facilities so abundant.” 
The report argues, however, that the United 
States should present itselfas a power to the 
other nations, whichis to bedone “by repre- 
sentations of Ambassadors, Ministers, Consuls. 
and other officials, and the vessels, commercial 
and naval, flying the national fiag.” 

In considering the building up of a mercantile 
marine the report says: “The existence of 
British steam vessels and their ability to usurp 
our and nearly all other foreign trades, is due 
primarily and principally to the enormous sums 
paid by the Government of Great Britain to the 
aarly promoters of steam vessels and their build- 
ers, in one form and another, and which payments 
had no proper relation to any service or the 
value of the service, but had for its object the 
promotion and firm establishing in Great Britain 
of iron steamship building. * From 1854 
0 1883 the amount given by Great Britain 
was the enormous sum of $136,000,000.. We 
name the amount as an indication of what 
ibat Government values this industry at, and 
ilso that we may understand that a supremacy 
which bas cost that sum of money will require 
avast amount also to createa rival worthy of 
the name, and that nothing may be hoped for in 
this direction except at a considerable cost to 
the Nation. * * * It is due to the absence 
of protection to this industry of the employ- 
ment and use of our vessels which isthe cause 
ot its decline, and it might be retaliated that no 
more striking effect of ‘free trade’ could be 
found than in the rapid Joss of ali value to our 
ships and the consequent decline in shipping, 
that bas been produced by the reciprocity 
treaties, admitting ail the world to compete for 
our carrying trade.” 

In conclusion, the report says: “ When we 
consider remedies, it must be at once set forth 
that at this time our great rival, with the same 
tendencies, deemed by many to be only attend- 
ant on the system of protection, has over- 
produced steamers, far beyond not only the re- 
quirements of the demand, but it may be stated 
that at this time there are afloat 1,000 steamers 
in excess of the number required to do the en- 
tire ocean carrying trade of the world. This glut 
will necessarily affect for some time to come 
most prejudicially every remedy looking to the 
revival of our own sbip building interests. The 
aid, to be effectual, must not only begin, but 
must continue through the main portion, if not 
the whole, of the vessel’s 6xistence.’’ The com- 
mittee proposed the following resolutions, 
which were adopted: 

Resolved, That this Chamber strongly recommends 
and hereby petitions Congress to establish immediately 
u “ Bureau of Commerce and Navigation,” under the 
coutroi of the Secretary of the Treasury, to the care 
of which the entire shipping interests of the United 
States and all matters connected therewith may be 
committed: whose duties it shall be. among others. to 
report and recommend to Congress such legislation as 
seems to be required to extend as well as to preserve 
and foster our commerce, and to adopt such rules and 
regulations as will bring into operation uniformity and 
efficiency in the pilot service of ail the States, and in 
the competency of masters, engineers, and other offi- 
cers of vessels. 

Liesolved, ‘Tbat the Chamber deems the limited aid to 
be conferred by atrial of the Bounty act proposed by 
the Maritime Exchange no more than an act of justice 
on the part of the Government to this interest, and 
will learn of its passage with gratitude and pieasure, 

The Chamber received a communication from 
representatives of prominent ship lines inviting 
attention to the present inadequate facilities for 
entering this port. “* Now,” says the commu- 
nication, ** most of the largest vessels have not 
only to time their movements in and out across 
the outer bar which forms the principal and 
most dangerous obstruction to the free naviga- 
tion of the outer bay, but have, in addition, to 
jeave this port short-of several hundred tons of 
cargo which might be carried if the question of 
draught had not,to;be considered.” It is therefore, 
suggested by the ship owners that some practical 
solution of the difficulty be urged by the Cham- 
ber, now that hydraulic and barbor engineering 
have made such progress, The letter is signed 
by the owners or agents of nearly all the large 
lines running vessels to this port. 

George 8. Coe, of the Committee on Silver 
Coinage, reported that it was not desirabie to 
recommend any action until after the President 
and Secretary of the Treasury should make the 
official recommendations expected from them 
as s00a as Congress meets. Congressman Abram 
3. Hewitt was thanked for his exertions to ob- 
tain from Congress the appropriation for sur- 
veys in New-York Harbor, and a committee was 
appointed to draft a memorial in honor of the 
‘ate Horace B. Claflin. 


THE ARCTIC WHALING FLEPRT. 
From the San Francisco Call, Nov. 22. 

The whaling season for 1885 has closed, 
all the fleet, with the exception of the vessels lost 
in the Arctic ice packs and the whaler Amethyst, 
(which is supposed to be still off Kodiak, and for 
whose safety no anxiety is felt,) having arrived 
in this port. The catch this year has been satis- 
factory to the whaling owners—better than last 


year’s by some 80 whales. So far the whaler 
Thrasher has made the best record, being credited 
with bringing into port1,815 barrels of oil and 
35,880 poundsof bone. ‘The loss of whalers this 
year comprises the George and Susan, Rainbow, 
Gazelle, Mabe!, and Napoleon. The whalers 
which constitute the fleet leaving this port for 
the Arctic and other points are divided 
into the New-Gedford and California divis- 
ions. The New-Bedford vessels make the 
longest trips, leaving about the ena of November 
each year and returning about the first of the 
sarce month next year. The California whalers, 
preferring not to take such long trips, will leave 
in Marck anc return in Nevwember, lying up in 
this port. mostiy in Oakland Creek, for the bal- 
ance of the year. The whaling crews are a cos- 
mopolitan lot, every nationality being repre- 
sented. They require a strong force of officers 
to keep them in order, there being, as a rule, 
5 officers and 5 boat steerers in command of 
each crew, who number in all between 30 and 40. 
The crew are not paid wages, but take instead 
an interest in the catch or “lay.” In the ll 
months they are at sea they generally make 
from $200 to $250 each. In some exceptionally 
big catches the “lay” has given to each man as 
much as $500. A great bone of contention 
among the men is a “ big whale’s tooth.” These 
are only obtained from the lower jaw of the 
eperm whale, measure about 8 inches long, of a 
curious fine kind of ivory, and are prized as val- 
uable mementoes by the lucky captors. 


A uyavanidbe MURDER. 


Derroitr, Mich., Dec. 3.—Bertha Duck- 
wicz, a domestic, was found lying dead in front 
of her home, on Chestnut-street, this morning, 
with her throat cut from ear to ear and her 
jugular vein severed. Her clothes were not dis- 
arranged, nor was any knife or razor with which 
the crime could have been committed found. 
She was engaged to be married to William 
Stevans, a younys man employed in an iron and 
wire factory. The couple sat talking at Miss 
Duckwicz’s home until a late hour Jast evening. 
They were preparing for the marriage ceremony 
and each had purchased a wedding suit. Last 
night’s gonversation was on the subject of the 
bridesmaids and groomsman, and they were 
afterward beard taiking at the tront gate. An 
engagement ring presented to Miss Duckwicz 
by Stevans is missing trom her fingers. Stevans 
has disappeared, and no clue to his whereabouts 
can be obtained, The motive for the murder 1s 
a mysiery.

THE FARMERS’ CONGRESS. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 3.—At to-day’s 

session of the Farmers’ National Congress a 
resolution asking Congress for more strin- 
gent legislation for the prevention of the 
spread of pleuro-pneumonia in cattle was 
adopted, and like action was taken with the 
resoiution asking for a law regulating inter- 
State commerce. A long discussion was had on 
a resolution asking Congress to restore the 
tariff duty upon wool to what it was in the year 
1880, or the act then in force. When the vote 
was reached a callof the States showed 169 in 
favor and 42 against, Missouri being the only 
State solidly opposed to the resolution. A reso- 
lution was unanimously passed asking Congress 
to pass an act creating the office of Secretary of 
Agriculture and making it a Cabinet office. The 
next meeting of the congress will be held at St. 
Paul, Minn., Aug. 25, 1836.

PRIZE FIGHT WITH KID GLOVES. 


YOUNG FARRELL RUNS AWAY AND. THEN 
WHIPS GEORGE WILLIAMS. 

While the law-abiding citizens of West 
Farms were eating their breakfasts yesterdav 
morning.two feather-weight pugilists, John Far- 
rell and George Williams, were pommeling 
each other in a prize ring near by with only or- 
dinary kid gloves on their hands, The fight was 
for $500 and the championship of America, and 
took place in an open field about 400 yards south 
of the Westchester Protectory. The contest 


was srranged about a month ago. Farrell is 
well known among the sporting fraternity of 
this city, and has taken part in several contests, 
in which he won considerable reputation as a 
pote scientific fighter. Williams belongs in 

hway, N. J. He has not gained any reputa- 
tion as a pugilist. 

Eleven o’clock Wednesday night was the hour 
set for the fight. About 150 persons who had 
paid $5 each for a ticket wended their way to 
an up-town sporting house, where the ‘tip” 
was to be given. Atthe hour named the piace 
was crowded. The assemblage wasa age 4 
one. Men dressed in the height of fashion, wit 
silk hats, silver-headed canes, and kid gloves, 
mingled with others to whom a collar and neck- 
tie would be an innovation. Among those 
present were a number of Wall-street brokers 
and members of the New-York Athletic 
and Racquet Clubs. One of the latter, who was 
anxious to see the fight, had been to the theatre 
and had not taken time to go home and change 
his dress suit. The police had learned of the 
fight, and, besides several wrd detectives, an 
officer from Police Headquarters was in the hall 
keenly watching the proceedings. Their pres- 
ence was known, and word was sent to Tuthill, 
the backer of Williams, not to bring his man up 
until the road was clear. 

The spectators waited patiently, and passed 
the time in drinking beer, whisky, and wine and 
smoking cigars and cigarettes. It was found 
impossible to have the fight in this city, anda 
tugboat was engaged to take the party up the 
Sound toasmall island, where the men could 
fight at daybreak. But when the tug bad been 
got ready the police boat Patrol was seen steam- 
ing in the vicinity of Ward’s Isiand. The tug- 
boat project was therefore abandoned. A site 
in Pelham was then selected, and carriages were 
engaged for the party. Williams had in the 
meantime arrived and everything was ready for 
the start. Farrell, with his trainer, backer, and 
second, entered a coach, but when it was about 
to start a man opened the doorand grasped the 
pugilist. it was Farrell's father, who is a police 
officer in the Twelfth Precinct. He held his son 
by the coat collar and refused to allow him to 
re-enter the coach. The party then returned to 
the sporting house, where a consultation was 
held with the father. He was offered $50 to 
allow his son to fight. 

“No, Sir,” he answered. ‘*My boy shall not 
become a prize fighter. Iam his father and am 
pany, competent to support and take care of 

m. 

All sorts of promises failed to move the father, 
and the sports were on the point of leaving, 
when young Farrell slipped away from his 
father, darted out a side door, was put into a 
hack, and the driver was told to go to West 
Farms with all possible speed. This was about 
5 o'clock in the morning. The occupants of nine 
otber hacks received the “tip” to go to West 
Farms. The horses were whipped up and the 
coaches were rapidly driven across Harlem 
Bridge and up the Southern Boulevard. A num- 
ber of persons started for Pelham, having been 
told the fight would take place there. When 
Officer Farrel! missed his son he immediately tel- 
egraphed to Pelham and warned the police 
there. The party, with the fighters in charge, 
after leaving the Southern Boulevard, took 
a roundabout road in order to _ escape 
the vigilance of the police. The lights on 
the carriages were extinguished, and the 
procession resembled an early morning funeral 
cortége. The fighting ground was reached 
shortly after 6 o'clock, just as day was breaking. 
The ring was selected cn a Jevel piece of ground 
in an open lot. A referee and time keeper 
were selected, and the men were ordered to ap- 
pear in the ring. They wore ordinary kid gloves, 
and fought according to the rules of the London 
prize ring. Farrell, who is 18 years of age, stands 
6 feet 434 inches in height and weighs 125 pounds. 
Williams is one year older than Fuarrell, two 
— heavier, and three-quarters of an inch 

ler. 

At the word “Time” both men advanced from 
their corners, shook hands, and began hostilities. 
They made several circuits of the ring, eying 
each other carefully, and each seemed to be 
afraid to lead, Farrell ended the monotony by 
pores light blow on Williams’s stomach. 

ie followed this advantage with one on the chest, 
and finally ended the round by knocking his 
opponent down with a vicious right hand blow 
that he planted on the jaw of his victim, A 
cheer went up from Farrell’s corner when the 
referee allowed him first blood. The. second 
round lasted only 10 seconds. Farrell waited for 
an opening and knocked his opponent down with 
a swinging right hand blowinthe mouth. Only 
two blows were struck in the third round. 
Farrell reacbed Williams's face lightly with his 
left and sent him down in a heap with a heavy 
blow onthe nose. Williams was now bleeding 
from tbe mouth and nose, 

The fourth round was also in favor of Farrell. 
He hit Williams three telling blows in the face. 
The second made a gash alongside of the left 
eye, discoloring and closing that organ. He fol- 
lowed up this advantage with a heavy blow in 
the mouth, sending Williams down ina heap. 
The round lasted only 5 seconds. Wailiiams 
at this point presented a pitiful sight. He 
was bleeding profusely from the mouth 
aud nose and a cut near the eye and 
the persons present who were anxious to seo 
blood shed were happy. Williams hit Farreil for 
the first time in the fifth round, planting a light 
blow on the body. This was the only time that 
he hit him during the fight, In return Farrell 
hit his opponent four times in the face. The 
round ended with both men on the ground 
wrestling. Farrell managed to get in a blow on 
Williams's face and another on the chest in the 
sixth round, and then both men went down 
wrestling. 

After some clever sparring in the seventh 
round Farrell planted a heavy blow on his ad- 
versary’s mouth and sent him tothe ground. 
The round lasted half a minute. Williams was 
gradually growing weak, and he was hardly able 
to stand when the men were called for the 
eighth round. Farrell, seeing his weakness, went 
at him witharush. Three blows were rained in 
rapid succession on the face of the battered 
pugilist, and a fourth, straight from Farrell's 
right shoulder, caught him intheneck.

Any Oxford poet might write a sad 
series of poems called “Oxford Revisited.” 
Every six months he might go upand add anew 
elegy, or satire,as he preferred. The accumu- 
lated horrors of ** New Buildings” do not need 
to be described. One, at the corner of the 
Broad and Holywell, may cause the tear of sensi- 


bility to moisten the pavement. On the other 
hand the laying open of a house with at least 
seven gables, inside the front lawn of Trinity, 
seems at present an advantage, unless the 
beautiful old house is to be blocked out 
again by some modern performance, * very late 
and excessively debased.” But tbe worst 
offense, and the most wanton of all is the hide- 
ous ruin of the old view from Parson’s Pleasure. 
As you enter the walk called Mesopotamia, by 
the Cherwell, you used to see across the fields a 
charming gray old village, and beyond that and 
above a light blue curtain of smoke rose the 
towers of New and the dome of the Radciiffe. 
This was the best aspect of modern Oxford. It 
is irretrievably destroyed, Tie fields (foggy, 
one might think, and feverish) between the 
Cherwell and the town are being built over. The 
view is being first cut up and then shut out by 
the celebrated modern Oxtord villa. Worse, 
if worse may be, remains. A low and brignt 
red brick wall cuts across the foreground, and 
the foreground itself is now a hideous black 
ashen piain, divided into unseem!ty parallelo- 
grams by white lines. In fact, the foreground 
isa large and apparently swampy tennis court. 
The chances are that the floods of Cherwell and 
the white mists will prevent the villas from be- 
ing “eligible.” But who can praise the conduct 
which tbus helps in the daily destruction of 
“ that sweet city with her dreaming spires?” At

A MONSTER BLACK BEAR KILLED, 
ey 
THE. POCONO MOUNTAINS ALIVE WITH THE 
FIERCE BRUTES. 

SornanTon, Penn., Dec. 3.—An enormous 
bear, weighing nearly 500 pounds, was brought 
to Scranton to-day by Charles Houck, who, 
with a party of hunters, dispatched the animal 
after a fierce struggle at Houckville, in the 
wilds of the Pocono Mountains, yesterday. The 
bear was first tracked in the snow by a lumber- 
man named George Lobshcie, who, seeing that 
the footprints were quite recent, proceeded to 
examine the course bruin had taken. He did 
not go far before he was startled by a hoarse 
growl from aclump of bushes, and glancing in 
the direction of the growl he sawa big black 
bear sitting on its haunches. Realizing that it 
would be an unequal contest in case of a 
struggle, Lobshcie, whose only weapon was an 
axe, hastened home and gave the alarm. In a 
short time 12 men arrived with rifles, and, ac- 
companied by three or four dogs, started out 
after the bear. After a long search the ryan | 
party separated into two sections, one of whic 
was headed by Charlies Houck and the other by 
H. A. Nicholson. 

In a little time Mr. Houck’s dog got on 
the scent, and led the party on a quick run 
through atangle of bushes, where they came 
upon the bear, which immediately showed fight. 
He rose to his full height, uttered aloud growl, 
and presented a formidable appearance. As he 
advanced Nicholson fired, and tho roar of pain 
which followed the rifle shot told that the bullet 
had not missed its mark. Assoon asthe smoke 
cleared away the bearwas seen glaring about 
wildly for its enemy. and tearing up the brush, 
which it flung about furiously in its rage. As 
soon as it caught sigbt of Houck and Nicholson, 
who were some distance ahead of their compan- 
ions, it dashed at them, but as it advanced to 
within a few yards of where they stood a well- 
directed bullet from Houck’s rifle brought it 
down, after which the triumphant hunters 
rushed in upon it,and soon dispatched their 
game. Hunters say that bears have never been 
s0 plentiful on the Pocono Mountains as they 
are this year. 


THE CHEROKEE LAND FUND. 


CHIEF BUSHYHEAD EXPLAINS WHERE AND 
HOW IT WAS APPLIED. 

LittLE Rock, Ark., Dee. 3.—An Indian 
Territory special says: The investigation of the 
three-hundred-thousand-dollar fund paid by 
the United States and distributed through 
the Cherokee Nation, per capita, in 1883, 
is exciting interest and is not yet con- 
cluded. A Senate committee of the Cherokee 
Legislature is conducting the examination, It 
appears that over $20,000 of the fund was paid 
for legal services, although, as the $300,000 was 

aid for lands ceded by the Cherokees to the 

nited States, and the transaction was very 
simple, the services of an attorney were un- 
necessary. The statement that the money 
was paid for a different tract of land than 
that which the Cherokees believed they were 
conveying is untrue. Chief Bushyhead has sent 
aspecial message to the Legislature on this 
point, and says, after relating the history of the 
negotiations with the United States Government 
for the land: “I would refer you to the deeds 
executed by the Cherokee Nation to the United 
States in trust for the Pawnees, Poncas, Nez- 
Percés, Otoes, and Missouras and Osages, official 
copies of which are in the Treasurer’s office and 
may be obtained for examination by the com- 
mittee. The deeds and maps can be examined 
by the committee, and besides showing that 
the $300,000 was an additional amount paid 
for the execution of these deeds they 
show that for the first time the Cherokee Na- 
tion had a settlement with the Government, and 
that this settlement covered all the lands to 
which the United States had any legal claim. 
The lands are accurately defined by metes and 
bounds, and show whatis the property of the 
United States for these tribes, and that all the 
remainder is the property of the Cherokee Na- 
tion.” Chief Bushyhead also refers to the tact 
that the invested funds of the nation have been 
increased, and that there are debts against the 
Cherokees. It is the general opinion that the 
investigation will result in satisfying public 
opinion as to the disposition of the $300,000 and 
the ~ oe of the land for which it was ob- 
tained. 


AGRICULTURAL MOONSHINERS. 

NEw-PHILADELPHIA, Ohio, Dec. 3.—John 
Hertzig, a farmer of York Township, this eoun- 
ty, was arrested to-day by Deputy Collector 
Joseph I. McCullough and Deputy United States 
Marshal Campbell, charged with carrying on a 
moonshining distillery. A largestock of brandy 
was found inthe cellar, which, together with 
the still, was captured and brought to this city. 


Hertzig will have a hearing before the United 
States Commissioners at Cleveland to-morrow. 


Derroit, Mich., Dec. 3.—Internal Rev- 
enue Collector John B. Maloney, of this city, 
to-day laid before the District Attorney the 
particulars of the seizure of another iliicit dis- 
tillery four miles from Almont. In aloneiy 
and disma! wood the officers found the still 
house. it looked like a square one-story block 
house. Just inside the door, and stretching 
across the building wasa partition which formed 
asortof anteroom. On opening the inner dour 
aroom about 10 by 4feet was disclosed. ‘This 
contained a liquor still complete, including ket- 
tles, worm, pipes, &o, The mavhinery. was al- 
most new. About 20 gallons of fine liquor were 
found. An ingenious scheme was discovered 
for concealing the steam which escaped dur- 
ing the operation of the still. Tne steam 
pipe led to the foot of the outside 
wall. Here a brush heap was carefully arranged, 
This was well filled and covered over with leaves, 
As the steam came from the still it would filter 
through tbe brush and gradually condense until 
nothing escaped which could be seen. There 
was no sign of life about the premises. The 
still, liquor, and all other movable effects were 
seized and taken to Port Huron. Previous in- 
qauiry had resuited in directing the officers’ sus- 
picions toward Milo B, Haynes, Wilson Seaton, 
James Hayden, and James L. Ash. Haynes 
owned the farm on which the stili was tound, 
and his son-in-law, Seaton, lived with him. 
These four were arrested and taken to Port 
Huron, where they are now in jail, with the ex- 
ception of Ash, who was re!eased on his personal 
recognizance, The other three will be examined 
before Commissioner Harris to-morrow. 








INSURANCE COMPANIES DISSOLVED. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Dec. 3.—A writ of 
quo warranto was issued to-day against the 
“Reverting Fund Assurance Association of 
Philadelphia” by the court, at the request of 
Attorney-General Cassidy, to show cause why 
its business should not be dissolved. The writ 
is made returnable on Jan. 25. The court to-day 
dissolved the following insurance companies of 
the State, against which action bas been brought 
by the Attorney-General: The Freedom Mutual 
Aid Society of Kautz, Farmers and Mechanics’ 
Mutual Aid Association of Liverpool, Codorus 
Mutual Aid and Life Association of York, Co-

A TUG DESTROYED BY FIRE. 

GLEN HAVEN, Mich., Deo. 3.—The tug St. 
Mary, of Frankfort, with A. E. Banks, the prin- 
cipal owner, on board, arrived here Tuesday 
afternoon. Mr. Banks and the Captain came 
ashore, leaving tbe engineer and treman on 
buard. Half an hour later fire broke out in the 
tug’s hold, near the boiler, and spread rapidly 
through the bull, s0 that she wassoon enveloped 
in flames. She continued to burn until mid- 
night, when she sank about 25 feet west of the 
dock, where she now lies a total loss. Capt. 
Charles Sutherland, her master and part owner, 
and the crew lost considerable clothing ana ef- 
fects. She was valued at $8,000, und is reported 
to be partially insured against fire. Mr. Banks 
made arrangements with parties here to secure 
the boiler and machinery, which are probably 
more or jessdamaged. The origin of the fire is 
unknown. 








A NEW POORHOUSE WANTED.

GEN.CROOK FINDING FAULT

THE INTERIOR DEPARTMENT. SE- 
VERELY OCRITICISED. 

AN AGREEMENT BY WHICH HE WAS TO CON- 
TROL INDIAN AFFAIRS IN ARIZONA 
CLAIMED TO HAVE BEEN VIOLATED. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Brig.-Gen. Crook, com- 
manding the Department of Arizona, in his annual re- 
port describes at considerable length the circum- 
stances which attended the outbreak of the Chirica- 
huas, under Geronimo, Mangus, and other chiefs last 

Spring, and declares substantially that tne want of 

harmony between the agents of the Interior Depart- 

ment and the military makes such outbreaks possible. 

He says that upon returning to the Department of 

Arizona in 1882, he found the Apaches huddled about 

the agency, where there was no land for them to cul- 

tivate. The Indians complained of this, and the agent, 

Mr. Willcox, acknowledged the justice of the com- 

plaint. but said he was acting in strict compliance with 

his orders in keeping them there. He said, however, 


that if Gen. Crook would take the whole responsibility 
of their management, he would make no objection to 
their removal to other localities within the reserva- 
tion. Mr. Willcox told Gen. Crook frankly that he 
knew nothing of the management of the Indians; he 
had no confidence in the Apaches, and asked Gen. 
Crook to manage them in his own way, promising, and 
for a time giving, nis hearty co-operation. The Chirt- 
cahuas were then out, and it was agreed on al! hands 
that it was best to bring in all that could not be killed. 

“This whole matter,” writes the General, ‘was 
fully understood before I started for the Sierra Madre. 
Imagine my surprise when | reached the border on my 
return from the Sierra Madre with a portion of the 
Chiricahuas as captives, to learn that the agent had 
telegraphed to ashington protesting against their 
being brought on the reservation.” This, he con- 
tinues, was the first evidence of any disposition 
on the part of the Interior Department 
any manner to change the relations 
had existed on the reservation. Soon 
ward Gen. Crook was ordered to Washing- 
ton for consultation, and in his presence, after full 
discussion, & Memorandum was signed by the Secre- 
taries of War and the Interior, by which the police 
control of the entire reservation was vested in the 
War Department. “he scope of this control,” he 
says, “was thoroughly discussed and as thoroughly 
understood, not only by myseif, but by the other per- 
sons present, viz. the Secretary of War, Sec 
retary of the Interior, and the Commission- 
er of Indian Affairs. ‘The idea that the author. 
ity which I had already exercised on the reser- 
vation, simply as @ matter of necessity, was to be in 
any degree lessened or limited was never even hinted 
at. Onthe contrary, my duties and powers were by 
the agreement expressly recognized and made of rece 
ord, and were exercised and enforced without any ob- 
jection for nearly two years. Upon this express un- 
derstanding I made myself a for the 
peace and quiet of the Indians. For more 
than two years there was not a single depreaa- 
tion committed by the Apaches, the first time 
within the memory of white men that 80 long an inter- 
val of peace had been enjoyed in Arizona and New- 
Mexico. Noone knew better than I the responsibility 
I was assuming when, under the provisions of the 
memorandum of agreement of July 7, 1853, 1 became 
responsible for the good behavior of all the Indians 
on the White Mountain Reservation. I most certain! 
would not bave put myself in the position I did had 
thought that the understanding between myself and 
the Interior Department would have been violated in 
the slightest particular. 

‘asl kave said before, up to this time the Indian 
Department seemed only too willing to have me man- 
ageathe entire Indian business, giving me the most 
hearty co-operation, and I certainly could not con- 
ceive that, with the added danger of the Chiricahuas, 
there would be any less degree of co-operation. 
Months afterward it appeared that on the very day the 
above agreement was entered into the Secretary of the 
Interior wrote Agent Willcox in terms which must 
have convinced him that neither he nor the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs were in accord with 
my views in reference to Indian management, and 
atthe same time caving that the agreement was a 
makeshift to relieve them from responsibility and 
transfer it to my shoulders; also hinting that an ex- 
pression of views adverse to the method of settlement 
would be agreeable to the department. Theresult was 
inevitable, and onthe 12th of September I find that 
Agent Willcox isycomplaining to the lnterlor Depart- 
ment with reference to the agreement that it deprived 
him of his power in his government of the Indians, and 
left little to sustain his authority and influence,and rec- 
ommending its termination. Of course, [ haveno knowl- 
edge of the contents of confidential communications 
between the Indian Department and its agent, but, as 
the sequel, I find that early in December following—in 
less than five months—the Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs, in a letter to the Secretary of the Interior, takes 
the ground that the agreement was ‘with the express 
understanding that the military officers were to have 
the supervision of the police regulations on the reser- 
yation under the direction and with the approval of 
the Indian Agent.’ With this action of the Interior 
Department ofiicials at Washington it is not to be won- 
dered that the dangers of divided control and want of 
co-operation should become manifest. 

“In December, 1884, Agent Willcox was relieved, and 
Mr. Ford was appointed in his place. The new agent 
worked in hurmony, but by the middle of January he 
took another course. Gen. Crook reported the matter, 
and asked that his administration be sustained or 
he be relieved of responsibility. He was in- 
siructed, pending conferences between the two 
departments at Washington, ‘not to interfere 
with farming operations of Indians who are not 
considered as prisoners,’ and informed that the ques- 
tion of relieving him must, in the public interest, be 
held in abeyance for the present. Thereupon Gen. 
Crook wrote the Adjutant-General a letter the con- 
eluding paragraphs of which are as follows; ‘As this 
right of control has now been withdrawn from me, I 
must respectfully decline to be any /onger held respon- 
sible for the behavior of any of the Indians on that res- 
ervation. Further, 1 regret being compelled to say that 
in refusing to relieve me from this responsibility, (as re- 
quested in my letter of Jan. 20.) and at thesame time 
taking trom me the power by which these dangerous 
Indians have been controlled and managed, and com- 
pelled to engage in industrial pursuits, the War De- 
partment destroys my influence and does an injustice 
to me and to the service which I represent. 

“The outcome of the matter was the appointment of 
Capt. . E. Pierce, First Infantry, as Indian Agent at 
San Carlo, and the dangers from divided responsibility 
were at ap end.”

HOW INDIANS CAN BEST BE FOUGHT. 
GEN. SCHOFIELD’S REASONS FOR ADVOCAT~ 

ING AN INCREASE OF SOLDIERS, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Major-Gen. Schofield, 
commanding the Division of the Missouri, says in his 
annual report that his force, in round numbers, con- 
sists of 9,500 infantry, 5,600 cavairy, and 280 artillery, 
aggregating 15,000 men. They occupy 65 different sta- 
tions, giving an average of 231 men at each. 

He has the following to say about the means neces- 
sary to prevent great destruction of life and property 
by savage Indians: 

“The Indians are well mounted, having several 
ponies to each man, well armed, and abundantly sup- 
plied with ammunition. ———e trained from early 
childhood, they are excellent .horsemen and expert 
marksmen, equal in these respects to the best regular 
troops inthe world. It is manifestly impossible to 
eer ee overawe and hold in subjection such 

odies of savages by the show of any force far inferior 
to them tn numbers. 

“If information of the threatened outbreak of any 
tribe is obtained in time, it may be prevented by the 
rapid concentration of troops by rail. This has been 
done in severa! instances, a3 in that of the Cheyennes 
last Summer. But if two or three tribes become dis- 
affected at the same time, or any tribe takes advantage 
of the temporary absence of the troops, as they fre- 
quentiy do, to manifest their latent hostility, it may 
be impossible to prevent a general ,uprising which 
must result in a vast destruction of life and property. 

* Considerable progress has doubtless been made to- 
ward the civilization of some of the tribes. But their 
savage nature bas not yet been greatly changed and 
their love of war has not yet greatly diminished, while 
the temptations to engage in hostilities and the oppor. 
tunities to do injury have been vastly increased. ‘I'he 
reservations are now surrounded by great herds of 
horses und cattle and by vast tields of wheat and corn 
and by thousands of defenseless settlers. When the 
lupSe of a few years has dulled the recollection of 
past punishment only a slight provocation will 
needed to induce the young warriors to yield to such 
tempting opportunities to satiate their native thirst 
for blood and plunder ana their brutal lust. 

“The great majority of the large frontier population 
are strangers to the earlier history of the Indian coun- 
try. hey have settled there since the Indians were 
located upon reservations. Relying upon Government 
protection, they are apparently unconscious of any 
danger, while in simple truth they are liable at any 
moment to experience alithe horrors of savage war- 


fare. 

** Nothing short of the immediate presence of a su- 
erior torce can be relied upon to restrain the Indians 
rom outbreak, until they have advanced far beyond 

their present stage of civilization. Of course troops 
could soon be concentrated to subdue any rebellious 
tribe. But the damage which might be done even in 
the time required for this purpose would be enormous, 
as compared with anything in our past experience of 
Indian wars. 

**The number of Indians in this division, as reported 
by the Interior Department, is about 175,000. Of these 
about 53,000 are rated as peaceable, the remaining 
122,000 being more or less uncivilized and warlike. 
heir warriors number at least 25,000—equal to the en- 
tire strength of the United States Army, or two-thiras 
more than the whole number of troops serving in this 
division. 

* itis manifest that this numerically smaller foree 
of troops cannot absolutely prevent Indian outbreaks 
in the future, agit has notin the past. The probabili- 
ties of such outbreaks may have diminished in the last 
few years,and undoubtedly the facilities for Ln 
pressing them have greatly increased by means of the 
rapid transportation of troops by rail. But the question 
to benow considered is whether the vast increase of the 
interests of life and property involved does not now 
demand that such militury measures be adopted as 
will surely prevent.in the future any wholesale de- 
struction of lite and proyperty by the uncivilized tribes 
of the country. It is my duty to plainly and clearly 
present this question for the consideration of the au- 
thorities upon whom the responsibility of action 
finaily rests. 

“it must be evident to all that mounted troops are 
the only force which can act offensively against mount- 
ed Indians, infantry being useful, and in fact indis- 
pensable, for the protection of posts, property, &e. 
Seven of the ten cavairy regiments of the army aré 
serving in this division; two of these are hubitually re- 
quired along the Kio Grande frontier, leaving only five 
regiments for continual service near the Indian reser- 
vations. ‘'he aggregate strength of these five regiments 
does notexceed 4,000 men, or less than one-sixth the 
number of mounted Indian warriors in the division. 
Hence it is mapifevtly impossible to keyp in the viclni- 
ty of any one tribe of Indians x mounted force capable 
of coping with the warriors of that tribe. Krom 
this results the the great danger of outbreak, and 
enormous damage to life and property, before 
troops can be moved from other stations, and 
the great cost of transportation of troops especially 
cavalry, by ratl even to meet threatened out- 
breaks, and the more serious danger, which cannot 
possibly be guarded against, of outbreak upon the 
reservations which have been stripped of troops for 
service elsewhere. If the measures suggested lust 
Summer as being necoasary to overpower and disarm 
the Cheyennes had been fully carried out 10,v00 
savage warriors in the North would have been left free 
to work their fiendish pleasure upon the people of 
Nebraska, Dakota, Wyoming and Montana.

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EXPENSIVE PUBLIO BUILDINGS. 
THE SUPERVISING ARCHITECT MAKES SOME 


IMPORTANT SUGGESTIONS, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Mr. E. M. Bell, the 
Supervising Architect, in his annual report to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, says there are now in course of 
construction 80 new buildings, ranging in cost from 
$25,000 to $2,000,000 each, calling for a total expendi. 
ture of $8,511,400. The expenditures for the year on 
this account have aggregated $2,438,709. The archi- 
tect says that Congress fixes the limits of cost of the 
several buildings without a full knowleage of the ac- 


commodation required, and that the limits in many 
cases are so low asto make it impossibie to provide 
minimum accommodation, even though the cheapest 
material be used. @ also Calls attention to the inad- 
equate appropriations made forthe proper prosecu- 
tion of work after it is begun. The remedies which are 
suggested are, that before authorizing the construc. 
tion of a new building Congress should obtain an esti- 
mate of cost of such a building as would meet the re- 
quirements of the public service. Appropriations, he 
says, would then based upon intelligent estimates, 
and the architect could make satisfactory and advan- 
tageous contracts for the various branches of the work 
within the limits of cost. The architect says that as 
Cc ess ignores the department in the passage 
making appropriations for a building, with- 
considering its u ents or necessities, 
so long will the present system be expensive. Where 
plans for public buildings are made at one session 
which have to be made all over again the following 
session, the results must be unsatisfactory and expen- 
sive. The Supervising Architect recommends that 3 
board be created, of which the Secretary of the T'reas- 
ury shall be ex officio Chairman, and which shall in- 
clude the Supervising Architect ana three othpr mem- 
bers, to be called the Board of Public Buildings of the 
Treasury Department. The three other members of 
the board should be appointed solely because of their 
peculiar knowledge and fitness for their respective 
positions. One should be a sanitary and heating and 
ventilating engineer; another should be a master 
builder, fully acquainted with allthe arts of building, 
and by experience capable of judging of all the differ- 
ent phases of the work in practical operation; the third 
should be an architect of eminent skill and ability asa 
designer and constructionist, and who would be an as- 
sistant to the Supervising Architect, and act as Super- 
vising Architect in his at Therecommendations 
of the Supervising Architect would then have to be 
feecaved by all or a maj 
oard and submitted to the Secretary for final action. 
The architect suggests that the board be ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of the Treasury, with 
salaries sufficient to secure officers qualified 
for the discharge of their tmportant duties. 
The architect further says he isin favor of reaching 
as speedily as pease asystem which willgiveto the 
Government the full benefit of the best architectural 
talent which exists, and to accomplish this, he thinks, 
the board should have the power to consider the sub- 
ject of competition experimentally and be authorized 
to adopt such rules and regulations as will accomplish 
the best results. Said competition should be contined 
exclusively to those who have fully satisfied the board 
that ‘ee | possess the necessary qualifications to com- 
plete all necessary plans, specifications, and details, 
and to construct and prosecute the work to a success- 
ful termination, ‘T'o discriminate in favor ot such as 
areclearly entitled to the name of architects is but jus- 
tice to the profession of architecture and the Govern. 
ment as well, and upon this careful discrimination 
will rest the entire question as to whether com eatites 
can be’successfully and economically employed in the 
planning of Government buildings. :

ears. He was particularly active in the last Pres. 
dential campaign, and wasa leading member of the 
Conference Committee of the United Business Men’s 
aoe organized in the interests of the Democratis 
cket. 

The President late this afternoon made the 
following appointments: Lafayette Dawson, of Mis- 
souri, to be United States Judge for the District of 
Alaska; William G. Langford, of Walla Walla, to be 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of the Terr- 
tory of Washington; Charles RK, Pollard, of Delphi, 
Ind., to be Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the Yerritory of Montana; J. Bomar Harris, of Missis- 
sippl, to be Attorney of the United States for the 
Southern District of Mississippi; William W. Ander- 
son, of Kentucky, to be Agent for the Indians of the 
Crow Creek and Lower Brule Agency in Dakota. 


Commissioner Sparks, of the General Land 
Office, to-day promulgated the following important 


order modifying his order of April 3 to suspend fizal 
action in issus of patents on settlement and improve- 
ment claims for examination with respect to compll- 
ance with the law: ‘*The order of April 8, 1885, is mod- 
itied as follows: The Commissioner will certify to and 
request the issue of patents upon all entries not sub- 
ject to reasonable doubt, viz.: First, in contests where 
he rights of successful parties have been established; 
second, where examinations have been made by Gov- 
ernment agents and no fraud appears; third, home- 
stead entries where residence, improvement, and cultt- 
vation have been made according to law. And a board, 
to consist of the Assistant Commissioner, Chief Clerk, 
and Chief Law Clerk is hereby organized to pass upon 
and report said cases to the Commissioner.” 

The Treasury Department has issued'a circu- 
lar calling the attention of Collectors of Customs to 
article 23 of the Internal Revenue regulations, which 
requires that distilled spirits are to be laden on board 
ship immediately on their arrival at the port of export, 
which should be within 30 days of the date of the issu- 
ing of the exportation bond. Provision, however, is 
made by this article for cases where spirits are stored 
temporarily for safety while waiting for a vessel, in 
which cases no more than 15 days from the date of the 
spirits at the portshould beallowed. Where the spirits 
so stored are not laden at the end of 15 days the Col. 
lectors are directed to inform the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue at once. giving the name of distiller, 
district, State, number of packages, and date of bond, 
Collectors of Customs are also directed to take the 
proper measures to insure the prompt transmission of 
clearance certificates Lai y A eo nded for ex- 
port to Collectors of Internal Revenue. 





DEATH OF AN EX-CONGRESSMAN. 
From the Baltimore Sun, Nov. 30. 

The Hon. John Perkins, of Louisiana, 
died at the Albion Hotel, Richmond and Cathe- 
dral streets, shortly before 12 o’clock Saturday 
night, in the sixty-seventh year of hisage. His 
death was the result of a gradual decline of his 
vital powers. His wife was at his bedside when 
he died. The remains will be temporarily placed 
in a vault at Greenmount. The final resting 

lace will be in Natchez, Miss., in the family lot, 

he Hon. Jobn Perkins was born in Natchez, 
Miss., in 1819. His father, Judge John Perkins, 
wus a Marylander by birth. Before the war he 
was a wealtby‘plantation owner in the South, 
and he was the first United States Judge who 
ever sat on the bench in Louisiana. John Per- 
kins, or John Perkins, Jr.,as he was familiarly 
called, led a most eventful and romantic life. 
He graduated from Yale College in arts in 
the same _ class with .- the Hon, Will- 
iam M. Evarts. He was also a law 
graduate of Harvard. Before the civil 
war he represented his district in Louisiana in 
Congress for several terms. When the war 
broke out he cast his tortunes with the South 
and represented his State in the Confederate 
Congress. Upon the close of the war he went to 
Mexico, and was with Emperor Meximilian. 
Upon the death of Emperor Maximilian Mr. 
Perkins went to Europe and traveled very ex- 
tensively. A price was set upon his head by the 
United States Government. He returned to the 
United States in 1878. He passed his Summers 
in Virginia and sought his Louisiana home in 
Winter. Mr. Perkins was an extremely culti- 
vated man. His literary attainments were of 
the highest order. His home was a gem for 
taste and richness. His library was superb. Mr. 
Perkins in personal appearance was a typical 
Southerner. He was an easy and fluent conver- 
sationalist. His widow isa daughter of the late 
Judge May, of Petersburg, Va, It is related of 
Mr. Perkins that during the war, while his plan- 
tation was in possession of Federal troops, he, 
with his own hand, fired his magnificent dwell- 
ing and also 2,000 bales of cotton rather than see 
them used by the Federal troops. 





DORSEY'’S THOUSAND-DOLLAR WATCH. 
From the St. Louis Republican, Dee. 1. 
Last year ex-Senuator Dorsey had a six- 
teen-hundred-dollar watch stolen from him 
while in attendance here at the cattle conven- 


tion. A reward was offered and detectives em- 
ployed, but without success until Dave Cook, 
chief of the Rocky Mountain detectives, re- 
ceived word from the thief himself saying tnat 
the watch cases and works were so marked with 
Dorsey's initials that the watch could not be 
sold for anything like its value, and proposing 
to return it fora reasonable sum. When Cook 
reported the matter to the ex-Senator he author- 
ized him to offer the thief $400. This was ac- 
cepted, and the day before Dorsey left for home 
an express package containing the watch was 
sent up to his room at the Southern.

A-RESIDENCE THAT WILL HAVE .NO: EQUAL 
IN BALTIMORE. 
Brom the Baltimore American, Nov. 30. 

Mr. Robert Garrett’s palatial residence 
on Mount Vernon-place, which has been in 
course of construction since the early part of 
1884, will be ready for occupancy some time next 
January. It is undoubtedly the most expensive 
dwelling house ever erected in this city, as its 
entire cost, including furnishings, will amount 
to over $1,000,000. It is built in tite most aristo- 
cratic section of Baltimore, with the further ad- 


vantage of a magnificently arranged square be- 
fore it,in which have been placed the Barye 
statues given to the city by Mr. William T. Wal- 
ters. Not very far, to the right of the building, 
are ,the Washington Monument and the Pea- 
body Institute, and across the square, to the 
northwest and north, are the residences of 
Messrs. Thomas, Poulteney, Janes, Decatur 
Miller, Miss Mary Garrett, and many of Balti- 
more’s richest bankers, merchants, and lawyers. 
During Mr. Garrett's recent visit to Europe he 
puscoeoes in Paris and London unique-designs in 

ric-d-brac, and other decorative goods such as 
are rarely seen on this side of the water. It is 
said he paid $1,500 a pair for curtains for the 
parlor and library, and for carpets almost phe- 
nomenal prices. The furniture and decorations 
for the parlor and bedrooms are to be of the 
most original pattern, luxuriously upholstered 
and handsomely gilded or bronzed. In the 
chambers modern art predominates, as well as 
in the lobby, where the marbie tiling resembles 
some fairy checker board. The walls are 
whitecoated in imitation of basket work, 
with here and there a flower of some simple 
variety intended to relieve the monotonous in- 
terlacing of straws. The ceiling of the main 
hallway 1s madein cherry panels of octagonal 
shape, extending back to the grand spiral stair- 
way, also finished in cherry, with ebony trim- 
mings. Overlooking the area is an atlas-shaped 
skylight, made of cathedral stained glass in deli- 
cate tints, all blended together in the most per- 
fect harmony. The most extravagantly finished 
apartment is the ballroom, adjoining the east 
parlor. In it are little niches for statuary, and 
at regular intervals massive columns support a 
ceiling elaborately worked in plaster and then 
bronze. The flooring is of solid polished yellow 
pine, while the walls, except the lower ign 
which is wainscoated in Italian marble, are 
immediately

and spaces have been re- 
served for Mr. Garrett’s fine collection of 
orchids. Majestic chandeliers and electric jets 
in tinted globes, by special contrivance 
made to furnish soft luminous rays, are plenti- 
fully scattered throughout the house. The most 
striking adornments of all the departments are 
the antique mantels, selected by Mr. Garrett 
himself while abroad. They are nearly all made 
of mahogany, upon which are carved characters 
of the medisval ages. The one in the library is 
perhaps the oddest. Its shelf is supported on 
either side by a girl child scantily clad, and 
frowning under her heavy load. Above the 
shelf the space is occupied by a large panel bear- 
ing this inscription, ** A Little Place Called Par- 
adise.” Overhead is a brass network, with spear 
heads for a border. Many of the ideas used in 
the construction of the building were those of 
Mrs. Garrett, whose good taste is well known.

That it 
prevents those from voting who will not 
take the trouble to register, or even those 
who fail todoso from unavoidable causes, 
is 2 small evil compared to those which it 
prevents, and to set it down as an uncon- 
stitutional interference with the right of 
suffrage savors of crankiness.

Nothwithstanding the experience of 
New-Hampshire fifty-three members of 
the South Carolina House of Representa- 
tives voted for a ‘‘valued policy” insur- 
ance bill on Monday last, but the bill was 
defeated and killed for this session by an 
opposing vote of fifty-eight. It was a 
narrow escape. Before renewing ‘the 
attack upon the companies the people 
of South Carolina and their representa- 
tives should become familiar with the 
effects of similar legislation in New- 
Hampshire. They should try to discover 
what the withdrawal of the benefits and 
conveniences of insurance from their State 
or.any other State amounts to in these 
days The growing industries of the 
South can easily be blighted by the en- 
actment of such laws in the Southern 
States as that which now imperils the in- 
dustries of New-Hampshire. 





The colored janitor, SamueL B. Goope, 
who killed Officer NoRTH and was found 
guilty of murder in the second degree, 
was brought into Recorder SMyTH’s court 
yesterday to be sentenced. His counsel, 
CHARLES H. REED, moved for a new 
trial. ‘‘The verdict,” said he, ‘“‘ was an 
outrage, and was not in any way justified 
by the evidence.” Very true, Mr. REED; 
it was not justified by the evidence. Your 
client was fortunate in not getting the 
verdict which the evidence cailed for and 
would have justified—a verdict of murder 
in the first degree. With such a verdict 
he would have received the punishment 
which he deserves—the punishment pro- 
vided for cold-blooded murder. 








That public benefactor, Mr. Jacos 
SuarP, finds a lack of appreciation of his 
labors, not only among the public, but 
among the stockholders in the corpora- 
tion whose franchise he has extended to 
Broadway. Certain stockholders of that 
corporation are of the opinion that they 
are entitled to a share in the dividends of 
the Broadway road, whereas Mr. SHARP 
seems to hold that that road is a personal 
asset of his own, subject possibly to the 
claims of friendly Aldermen. He is running 
through Broadway the ex-Bleecker-street 
cars, which are certainly not the cars for 
which the franchise was procured. It is 
to be hoped the stockholders of the old 
Broadway road, who fear that they have 
been ‘‘ frozen out” by the wily SHARP, 
may elicit a public explanation of all the 
steps that have been taken with reference 
both to the procurement of the Broadway 
franchise and to the division of the profits 
accruing from its operation. 








THE PRESIDENCY OF THE SENATE. 


Is Mr. BLAINE, in the elegant language 
of the class with which heis most a hero, 
“taking a hand” in the solution of the 
question of who shall be the President 
pro tem. of the Senate? If we are to 
judge of his course by that of his pre- 
sumably favorite newspaper organs, this 
is precisely what heis doing. For these 
are conducting an old-fashioned ‘“ can- 
vass” for Mr. LoGaN, appealing to parti- 


san feeling, urging his “claim,” as- 
serting the force of party  alle- 
giance, and abusing the Demo- 


crats and all who disagree with the 
organs. We should be sorry to think, 
however, that they represent Mr. BLAINE. 
As a former member of the Senate, that 
gentleman must know that any interven- 
tion, direct or indirect, on his part in a 
matter of this kind would be regarded 
with disapproval if not with resentment 
by the members of that body, and we do 
not like to think of Mr. Buatne as losing 
the esteem of any of the Senators who 
still cling to him. He cannot afford to 
do so. 

Moreover, itis not clear what the mo- 
tives of the ex-leader could be in this af- 
fair, if he really be engaged in it, He has 
evinced a strong desire to keep himself 
before the public and to attract as much 
admiring attention as he conveniently 
can. But he has never shown an un- 
controllable desire to do the same for Gen. 


LoGaN. It has been even supposed that 
he regarded Gen. LoGaN as a formidable 
candidate for the nomination in 1888, and 
there have been rumors that he noticed 
with pain that that gentleman’s character 
and reputation passed substantially unin- 
jured through the campaign that ruined 


his own, while, on the other hand, 
Gen. LoGan’s friends never doubted that 
the ticket of last year would have been 
much stronger if the positions of the 
candidates upon it had been reversed. 


Gen. LoGaN himself has been credited 


with picturesque references to several in- 
cidents in the campaign, the Field-Gould- 
Dives dinner, for instance, and the mal- 
adroitness of the head of the ticket in the 


presence of the terrible BurcHaRD. In 
short, there is no evidence of a condition 
of feeling on the part of either which 
would make it natural that Mr. BLAINE 
should desire Mr. LoGAn’s promotion toa 
place of honor and of possibly capital im- 
portance, It is true that Mr. BLatnr’s 


mind is not as the minds of common 
men. Ingenuousness is not its strongest 
trait. He is prone ‘‘by indirection to 
seek direction out,” and sometimes goes 
so far around that he loses his way before 
he arrives at his objective point, It 
would not be inconsistent with this bent 
of his mind to reason that in the pro- 
posed promotion Gen. LoGan would be 
hurt rather than hindered in any ambi- 
tion he may have for 1888; that he would 
make many enemies, some of them pow- 
erful, and thai if, in the supreme con- 
tingency that alone gives this matter im- 
portance, he should succeed to the duties 
of the Presidency of the United States, it 
would be fatal to his hopes of afterward 
being elected by the people to perform 
them. 

But whatever may be the plans, the de- 
sires, the jealousies, or envies of either or 
both these gentlemen, the choice of Mr. 
LoGaN as President pro tem. of the 
Senate at the present time would be an

pardonable lack of patriotism. To put 
plainly the thought that is in all serious 
minds: It would be taking a chance in 
the lottery of assassination. It would in- 
volve, if not an invitation, a sugges- 
tion—remote, vague, almost inconceiva- 
ble, but in the light of the imme- 
diate past, a possible suggestion—to 
some mind as unhinged by partisan 
passion, as perverted by the unsatisfied 
greed for office, as fiercely wrought upon 
by insane conceit as was the mind of 
GUITEAU, to imitate the example of Gul- 
TEAU. The repetition of that awful crime, 
horrible as it is to contemplate even the 
conception of it, is not, given like condi- 
tions, as nearly impossible as the crime 
itself seemed before it was cémmitted. 
No true American can regard except 
with humiliation and the deepest sor- 
row the situation that led to that deed. 
None can accept the motives that inspired 
itas among the normal forces that are 
to be contemplated in estimating the fut- 
ure. But they existed. They did their 
dreadful work. It is not impossible that 
they may be again awakened, if we place 
athwart the hopes of a mad spoils hunter 
the life of a President, and in the line of 
succession @ man whom the spoils hunter 
deludes himself with thinking the cham- 
pion of his class, The memory of Mr. 
GARFIELD’S fate should have prevented all 
discussion of Gen. LoGan’s selection to 
preside over the Senate. The mention of 
it now should silence that discussion, 








THE ENTRANCE TO OUR HARBOR. 

Representatives of the steamship com- 
panies have united in a memorial to the 
Chamber of Commerce calling attention 
to the condition of the channels through 
which vessels have to pass in entering this 
harbor. The obstructions which exist on 
the Sandy Hook bar are fast becoming 
a serious impediment to shipping and 
threaten to offset in no small measure 
the advantages which New-York pos- 
sesses as a port of entry. The Bay has 
an ample area and depth of water 
for the world’s commerce, and the city 
and the adjacent shores can furnish 
water front accommodation almost un- 
limited. But across the entrance to the 
Lower Bay lies the bar upon which ma- 
terial has been accumulating year by year 
until it can be crossed by vessels of the 
deepest draught only at flood tide, and 
then with the chance of accident and de- 
lay. In fact, the largest vessels going 
out from this port cannot load to their 
full capacity without running a risk of 
striking on the bar. Not only is time lost 
in waiting on the movements of the tide, 
but business is lost from the inability 
of large steamers to take full cargoes. 
Even in the construction of steamers the 
difficulties of this port have to be taken 
into consideration, and their capacity so 
limited that they shall not draw more 
than twenty-six feet of water when loaded. 

It was not until recent years that the 
size of sea-going vessels became so great 
as to call special attention to the bar at 
Sandy Hook. Then it was found that 
there was not only an inadequate depth of 
water in the channels for the free passage 
of these vessels at all times, but that it 
was year by year growing less and threat- 
ening to turn the course of commerce 
from this port unless the evil was reme- 
died. The process of accumulation on the 
bar has not been wholly due to natural 
causes. The practice of dumping refuse 
and dredgings in the Lower Bay went on 
for years almost unrestricted and no 
doubt had much to do with building 
up this obstruction, Of late years 
dumping barges have been required to go 
out to sea amile or more beyond the en- 
trance to the Bay, and to discharge their 
loads only on the ebb tide. Even if this 


_requirement is strictly enforced it is not at 


all certain that no part of the material is 
carried back to add to the growing ob- 
struction. The city itself has one impor- 
tant duty in connection with the preser- 
vation of the harbor. The dumping of 
street cleanings and other refuse in the 
sea outside or inside the entrance to the 
Bay should be absolutely stopped. This 
material can be otherwise disposed of, 
and when once a proper system was 
established it could be much more ad- 
vantageously disposed of on shore. It 
ought, in fact, itself to pay for the cost of 
removal. 

But it is not now simply a question of 


protection. Improvement is an absolute 
necessity. There should be at least one 
channel opened and permanently main- 
tained, with a width of not less than 1,500 
feet and a depth of 80 feet at low water, 


so that all vessels could enter and pass 


out without delay and with no necessity 
for restricting their cargo. This is a work 
which the Government of the United 
States must undertake and carry out. It 
alone has the proper jurisdiction, and, 


moreover, the whole country has an in- 


terest in the foreign commerce of 
which this harbor is merely the most 
favorable and convenient gateway. 
It concerns the whole country that 


the gateway which is most favorable and 
convenient, and therefore most econom- 
ical and profitable, should be maintained 
in full efficiency. A survey of the harbor 
entrance has been begun under authority 
of the National Government, and it is in- 
tended that it shall not only ascertain the 


exact contour of the bar and channels, 
but the working of the forces that tend to 
create obstructions, or that may be used 
to prevent them hereafter. This survey 
is a necessary preliminary to any work 
of improvement. It should be pushed 
as rapidly as possible, and be prompt- 
ly followed by active work for the 
improvement of the channel. The total 
cost of producing a channel from the 
Bay to the ocean which shall furnish ade- 
quate facilities for shipping of the heayi- 
est burden at all times is estimated at 
from $5,000,000 to $6,000,000. This is a 
mere bagatelle when considered with ref- 
erence to the value of the foreign com- 
merce of this port, or the revenue which 
the Government derives from it, or the 
pecuniary value of the special advantages 
of the harbor. 

Not only the Chamber of Commerce 
but other commercial bodies and the entire 
community should bring their influence 
to bear to have this work done as speedily 
as possible, The loss even now from the 





obstructions probably exceeds in a single 
year the cost of the whole improvement. 
And when this work is accomplished 
a policy of protection for the harbor 
should be adopted which .the United 
States, the State, and the city should co- 
operate in maintaining. All dumping 
that may by any possibility injure it 
should be prevented, and a permanent 
supervision should be established with a 
view to the maintenance of a clear and 
open channel adequate to every demand 
of the future. 








PREMIER PARNELL. 


The one clear outcome of the elections 
in Great Britain is the establishment of 
PARNELL not only as the undisputed 
‘© boss” of Ireland, which he has been for 
a long time, but as the present arbiter of 
English politics and the real master of the 
House of Commons. Nothing could be 
more hateful and humiliating to English- 
men, who hold the traditional English 
view of Irishmen as weak, effusive, 
explosive creatures, indisputably infe- 
rior by nature to themselves. The 
Liberals and the Conservatives alike re- 
sent such a dictatorship as a degradation, 
and if the House of Commons could be 
got to vote upon the question of accept- 
ing PARNELL as its leader he would get 
the votes only of his own followers, nine- 
ty or thereabout in number, an _insig- 
nificant minority of the House. And yet 
both sides must make terms with Par- 
NELL or sink their own differences in a 
united effort to extinguish him, and this 
it is very certain that they neither 
can nor will do. He has and he will ex- 
ercise unsparingly that absolute veto upon 
the proceedings of Parliament which in 
theory is the prerogative of the sovereign, 
but which in practice the sovereign never 
dares toexercise. ‘‘ Eight hundred years 
of wrong” are near being avenged when 
the conquering nation cannot regulate 
even its own domestic affairs except by 
the permission of a representative of the 
conquered race. 

Something like the position PARNELL 
will hold in the next Parliament he held 
in the last. But though he had there an 
almost unlimited power of obstruction 
until the gag or ‘‘ closure” was applied to 
him, he did not have the same absolute 
power of forbidding iegislation, At the 
elections of 1880 the Liberals secured a 
majority of twenty over the Conserva- 
tives and the Parnellites combined. In 
the elections now going on it is certain 
that neither party will have an effective 
majority without the Parnellites. The 
utmost Liberal gains now possible would 
give that party a majority over the Tories 
and the Irish too small to stand the test 
of disputed legislation. Unless both 
parties agree to muzzle the Parnell- 
ites by means so much stronger than 
those already adopted that they would 
amount to a denial of representation to 
constituencies in Ireland and to Irish 
voters in England, there is no way of pre- 
venting the votes of the Parnellites from 
being decisive of every important ques- 
tion, English, Scotch, or ‘‘ imperial,” that 
comes before the House of Commons. 
That Mr. PaRNELL will use this vast 
power wisely for the benefit of his coun- 
try would be a very rash prediction; that 
he will use it unscrupulously for his own 
aggrandizement and that of the party 
which he heads is a very safe one. 

PARNELL is by no means the greatest 
Irishman who has ever sat in Parliament, 
but he has the power of doing more for 
Ireland than all other Irishmen who ever 
sat there put together. Heisasinferior to 
BURKE as a political philosopher as he is in- 
ferior to O'CONNELL as a political agitator, 
and as either of them was inferior to him 
as a political organizer. Neither BURKE, 
who, indeed, counts rather as an English 
than as an Irish statesman, nor O’Con- 
NELL could possibly have done what he 
has done. The nearest parallel to him in 
our own politics is MAHONE,who resembles 
him in the odium which he has excited in 
both parties. But MAHONE’s position as 
a ‘‘ boss” was obtained by the use of 
Government patronage, it was never 
comparable to the power of PARNELL, 
and it has vanished, while PARNELL’s is 
stronger than ever before. No doybt 
when PARNELL was in this country he 
saw the advantages of what may be 
called a subterranean system of political 


organization. But he has bettered the in- 


struction. The system which he adopted 
flourished only in populous communities 
where nobody knew much about his neigh- 
bors and was efficient mainly for municipal 
misgovernment, He has extended it to 


the whole of Ireland, and he has made it 


far more compact and formidable over 
this area than any American or Irish- 
American boss .ever made it within the 
limits of a single municipality. The case 
of CaLLAN is a signal instance of this, 


CALLAN, in spite of his habit of getting 


noisily drunk, was very popular with his 
constituents, and his re-election appeared 
to be a foregone conclusion. Under these 
circumstances an American boss would 


have temporized. JOHN KELLY, in the 
height of his glory as a boss, would 
scarcely have interfered with the ambi- 
tion of a “ district leader” in his own dis- 
trict. PARNELL simply sent word to the 
voters that they must not choose CALLAN, 
and to-day the news comes that CALLAN, 
in a district where he was very popular, 
running asa bolter against the nominee 
of the Parnell machine, is beaten nearly 
two to one. 

The efficiency of the organization and 
of the organizer is indeed beyond all 
question. For the first time in Irish his- 
tory the Irish people have a leader who 
can direct their united force toward any 
object that seems good in his own eyes, 
and an organization before which the one 
compact and powerful organization Ire- 
land had before, the Irish church, is com- 
pelled to give way. What PaRNeLL will 
do with this absolute power remains to be 
seen. Butif he should now demand the 
repeal of the union and the re-establish- 
ment of the Irish Parliament, that measure 
ought to be hailed by his fellow-members 
of the House of Commons as a cheap 
and easy method of getting rid of a 
faction without whose permission the 
Government of England itself cannot be 
carried on. Between the government of

THE MAYOR AND THE “ WORLD.” 


The Mayor of the city has sued the 
editor of the World, seeking to recover 
$50,000 damages ‘‘for certain malicious 
and defamatory libels,” and under this 
proceeding Mr. PULITZER was yesterday 
arrested and gave bail. The two main 
issues which this action will deter- 
mine are these: Has Mayor Grace 


any share in the _ responsibility—as 
has been repeatedly charged in the 
World—for the loss of $1,000,000 


of the city’s money deposited in the Ma- 
rine Bank when Mr. Epson, and not Mr. 
GRacE, was Mayor, and when J. Neison 
TAPPAN was City Chamberlain? And, 
secondly, have Mr. Gracr’s relations to 
the firm of Grant & WaRD been truth- 
fully and properly described by the World 
when it has charged that he was ‘‘a sharer 
in transactions which have already sent 
two men to the State prison and caused 
the indictment of two others;” that he 
‘* advanced money to aswindling opera- 
tor who was one of its [the Marine Bank's] 
Directors, and shared the profits of his 
rascalities at the rate of 400 or 500 per 
cent. per annum on his loans,” and that 
he ‘‘ was one of those who aided and 
abetted Warp in wrecking the Marine 
Bank,” 

The evidence on which the editor of 
the World thus attacked Mayor Gracr’s 
good name has not been made public. 
It has not reached this office. It has 
not reached the Sun office, evidently, 
for in its issue of Wednesday it said: 
‘*There is no evidence that Mr. Grace 
has ever held any such relations to GRANT 
& WARD as were held by Work and 
WarRNER;” and alluding to the attempts 
made before and after the indictment of 
WorK and WARNER to ease the strain of 
suspicion upon those gentlemen by find- 
ing some convenient scapegoat it said: 

“One of the most noteworthy manipulations 
of this combination is the attack upon Mayor 
GRACE which has been engineered with extraor- 
dinary means of talent and cash in several 
journals. * * * The design evidently is to 
make a great outcry and a great disturbance 
against the Mayor in the hope that, undercover 
of such clamor, the parties who have been in- 
dicted and the parties who are behind them and 
who have shared in the plunder may escape 
scathless. Itisa bold project, but it cannotsuc- 
ceed.” 


The Herald, also, on reflection, is in- 
clined to discredit certain statements by 
Warp and others reflecting on the Mayor, 
to which it has hitherto attached some 
weight, and to suspect ‘‘that the Sum is 
right when it suggests that an attempt is 
making by those secretly concerned in the 
Grant and Ward business to make Mayor 
GRACE a scapegoat in order that they 
may thus remain undiscovered.” 

The editor of the World is to be con- 
gratulated upon his good fortune in se- 
curing so favorable an opportunity as he 
will now have to establish in a court of 
law the truth of the charges he has so 
freely and frequently made against the 
Mayor, and to justify their publication. 














THE FATE OF ROUMELIA., 

The real crisis of Eastern Roumelia is 
now at hand. In the war between Bul- 
garia and Servia she has loyally supported 
Prince ALEXANDER with her men and 
money, sealing her new-born allegiance 
with her blood. But Roumelia had other- 
wise no grievance against Servia, nor part 
or lot in those specific acts which King 
MILAN urged in excuse for his ill-starred in- 
vasion of Bulgaria. Even had Servia suc- 
ceeded in her aim the territory she would 
have taken, whether in the Widdin or 
the Sofia district, would not have touched 
Roumelia. The concern of the latter has 
been wholly as to what Turkey would do; 
and now, after sending away her troops 
to the Servian war, she finds herself facing 
the old and dreaded question, deprived 
even of her former resources, and ap- 
parently with Prince ALEXANDER’s re- 
luctant consent to her’ relapse under 
Turkish servitude. 

There is something far from heroic in 
the spectacle of the great powers hesitat- 
ing to come to a decision in regard to 
Roumelia, while she was protecting her 
frontier, and only blustering up to Philip- 
popolis when the little province was 
stripped of troops and defenseless. But 
this conduct is of a piece with the selfish 
wariness which was prolonged until a 


sanguinary war broke out in consequence. 
The Ambassadors at Constantinople asked 
more time for consideration after they 
had been many days together, and even 
in admitting the Sultan’s right to coerce 
Roumelia, advised him to delay, though 


the cost of maintaining his army was 


severe, Even now the great powers, after 
pronouncing the Bulgarian union void, do 
not immediately send a commission of 
their own to Philippopolis, but first push 


forward Turkish delegates instead, the 
British representative at the conference, 


Sir W. Waits, alone objecting to this 
course. 

That the citizens of Philippopolis, in 
the name of the sixty thousand soldiers 


and the leaders of wisdom and courage 


absent at the war, declined to discuss the 
matter proposed to them, and requested 
the Turkish delegates to postpone it and 
go home, isnatural. Of course, however, 
if DJEVDET Pasha, the new special envoy 
and Governor-General of Eastern Rou- 
melia, is supported by the Turkish Army 
and by the onlooking powers, the people 
of Philippopolis will have to submit. 

The Roumelian revolt seems originally 
to have had a double aspect, one political 
and the other industrial. The former 
took rise from the feeling that the prov- 
ince was becoming Russianized, the sup- 
planting last year of ALEKO Pasha, as 
Governor, through Russian intrigue, by 
GAVRIL CHRESTOVICH, a tool of Russia, 
who submitted everything of importance 
to the Russian Consul, Gen. SOROKINE, be- 
ing afinalstroke. RaTSCHOF, the Vice-Gov- 
ernor, was another Russian puppet. Soro- 
KINE sought to turn the projected outbreak 
to Russian ends and make Bulgarian union 
a Russian gift; but meanwhile the public 
functionaries whom he had turned out of 
office had aroused a popular movement 
and precipitated the revolt, even while 
SOROKINE was writing to St. Peters- 
burg that he held all the wires. 
Then, on the industrial side, through 
the Custom Houses on the frontier 
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between Roumelia and Bulgaria, taxes 
were levied on the industries of both coun- 
tries. These artificial arrangements al- 
most destroyed some industries, it is said, 
and kept pushing the question of union to 
the front as one of material interest. 
Roumelia had to support a double Gov- 
ernment, was overburdened with taxation 
and by a multitude of useless officials. 
According to M. Lavatayg, foreign in- 
trigue forced her also to borrow from the 
Ottoman Bank her annual tribute to the 
Sultan. At all events, Government sine- 
cures were burdensome, and evenif Mr. 
Fawcett exaggerated the facts in declar- 
ing that there was a promise to abolish all 
taxes, popular enthusiasm was sufficiently 
excited in endeavoring to get rid of some 
of them. 

It would seem hard if Roumelia, after 
making great sacrifices to procure a better 
rule, should be forced back under the 
Ottoman yoke and subjected again also to 
Russian intrigues without having any of 
her grievances redressed. In the state- 
ment of the Russian agent that DJEVDET 
Pasha will reorganize the organic statutes, 
‘Roumelia perhaps may find some hope, 
since indirection is the order of the day 
with the great powers. Roumelia has now 
borne her share,of an utterly needless 
war as a member of the Bulgarian union, 
only to find this union broken up at the 
end by the intervention of a combined 
pressure such as she would hardly have 
resisted at the outset, and which, had it 
been promptly exercised, would have 
spared much blood and treasure.

YOUNG PEOPLE’S CONCERTS. 

The ‘‘ Popular Concert’ given at the 
Academy of Music yesterday afternoon was in 
shape of a “ Young People’s Concert,” and the 
third of the series of entertainments offered 
this season under thattitle. The programme 
was arranged accordingly, and only included 
numbers that appealed to admiration by melody 
or particularly brilliant instrumentation. The 
most claborate composition rendered was the 
first of Rubirstein’s * Bal Costumé” suites, a 
work that has over the newer suite recently 
made known the adyantage of being more illus- 
trative, though somewhat more commonplace, 
perhaps, in respect of material, and gaudier in 
pointoft tone and color. The several move- 
ments were, of course, played with great spirit 
and vigor, and the well defined Italian and Span- 
ish tone;pictures, and the martial clangor cf 
“Royal Tambour et Vivandiére” had prompt 
appreciation. The remaining pieces on the pro- 
gramme were Weber’s ** Jubilee’? overture, the 
andante from Haydn’s “Surprise” sympho- 
ny, the lovely scherzo from Mendels- 
sohn’s “Midsummer Night’s Dream,” which 
had to be repeated; Strauss’s “ Village 
Swallows” waltz, and Meyerbeer’s “;Fackeltanz’ 
No.1. Thestirring rbythm and splendid color 
of the last named composition were finely 
brought out, but it isto be wished that the band 
haa bad the privilege of nearing Johann Strauss 
conduct his own achievements some years ago, 
for there has been since that period no perform- 
ance of waltz music at all worthy of com- 
parison, as toswing or brio, with that supplied 
under the composer’s leadership. The. soloist of 
the concert was Miss Maud Powell, who inter- 
preted an * Andante and Scherzo Capriccioso”" 
by David. Miss Powell's répertoire appears to 
be limited to the music taught in European con- 
servatories, and it is to be hoped that she will 
extend its range if she cares to increase her pop- 
ularity. Her tone yesterday was rather small, 
and she has not yet the virtuosity that makes 
the dryest work attractive.

DIGGING INTO A MYSTERY 


WILSON’S CURIOUS SUIT AGAINST 
MOEN FINALLY BEGUN. 
PUZZLING RELATIONS BETWEEN THE 
WEALTHY WORCESTER MANUPACTURER 

AND THE PLAINTIFF. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 3.—After several 
days and adjournments the case of Wilson 
against Moen was reached inthe United States 
court at 11 o'clock this morning, before Judge 
Nelson and a special jury. The suit is brought 
for $150,000 by Levi Wilson, of Providence, 
against Philip L. Moen, President of the Wash- 
burn and Moen Manufacturing Company, of 
Worcester. Mr. O*Laughlin, of counsel for the 
plaintiff, read the writ. The declaration states 
that three actions had been begun in 1882 
against the plaintiff Wilson—one by Hattie L. 
Wetherell, of Worcester County, for breach 
of vromise of marriage to recover $50,000; 
one by David B. Engley, of Providence, to re- 
cover $50,000 for the seduction of his dauch- 
ter, and one by Hattie H. Engley, the daughter, 
to recover $50,000 for breach of promise of 
marriage. Against all these actions the plaintiff 
avers that he had a perfect defense. Notwith- 
standing this the defendant in the present suit, 
Mr. Moen, desired him not to defend these ac- 
tions, but to compromise and settle them, and 
the plaintiff agreed to do so in consideration of 
$100,000 paid to him and the payment of his ex- 
penses. 

The plaintiff paid out $16,000 to settle these 
cases, but the defendant, Moen, has never paid 
him the $100,900 he promised or even the $16,000. 
The cnly payment made has been one of $20,000, 
which was paid at a settlement had in Worcester 
Aug. 5, 1882. At this settlement it appeared that 
Moen still owed Wilson $96,000, which he bas re- 
fused to pay. The defendant's reply was a gen- 


eral denial of liability, and he added that if the 
notes were ever given they were without con- 
sideration and were never expected to be paid. 

Mr. George J. West, of counsel for the plaint- 
iff, then addressed the jury. Hesaid that Mr. 
Wilsen was acquainted with Mr. Moen for some 
time previous to 1882. In that year the plaintiff 
in the case was arrested in Providence on a 
cbarge of breach of promise of marriage. After 
his arrest Mr. Wilson telegraphed to Mr. Moen 
to come to Providence. Mr. Moen did not go 
because he did not receive the telegram. Soon 
after that time the newspapers got hold of 
the case and made a story up about the 
murder of a Hungarian. Mr. Wilson 
went to Mr. Moen and the latter was troubled 
about tne paper talk. Moen said to Wilson: 
“These stories have been a source of great 
trouble to me, and the suits in Providence must 
not go on.” Soon after this Mr. Moen paid Wil- 
gon $20,000. No note was given for the money. 
The cases in Providence were settled by the pay- 
ment of $10,000. The counsel claimed tbat 
$100,000, while looking large, was only fair. He 
claimed that the promise was a thorough con- 
tract, and that Mr. Wilson had lived up to his 
part of it. 

The witnesses for the plaintiff were then called 
and sworn. There were l2in all. The plaintiff, 
Levi Wilson, was the first to take the stand. 
Wilson said: :**I have known Philip L. Moen 
for 10 years. 1] know Hattie L. Wetherel), and 
was sued for $50,000 by her for breach of prom- 
Ise. I know Mr. D. B. Engley, and he has 
brought an action for $50,000 arainst me for se- 
duction. Thesuit was brought in Providence. 
I also know Hattie Engley, who brought a suit 
against me for breach of promise in 1882. I was 
arrested in the LEngley: case. The other 
case was brought by a writ of 
achment against me in August, 1882. 
I met Moen in August, 1882, at Moosehead Lake. 
He said the newspaper ta!k about these cases 
had annoyed him very much, and that they must 
be settled right away.” Witness said he could 
not settle them as hia property was attached. 
Moen said: ‘*I wiil give you $100,000 and what 
you have to pay out to settle them.” Moen first 
offered witness some railroad stock in payment 
of the money promised, Witness testified to his 
subsequent settlement of the Wetherell and 
Engley claims for $6,000 and $10,000 respectively, 
and to the receipt of $20,000 from Moen 
on account. Witness did not know where 
the telegram and letter mentioned were. 
The letter was signed “ Yourstruly, P. L. Moen,” 
and said: “J send youa check for $20,000. To- 
morrow I will send you $40,000 and $40,000 the 
next day, making the $100,000 promisei.”: Wit- 
nesa saw Moen a couple of weeks afterward, and 
he said he would pay the rest of the money in 
January. Continuing the witness said: “I saw 
Moen three weeks afterward. He never refused 
‘o pay methe money at thetime. I asked him 
;0 pay me many times at his office and other 
places. There was no other reason than that 
jtated why I should settle the cases. While in 
jail at Providence 1 turned over all my property 
to secure bail.” 

Mr. Rice then cross-examined the witness, who 
said: ** 1 had no reason to suppose that Mr. Moen 
was at that time aware of the suits. When I was 
trrested I had no knowledge that there was any 
connection or relation between Mr. Moen and 
the Engleys. The only reason I cajled upon Mr. 
Moen for aid was that be had been friendly to 
me. Hesaid hecould not bave wy name con- 
nected with his on account of his wife and other 
people. I did not go to Moosehead Lake except 
to iet Mr. Moen know about the cases and news- 
paper talk. I never told bim it would take 
$100,000 to settle the cases. He made the 
offer out blunt. I said I did not want 
to settle the suits. If I had fought the 
suits I would have made more than $100,000. I 
received three telegrams from Mr. Moen 
—one on the Monday and two on the Tues- 
day following. It was on Wednesday, Aug. 8, 
that I met Mr. Moen again.” [A telegram was 
here offered in evidence.] ‘*Soon after that 
time I met Mr. Moen and you [Mr. Ricel in Mr. 
Moen’s house. We did not stay together more 
than balf an hour. Mr. Moen and you were 
talking about how to end the public. You 
kept saying, * How will this do?’ or* How will 
thatdo?? You [Mr. Rice] wished me to pub- 
lish in the papers that I was to blame; 
that I was the mystery, not Mr. Moen.” 
Nobody ever said anything at the interviews 
about the payment of the ‘$100,000, neither was 
anything sail about payine witness’s lawyers 
$16, A letter was shown witness who did not 
recognize the signature. It was dated April 2, 
1883, and sent to Mr. Rice, saying he had thought 
the matter over. Mr. Rice was told to advise 
Mr. Moen to doas he had agreed to in the mat- 
ter. He had borrowed $16,000, and if Mr. Moen 
would advance the amount he would sign a re- 
ceipt in full for all demands of every name and 
nature. Otherwise he would “doasI told you 
to-day.” Witness denied writing the letter 
or getting any answer to the missive. 
Mr. Wilson had never received an offer of 
$16,000 from Mr. Rice. He had received a threat 
trom Mr. George Hobbs that if he pursued this 
matter further he would be put behind the bars, 
Moen had things all his own way. Witness re- 
torted thatif he went behind the bars Moen 
would have to gotoo. Witness denied having 
an interview with the Engleys a week ago 
Wednesday night. Another letter was 
brought forth, the signature of which 
the. witness did not recognize. It 
was dated Providence, in December, 5 
and directed to Mr. Rice, asking 1f he could see 
the addressee and Mr. Moen at Mr. Rice's office 
on the following Thursday. Witness had never 
pubiished anything inthe newspapers. He had 
told areporter of the Providence Journal last 
Spring that hecould never get Moen to talk 
**this business” over in Mr. Rice’s presence. He 
bad always talked ot his claim of $100,000 on Mr. 
Moen, though not to Mr. Rice until recently. 
In answer to a question by his own counsel, wit- 
ness explained that the reason he was reluctant 
to settle the women suits was because he would 
be ruined in his hotel and mill business, and he 
had a good defense. 

Arthur A. Putnam, Juage of the Uxbridge 
District Court, counsel in 1882 for Miss Wether- 
ell, was called to identify a telegram from Wil- 
gon to his client, and testified to seeing the check 
for $20,000 received by Wilson on the 10th of 
August, 1882. The case was settled the day after. 
He paid $1,500 in money. 

Frank W. Barnes, of Uxbridge, jeweler, testi- 
fied that he was acquainted with the plaintiff 
In August, 1882, and recollected the tele- 
gram and check received by Wilson. The 
telegram signed Moen” read _ substantial- 
ly that he had sent $20,000 and _ that 
he would send $40,000 and again $40,000. Healso 
gaw the letter containing the check and was 
familiar with the writing. It was signed P. L. 
Moen. He read the letters for Wilson, who at 
that time was illiterate. An adjournment was 
then taken till morning. 

During the noon recess Mr. Wilson's overcoat 
was spirited away, it having been left with his 
brother-in-law, who left the court room for a 
while, during which time the garment disap- 
appeared. Mr. Wilson claims that the coat con- 
tained a number of papers of material value to 
bim in the prosecution of the presept suit ~

LORD LYTTON’S SECOND COUSIN.

FOUND DYING IN HIS ROOM IN A BOARDING 
HOUSE IN TWENTY-THIRD-STREET. 

A ‘servant in the employ of Mra. Mary 
L. Brainard, at No. 159 West Twenty-third- 
street, rapped at her mistress’s bedroom door at 
4 o'clock yesterday morning and informed her 
that she had heard a disturbance in the room of 
Mr. E, J. Leveson Lytton, a lodger in the house, 
and that she was afraid something bad happened 
to that gentleman. The two women hastened 
to Mr. Lytton’s room, a hall bedroom at the 
front of the house, one flight up, on the second 
floor, where they found bim lying on the floor 


and bleeding at his nose and mouth. He was 
ploses upon the bed and medical assistance 

astily summoned. He died, however. before 
the doctor arrived. 

At first it was thought that he had committed 
suicide, but this theory was indignantly scouted 
by Mrs. Brainard. Coroners Martin and Messe- 
mer and Dr. Justin Herold, the latter’s deputy, 
who successively visited the house during the 
day, finally determined that she was right, and 
that the death was due to pulmonary hem- 
orrhage. Friends of the deceased were com- 
municated with, and one of them, Mr. Washing- 
ton Briggs, of 69 West Nineteenth-street, claimed 
the body and had it taken to an undertaker's 
on West Thirty-fifth-street for preparation 
for burial. Itis Mr. Briggs’s intention to have 
the body of his friend placed in his lot at Wood- 
lawn until Mr. Lytton’s friends in England sball 
direct what final disposition shall be made of it. 
On a table in the dead man’s room was found a 
note, which suid: “Should anything happen to 
me, illness or accident, &c., please communicate 
at once with Mr. Washington Briggs, No. 69 
West Nineteenth-street, who will care for me 
and cable home to Mrs. Lytton, No. 23 Edith 
Grove, Fulham road, London.” The Mrs. Lyt- 
ton mentioned in the letter is, is is understood, 
the writer’s aunt. Information of his death has 
been cabled to her. 

Mrs. Brainard says that about six weeks ago 
Lytton, who was a youne Englishman of fine 
address and gentlemanly appearance, called at 
her house and engaged lodging. He said he had 
been in this country only a short time, and that 
her house bad been highly recommended to him, 
He was a model lodger, and she congratulated 
herself upon the acquisition she had made to her 
household. He took his meals elsewhere, but it 
was his intention to take them in the house after 
next Sunday. His bills were paid promptly, al- 
though, Mrs. Brainard says, his remittances 
from home came only monthly. His health did 
not appear good, and she had remarked to others 
that he was suffering from some serious ailment 
like heart trouble or consumption, and there- 
fore ai was not greatly surprised at his sudden 
death. 

Mrs. Brainard stated that Mr. Lytton, who 
was 32 years of age, was a second cousin of Lord 
Lytton, the author, his father being the latter's 
cousin. Young Lytton had been jn India, and 
he explained one day to his landlady that while 
engaged in steeplechasing in that country on 
one occasion he was thrown from his horse and 
very scriously hurt. He had never fully recov- 
ered from the effects of the fall. He was for- 
merly in the British Army, and he was at one 
time in easy circumstances. Through the 
dishonesty of his banker, who ran away 
from England to America with his depositors’ 
funds, he lost £15,000. His visit to this country 
is said to have had partially for its object the 
recovery of some portion of his stolen property 
and the punishment of the thief. He also 
sought to establish himself in business here. 
his is shown by the examination of his private 
papers, among which is adiary of his doings 
and intentions. His papers also showed that he 
was of literary tastes, and aspired to be a novel- 
ist and playwright. The plot of a melodrama 
was found among his effects, and there were 
evidences of his having attempted to negotiate 
for its sale with theatrical managers of this city. 

An autopsy upon the body of Mr. Lytton 
made last evening by Dr. Herold, Deputy Coro- 
ner, under the direction of Coroner Messemer, 
revealed the astounding fact that the heart of 
the deceased was upon the right side of his body. 
Tbe circumstance was clearly due to the acci- 
dent which Mr. Lytton sustained while steeple- 
chasing in India several years ago. It was fur- 
ther demonstrated by the autopsy that the doc- 
tors were correct in assigning as the cause of 
death pulmonary hemorrhage. 


THE JAPANESE VILLAGE. 





VISITED BY CROWDS OF NEW-YOREKERS ON 
THE OPENING DAY. 

The Japanese village at Madison-Square 
Garden was thrown open to the public yester- 
day, and there wasa crowd of visitors from 10 
o’clock inthe morning until 10 at night, except 
during the few hours reserved by the Oriental 
artisans for rest and refreshment. The potter's 
wheei and the booth of the decorator of shippo 
ware were the chief objects of interest. Next 
in favor was the booth where Akoi, the expert 
draughtsman and =colorist, made pictures 
of birds and flowers and Japanese ladies 
and gentlemen by the dozen. The barber 


and his formidable armory also attracted 
much attention, and there was always a throng 
infront of the teathouse, where the three Jap- 
anese Pollies put the kettle on a box of coals. 
The visitors were fashionable, well dressed 
people, and the various manufacturing proc- 
esses were carefully watched. It was made ap- 
parent a in the day that the hall is rather 
small for the attractions it contains, but Mr. 
Deakin naturally prefers a small hall crowded 
to a large one half empty. Moreover, the tem- 

erature of .the room just suits the Japs. 
The rude brick furnaces have not yet been 
put in operation, and it will be some 
time before the manufacture of pottery 
and bronzes will be well under way. The stage 
exhibitions of native wit and skill will not be 
given for a week or so either, as the costumes 
and properties used by the villagers in these di- 
versions are not unpacked. For the present 
there is plenty to interest and amuse Visitors to 
the village without any additional display. Mr. 
Deakin has received an offer from the Directors 
of the New*Orleans Exposition to take his exhi- 
bition there, but itis likely, judging from the 
encouragement thus far given the enterprise in 
New-York, that the Japanese village will re- 
main at the Madison-Square Gardena throughout 
the Winter.

A PROTEST FROM FIFTH-AVENUE. 

Residents of Fifth-avente, supported by 
prominent citizens who have homes upon 62 
other streets, have drawn up 4 protest addreseed 
to the State Legislature, the city’s municipal 
authorities, and the General Term of the Su- 
preme Court, vigorously opposing anv scheme 
for giving up Fifth-avenue for street railway 

urposes. Many of the best known men in 

New-York City have signed the protest, which 
says: 

“In the opinion of the undersigned such a railway is 
unnecessary. it is not desired by the citizens at large, 
whose Interest in keeping Fifth-avenue unobstructed 
is equal to that of the residents thereon.

AMERICA’S RESPONSIBILITY. 
Es 
& ZARGE AUDIENCE TO HEAR CANON FAR- 
RAR'S LAST LECTURE. 

Archdeacon Frederick W. Farrar, who 
will sail for England to-morrow morning, de- 
livered his final lecture last evening in the 
Academy of Music before one of the largest 
audiences ever seen in that building. The space 
usually occupied by the band was filled with 
hearers, and the large stage was taken up by an 
assemblage of specially favored persons, among 
whom were many prominent people. The large 
auditorium was packed in every part, and New- 
York appeared to have done her best to rival 
the great assemblage which gathered to hear 
Canon Farrar in Boston. Among those who 


could be seen on the stare were Chief-Justice 
Charles P. yf Chief-Justice Noah Davis, 
David Dudley Field, William Allen Butler, Gen. 
Hancock, Chauncey M. Depew, and the Hev. 
Drs. Howard Crosby, William Ormiston, Theo- 
dore Cuyler, and John R. Paxton. At 8 o’clovk 
Canon Farrar made his appearance on the stage 
escorted by Cyrus W. Field, who read a letter of 
regret from ex-Presieent Arthur. He then in- 
troduced the speaker of the evening asa man 
whose name had become a household word. 

The lecturer said that a Western newspaper 
man had criticized his lecture on Dante by say- 
ing that Dante was a dead issue. The speaker 
was happy to think that criticism coulda not be 
apvlied to a discourse whose subject was “ Last 
Thoughts on America.”” What he had to say of 
America was friendly, but if he offered any 
criticisms he should at least say them to Ameri- 
cans face to face and not write them in a book 
after he went home. The speaker quoted trom 
Humboldt, Fichte, Carlyle, Franklin, and Wash- 
ington to show that small things had affected 
the bistory of the world and could not be at- 
tributed to chance. The hand of God was 
everywhere manifest in American history. Who 
were the fathers of Americans? They were true, 
God-fearing men, and the might of their very 
weakness had shaken the world. They brought, 
as Mr. Gladstone had said, to this country all 
that was democratic in England’s politics and 
all that was Protestant in her religion. 

It was not chance that gave the New World to 
the Puritans. It was not chance that brought 
to these shores Wesley and Whitefield with the 
spirit of the Reformation, nor the gallant La- 
fayette, nor that whitest of human souls, Bish- 
op Berkeley. Again, the hand of God was visi- 
ble inthe Revolution. Americans were begin- 
ning to understand English feeling on that sub- 
ject. It was not the English people who favored 
tyranny over the American colonies; it was the 
King and bis Ministers. In speaking of the war 
of the rebellion Canon Farrar said that Eng- 
lishmen, with the memory of Indian mutinies 
and the Crimean war, could understand the suf- 
ferings of the American people. The great heart 
of England was not in sympathy with the mis- 
erable muddle of international law that allowed 
the escape of the Alabama. ‘* Remember,” he 
said, *“* that if we did not then fully understand 
the real issues at stake, neither did you. It was 
God’s providence that set you right and gave 
you the right men.” 

The speaker paid a tribute to the memories 
of Lincoln, Grant, and Garfield. God, he said, 
had given the American people strength to tri- 
umph over themselves and blot out slavery. 
In conclusion he asked what was America’s re- 
sponsibility. It was to show that wealth was 
not the mainend of human endeavor, that the 
dollar was not almighty. It was to lead Eng- 
land in the path of temperance as she led Amer- 
ica in the path from slavery. Intemperance 
was a greater evil to the world than slavery be- 
cause more permanent. The speaker called upon 
Americans to be torchbearers to England's 
sluggish conscience, and by wise legislation to 
show her the way out of the power of intemper- 
ance. Hesaid that this country should try to make 
its press pure and righteous, lest the shadows 
of civilization should blot out its sunlight. The 
papers contained too much scandal and paltry 
personality. The multitudes eould not escape 
contamination from it. Liberty must not be 
confounded with license. 

America, too, should advance in theology, and 
not wait for the strangling hand of science to 
compel it to. Above all, America’s duty was to 
show the world the true ideal of national right- 
eousness. The speaker believed that this coun- 
try would be savea from the perils that threat- 
ened her by the memory of her great past.

THE PRESIDENT CONDEMNED.

DENOUNCED FOR DECLINING TO ATTEND MR, 
HENDRICKS’S FUNERAL. 

New-Or.Eans, Dec. 3.—The ultra-Demo- 
cratic papers treat President Cleveland harshly 
for his failure to attend the funeral of Vice- 
President Hendricks. The States, the official 
organ of the State Government in this city, says: 
“Public regret, if not disgust, continues to be 
manifested at the course of the American Presi- 
dent in declining, through apprehension of his 
life, to attend the funeral of the Vice-President. 
There is no calamity that could befall the coun- 
try through the death of the President and a 


temporary vacancy in the Executive office com- 
mensurate with the humiliating precedent set of 
a President of the United States ne to go 
out among the people, or of holding his life 
as of any greater value than that of 
any other citizen. Presidents have been assas- 
sinated, but so have Emperors, Kings, and 
ueens been murdered. But pitiful would be 
the Prince who should fear to perform a sacred 
ublic duty, though he should really risk his life 
nits performance. The States has been a cor- 
dial adherent of the Administration, but we feel 
bound, as an American citizen and a Democrat, 
to express our disgust at this action of a Demo- 
cratic President, aggravated by his sentimental 
and maudlin excuse given for it to the press. 
We think that everytrue Democrat in the Union 
will feel humiliated at the President’s action, 
as every American citizen must regard it one of 
the most glaring instances of pusillanimity in 
our political history.” 
™ The Chronicle, the official organ of the City 
Government of New-Orleans, says: “ President 
Cleveland, in declining to attend the funeral of 
Vice-President Thomas A. Hendricks, cast a 
slur upon the whole people of the United States. 
He gave heed to the counsels of nervous and 
selfish advisers, whose schemes would suffer 
more, perhaps, by his temporary absence from 
the capital than would any matter of public in- 
terest. The destiny of this great country does 
not hang upon the life of anv one man or po- 
litical party, or the ascendency for the moment 
of any idea or policy. By refusing to attend the 
funeral of the dead Vice-President he said, in 
effect, that he feared assassination or some deep 
piot that is ripe for bis annihilation. The act is 
a stain upon his courage and a biot upon the 
fairness, patriotism, and integrity of American 
manhood. Itstamps him as unfit for the high 
trust and honor of the Presidency. The same 
cowardly thought must have animated him 
when he refused to visit this city.” 


COMING EXECUTIONS 1N NEW-ORLEANS. 

NEw-ORLEANS, Dec. 3.—Two executions 
are to take place this month in tbe parish 
prison. On Friday, Dec. 11, John Alexander, a 
negro, will be hanged for the murder of his 


wife, Lizzie Hampton, on the Stanton planta- 
tion. He occupies a condemned ceil on the third 
floor overlooking a partof the yard in which he 
is to be executed. Alexander is a black negro, 
about 30 years old. He talks freely concern- 
ing his approaching end, and says he is inno- 
cent, but is preparing to go. He views the mat- 
ter in ratber a philosophical style, and argues 
that hanging is a convenient and desirable mode 
of death, being so quick and easy. Like all ne- 
groes in his position he is becoming very devout 
and angelic. 

Pat Ford and John Murphy, the slayers of 
Capt. Murphy, sre to be hanged on the 18th inst. 
They have nothing to say now, and geem to have 
lost all hope of escaping death on the scaffold. 
When Ford does speak it is to say something of 
his poor wife and children, of whom he appears 
to think constantiy. The men receive relizious 
instruction and consolation from Father O'Cal- 
laghan, the visiting priest at the prison. 


ESSAYS ON THE RED SUNSETS. 
RoonHEsTER, N. Y., Dec. 3.—Last January 
a prize of $200 in gold was offered by H. H. War- 
ner, founder of the Warner Observatory in this 


city, for the best three-thousand-word essay on 
the red sunsets of 1883 and 1884. The contest 
closed on Dec. 1, and competitive essays have 
been sent in from the Fiji Isiands, Australia, 
Sandwich Islands, Bohemia, Germany, Cave of 
Good Hope, England, Scotland, and the United 
States. The decision of the judges has not yet 
been made known, but Director Swift, of the 
Warner Observatory, says that the essays are of 
anextremely high character, and will be pro- 
foundly interesting to meteorologists and as- 
tronomers. 











MISSING WITH HIS WIFE'S NIECE. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Dec. 3.—Consider- 
able talk was ccocasioned here to-day by the sud- 
den disappearance of Narcissa Russ, proprietor 
of the Gross House, one of the leading restau- 
rants in this city.

SHERIDAN FOUND GUILTY, 


A VERDICT OF MURDER IN THE SECOND DE- 
GREE, THE JURY BEING OUT FOUR HOURS. 
The jury in the trial of Charles Sheridan 

for the stabbing of Thomas .W. Farrell, before 

Judge Moore, in the Brooklyn Court of Sessions, 

brought in a verdict of murder in the second de- 

gree at 10:30 o’clock last night. Sheridan testi- 
fied yesterday in his own behalf. He claimed 
that the $2, which it was alleged he had stolen 


from Farrell, had been given to him by the dead 
man to keep for safety. He afterward found 
Farrell drunk and returned the money, but the 
latter was too stupid to remember it. Farrell 
began the fight that resulted fataliy and shat- 
tered a porcelain jar over Sheridan's head. Then 
they grappled, and the prisoner said Farrell, who 
was very big and heavy, was worsting him. The 
witness did not remember whether he struck 
Farrell or not, but was positive he had not used 
the knite produced in court. 

Annie Doxie, the woman who had been living 
with Sheridan, and who wasin the room at the 
time the murder occurred, also testified that 
Farrell began the fight while drunk. He was 
beating Sheridan unmercifully when sbe ran out 
for help. When she came back Farrell lay onthe 
floor moaning and gasping for breath. Ina few 
minutes he died. The knife placed in evidence 
as the one with which the crime was committed 
she swore she had never seen before. Both she 
and Sheridan testified that the coat’he wore at 
the time had no pocket in which a knife could 
have been carried. 

The jury retired shortly after 6 o’clock. At 
10 o’clock a supper was taken into the jury 
room, and about half an hour later word was 
sent into the court room that they had agreed. 
The 12 men filed into the box and the foreman 
pronounced the verdict. The court room was 
crowded with the hardest characters the city 
can boast, and Judge Moore gave orders that no 
one should leave the room until after the pris- 
oner bad been taken away. Sheridan, who has 
served several terms in the penitentiary for 
burglary, will be brought up for sentence on 
Monday or Tuesday of next week. 


CANCERES AGREES TO A TRUCE. 

Lr, Dec. 3, via Galveston.—There was 
gevere firing in the centre of the town between 
10 and 11 o’clock Tuesday night, but yesterday 
morning an armistice was declared until mid- 
day. The number of killed and wounded is not 
known, butitis not large. Much damage was 
done to property. Gen. Caceres has pulled up 
the pavements 1n the neighborhood of Bolivar- 
square and erected barricades. His troops are 
said to have cannons on the housetops, com- 
manding the Palace. The conflicting parties 
have arrived at a settlement, and an agreement 
bas been signed that one of them is to name the 
members of a commission to elect a provisional 
President, who shall convoke general elections. 
The arrangement was brought about by the 
diplomatic corps, whose goad offices were tend- 
ered on Sunday, and have since been demanded 
by both sides.

THE GROCERS NOT CONVINCED.

LISTENING TO OLEOMARGARINE MAKERS— 
WHAT IMITATION BUTTER MAY CONTAIN. 
Several gentlemen who believe that 

oleomargarine isa pure and wholesome article 

attended a very full meeting held under the 

auspices of the Retail Grocers’ Union at No. 213 

East Twenty-third-street last night. They bad 

been invited by the officers of the union to par- 

ticipate in a discussion of the subject of ‘* Imi- 

tation Butter; Whether it Ought to be Sold and 

How it Should be Sold.” The discussion was 

spirited and free, but it was apparent that the 

retail grocers were not convinced by the argu- 


ments of the oleomargarine men. The meeting 
‘was presided over by Charles F. Bussing. 

John F. Luth began the discussion by stating 
that the existence in the market of oleomarga- 
rine and butterine was a great temptation to 
retail grocersto commit fraud. Such imitations 
of .butter were not sold on their own merits, but 
they were palmed off on customers as gonuine 
butter. The speaker had no objection to the 
manufacture of oleomargarine providing it 
was put into the market and sold for what it 
really was, just as lard and tallow are sold. 
James H. Seymour suggested that the dealers in 
oleomargarine be invited to state their side of 
the case. He wanted to see a fair and impartial 
discussion of the question, William Person, 
who stated that he was the editor of the Produce 
Exchange Bulletin, said that Mr. Seymour was 
well qualified to speak in defense of oleomar- 

rine. It was not long ago, Mr. Person said, 
hat Mr. Seymour was known throughout the 
trade as one of the principal dealers in oleomar- 
garine. Mr. Seymour smiled but said nothing. 

N. Waterbury sent a communication in de- 
fense of oleomargarine, and resquested that it: be 
read. It set forth that the article called oleomar- 
garine had been misrepresented and had been 
unjustly treated. To sell oleomargsrine for 
butter was wrong, but to circulate untruths 
about oleomargarine was equally wrong. One 
of the retail grocers wanted to know of what 
oleomargarine was made. Mr. Person said that 
he was authorized by the oleomargarine manu- 
facturers of this city and Brooklyn to extend 
an invitation to all of the retail grocers to visit 
the factories and see for themselves just how 
oleamargarine was made. 

Mr. Seymour presented the following state- 
ment recently made to a special committee of 
grocess by B. F. Van Valkenburgb, Assistant

Mr. Seymour said that Mr. Van Valkenburgh’s 
statement might be accepted as official and au- 
thentic. Mr. Person accused Mr. Seymour of 
resorting to tricks to throttle oleomargarine 
and butterine. He vehemently declared that 
butterine was pure, sweet, and clean. Mr. 
Hahn said that he had tried to sell oleomarga- 
rine for what it really was, and he couldn’t do 
it. Hehad put it on his counter and marked 
the price on it. A customer would come in, 
look at it, taste it, note its cheapness, and say, 
‘““Mr. Hahn, is that real good butter?” Mr. Habn 
would say, “* No, that is oleomargarine,’”’ where- 
upon the customer would say, “Oh, I don’t want 
it,” and would go away, 

Somebody suggested that according toa re- 
cent decision of the Dairy Commissioner persons 
whosold oleomargarine even for what it was were 
Hable to arrest, because oleomargarine was ille- 
gally colored to resemble butter. The natural 
color of oleomargarine is white. Mr. Van Val- 
kenburgh said that suits against the makers of 
oleomargarine were now pending in the Su- 
preme Court. 

Mr. Hahn offered a resolution deciaring that a 
prejudice against oleomargarine and butterine 
seemed to exist in the community, and that it 
was the sense of the meeting that thesale of 
those articles. as now conducted, should be dis- 
couraged, and that if the retail wrocers sold the 
articles atall they should sell them for what 
they really are and not as imitation butter. 
The resolution was laidon the table until the 
next meoting ot the Grocers’ Union, 





A BIG FIRE IN DETROIT. 


> 
BARNUM’S WIRE WORKS BURNED, CAUSING 4 
Loss OF $312,000. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 3.—This morning 
at 6 o’clock fire broke out in the stock room of 
Barnum’s Wire Works. There was a delay of 
fully 10 minutes before the alarm was turned 
in and the fire spread with great rapidity, 
Three alarms were sent in, and half a dozen 
engines responded, but the whole building was 
a mass of flames before they arrived. The wind 
was from the west and fanned the flames into 
fury. Huge cinders were hurled highintotheair 
and carried blocks away, and for a time itseemed 
that the whole neighborhood was doomed. 
The efforts of the Fire Department were 


Gevoted to saving the adjoining property, it 
being impossibie to save the works. Notwith- 
standing the hard work of the firemen the fire 
spread to Howard-street, and the men were com- 
pajled to retreat before the flames with scorched 
hahds and faces and burned clothes, The heat 
was intense, and set fire to three two-story 
double houses, which wore about half consumed 
before the men could get to work in their rear. 
The occupants had been able to move most of 
their furniture to a safe place. The houses were 
valued at $8,000, and were insured for $6,000. 

After the fire in the wire works had burned 
about an hour the walls began to fall and the 
firemen had many narrow escapes. The works 
are almost a total loss. The building was valued 
at $112,000, the stock at $50,000,and the ma- 
chinery at $150,000. The insurance is as follows: 
Scotti nion, Citizens’ of New-York, Nor- 
wich ion, Niagara, Howard, People’s of New- 
York, Lion, and London Assurance, $5,000 
each; Springfield and Michigan Fire and Ma- 
rine, $3,500 each; New-York Alliance, $3,200; 
Sun of California, German-American, Insurance 
Company of North America, Fire Insurance 
Association, and Imperial, $3,000 each; Royal 
Guardian of Washington, Queen, American of 
New-Jersey, United Firemen’s, National of 
New-Jersey, Transatlantic, Boylston Mutual, 
National of Hartford, Security. American Cen- 
tral, Union of Philadelphia, Home Mutual of 
California, Buffalo, German, Northwest Nation- 
al, Mercantile of New-York, People's of Pitts- 
burg, and Fireman’s Fund, $2,500 each: German 
of Cincinnati, Newark, Firemen’s of Dayton, 
and Pennsylvania, $1,500 each: Providence of 
Washington and Grand Rapids, $1,000 each. 

The Barnum Wire Works Company was incor- 
porated in the Spring of 1882 with a capital of 
$160,000, which was subsequently increased to 

200,000. Their prosperity seemed unlimited, 
and in December, 1883, a8 new company was or- 
ganized on a broader basis, with a capital of 

300,000. The large establishment was built on 
Wabash-avenue, in this city, in the Spring of 
1884, and branch factories and salesrooms were 
established at Chicago and Windsor. In July, 
1884, a jarge number of attachments were levied 
on the works for amounts varying from $5,000 to 
$25,000, and it was charged that the indebtedness 
was contracted on fraudulent representations. 
Eigbtsuits were ne against thecompany inthe 
Superior Court and two inthe Circuit Court, in 
consequence of which the compeny assigned on 
July 28, 1884, to Abram L. Stebbins, who subse- 
quently became Receiver by order of the court. 
At the time of the failure the assets were $464,- 
644 06 and the Itlabilities $349,120 51. Soon after 
the failure a combination of capitalists bought 
up the entire indebtedness of the concern at 50 
cents on tne dollar. Pressing claims were allayed, 
but the company was not out of trouble. The 
few who did not go into the syndicate claimed 
that the Receiver conspired to defeat their 
claims. Suits and counter-suits were commenced 
in all the local courts, and some of them are now 
vending here in the Supreme Court. Recently 
an effort was made to sell the works, but an or- 
der from the court stopped the sale. 


A PAPER ON DR. ELSBERG. 

At a meeting of the New-York Academy 
of Medicine last evening Dr. Morris H. Henry 
read an interesting paper entitled *“* A review of 
the life of Dr. Louis Elsberg and the advance- 
ment of our knowledge of diseases of the throat 
during his professional career.” After giving 
an account of the labors and teachings of Els- 


berg the speaker stated that the subject 
of his remarks shared the common teel- 
ing of al! educated, thoughtful, honorable 
practitioners of medicine on the question of 
**code”—that was, that there was no necessity 
for acode beyond that unwtitten code of ethics 
which should govern the conduct of gentiemen 
in all spheres of life, The speaker took ooca- 
sion to pay also a high tribute to the late Horace 
Green, who was the first distinctive specialist on 
diseases of the throatin New-York. Dr. Sam- 
uel W. Smith read a paper on the treatment of 
fractures of the arm.

MORE OF CRANE’S VICTIMS 


HOW JUSTICE PAULDING WAS 
DECEIVED. 
fFHE MISSING MAN BELIEVED TO HAVE 
LEFT THE COUNTRY—POLITICIANS AL- 
READY AFTER HIS OFFICE. 

Several new instances of the peculiar 
methods of County Clerk J. F. D. Crane, of 
Westchester County, were brought to light yes- 
terday. Sometime ago, when theloan of $5,000 
from the Westchester Fire Insurance Company 
was being negotiated, Justice Hiram Paulding, 
of White Plains, was appointed by the court to 
take testimony as to the sanity of Miss Elmer J. 
Smith, a sister of W. D. Smith, one of the allegea 
makersof the mortgage given. Mr. Crane saved 
the Justice the trouble of taking the testimony 
by writing it up himself to suit his purpose, sub- 
mitting it to Paulding, who upon it made his re- 
port to the court. The Justice yesterday ad- 
mitted that it was a foolish and careless act on 
his part to have trusted Crane in such a matter, 
but he did not mean to do anything wrong. On 
the strength of that report, however, the loan 
was made and the five thousand dollars went 
into Crane’s pocket. 

J. 8. Millard, a Tarrytown lawyer, owe’ Crane 
h bill, and at his earnest solicitation gave him 
his note for it. lt is now surmised that all 
Crane wanted of the note wasto get Mullard’s 
signature, for it has been ascertained that he 
forged it on the back of about $1,500 worth of 


notes which Mr. Millard has been cailed upon to 
pay. The signature of George A. Brandreth, 
the head of the Brandreth Pill Company, of this 
vity, was also affixed to several notes, but the 
amount cannot be ascertained, and a similar lib- 
erty was taken with D. Wiley Travis’s name. 

Some time before Crane went away he as- 
signed to Franklin Couch, then his Deputy, all 
the indexes of the Clerk's office and his books, so 
that Mr. Couch will lose very little on the 
Rmount Crane owed him in borrowed money 
and arrears of salary. Active steps are being 
taken by the politicians of the county to have 
Gov. Hill remove Crane from the office of 
County Clerk, but it is likely this will not be aone 
untilan indictment for forgery is procured or 
rome evidence is obtained upon which to base 
such action. There are several aspirants for the 
office, among them Franklin Couch, Assistant 
District Attorney David Verplanck, and John 
Digney. Tne latter is the present Deputy 
County Cierk. He received his appointment at 
the demand upon Crane of several of his credit- 
ors in this city who held his notes. They prom- 
ised that they would not bring suits against 
him if he would appoint Digney his Deputy and 
allow the office, which is said to be worth about 
$5.000 a year, to be run for the benefit of his 
creditors. 

The story that Crane has gone to Texas is not 
believed. The fact that he has fleeced his rela- 
tives as well as friends is Jooked upon as evi- 
dence that he does not intend to return, and 
tnat he has sailed for some foreign country 
where extradition is not in force for the crime 
of forgery. It is also, on the same theory, be- 
lieved that he has not lost very much money in 
Wall-street, but that he has been hoarding it up 
with this project in view, and has accumulated 
enough to live comfortably in some other coun- 
try. The fact that he was last seen on Friday in 
this city gives rise to the suspicion that he sailed | 
on some steamer on Saturday. 

Theodore B. Silkman, of the law firm of Fet- 
tretch, Silkman & Seybel, No. 99 Nassau-street, 
denied yesterday that Crane had made an as- 
signment to him. He did not believe that Crane 
had anything to assign. Crane had given hima 
power of attorney on Thanksgiving Day. and at 
the same time had said that he was in financial 
straits. ‘“‘At that time,” said Mr. Si kman, “1 
supposed Crane’s liabilities to be small, and I 
bad no idea of their magnitude until Friday, 
the day after he left the county. So far as Ican 
learn the amount of his debts is between $40,000 
Bnd £50,000, though there may be some of which 
I know nothing.” 

Crane did not leave his home until he feared 
errest. One of his triends said yesterday tbat 
the knowledge of his forgeries became public 
through a Deputy Sheriff. The Jatter told 
what he knew to another county official, who 
bad a hankering after Crane’s office. Then it 
fiew from mouth to mouth, but in such a shape 
as to make it seem almost libelous to mention. 
Nothing definite was known of the forgeries 
until Crane took flight. Mr. Silkman was asked 
what he supposed Crane had done with the 
money he took, 

*T am unable,” he said, “ to answer that ques- 
tion now. lam most anxious to findout. He 
had no habits so expensive that his salary was 
not sufficient to satisfy. I feel assured that he 
did not spend this money without assistance, but 
my suspicions are not proof. I never knew him 
to speculate in Walli-street, yet how he could 
bave lost his money except in speculation I can- 
not imagine.” 

One of the notes put in circulation by Crane 
is in the possession of Austin, Nichols & Co., 
Nos. 51 to 57 Hudson-street. The note is signed 
by Mrs. Hannah Fulton, his wife’s mother, at 
whose handsome residence, on the Tuckahoe 
road, Crane lived. It is indorsed by Miss Smith. 
The note is for $1,000, and was given as security 
fora debt to Austin, Nichole & Co. by Charlies 

- Van Buren, a customer. It is by no means 
clear that this note is a forgery. In explaining 
how it came into his possession a member of the 
firm of Austin, Nichols & Co. said yesterday: 

“These notes have been in circulation to my 
knowledge for three years. Yan Buren wasa 
grocer in Yonkers wbo opened an account with 
us. We wanted security, and he gave us a five- 
hundred-dollar note signed by Hannah Fulton. 
The note and other notes of the same sort were 
paid when they fell due. Then Van Buren 
Dought a larger bill and offered us this one- 
thousand-dollar note. We heard last September 
that Van Buren had sold out and left the town. 
We found he had sold out, but had not left the 
town. We decided to satisfy ourselves of the 
Validity of the note. Van Buren said it was 
Bigned in his presence. We wrote toIsaac M. 
Dyckman, the uncle of Crane's wife, and of 
the same family as Mrs. Fulton. Mr. Dyckman 
lives at Inwood in the Summer and at the Bristol 
in the Winter. He knew Mrs. Fulton’s sie- 
nature, and said be thought it was al! right. 
We wrote to him afterward about it, and he 
wrote back that from all the information he had 
obtained be thought the note was good. We 
were striven to understand that Mrs. Fulton lived 
well, but was sometimes a little pressed for 
ready money and took this means of bridging 
the chasm. We shall not lose anything even 
shouid the note be a forgery, as it was piaced in 
tirculation by a responsible person before it 
reached Van Buren’s hands. But our informa- 
tion leads us to suppose the note to be good, and 
ponsequently the signatures genuine. Crane’s 
Right, however, has induced us to put the mat- 
ter 2n the nands of our counsel.” 











KEROSENE IN A LUMBER YARD. 
Tate Wednesday night two men were 
seen loitering about the foot of East One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fourth-street by Thomas Stew- 
art, master of the schooner General Sheridan, 
pf Middletown, Conn., which was moored to the 
dock. They appeared anxious to avoid recogni- 
tion. A few minutes later Officer Burfeind, of 
the Twelth Precinct, who was on post in Pleas- 
ant-avenue, saw smoke arising from A. Steers’s 
lumber yard, which takes in the block between 
the river and One Hundred and Twenty-fourth 
pnd One Hundred and Twenty-fifth streets.

Had the fire 
got headway it would probably have destroyed 
the lumber yard, in which is timber worth $250.- 
DOO; Clyne’s place, Henry Meise’s stair building 
Bhop, Steers’s planing mill, and a piano and rub- 
ber factory at One Hundred and Twenty-fourth- 
street and First-avenue. Those whose property 
was menaced cannot account for the attempt, 
and the police are groping for a clue to the in- 
vendiaries,

AN EDITOR SUED FOR LIBEL, 


—_——.——_——— 
MAYOR GRACE CLAIMING $50,000 DAMAGES 
OF MR. PULITZER. 

Judge Richard O’Gorman, of the Su- 
perior Court, looked more carefully than usual 
over a bundle of documents that was handed 
up to him early yesterday. The caption on one 
of the papers, “ William R, Grace, plaintiff, va. 
Joseph Pulitzer, defendant,” attracted his at- 
tention, and he looked up in some surprise when 
the representative of the law firm of Miller, 
Peckham & Dixon, who submitted the docu- 
ments, explained that an order of arrest was 
wanted for Mr, Pulitzer on a charge of libel 
preferred by the Mayor. The Judge examined 
the papers, saw that the damages were placed at 


$50,000, and at once issued an order to the Sheriff 
to arrest the defendant and hold him to bail in 


5,000. 

Some bundle of documents upon which the 
order was granted consisted of affidavits by 
Mayor Grace and William H. Henry, the latter 
swearing that he had heard Mr. Pulitzer say 
that he was editor and proprietor of the New- 
York World, in which the alleged libelous arti- 
cles appeared. Mr. Grace, in his first affidavit, 
swears that the suit was brought to recover 
damages for certain malicious and defamatory 
libels published in the World on the editorial 
page at various times. He says that in the Fall 
of 1884 he conversed with Mr. Pulitzer about the 
employment of a person by the defendant 
for his newspaper; that the defendant 
said that he wanted a managing editor 
rather than a writer, and that — subse- 
quently another interview was had with 
the defendant, and that in both instances the 
defendant posed as the controller of the Worid 
newspaper. Asan evidence that the defendant 
knew the falsity of the libels complained of it is 
pointed out that ina certain copy of the paper 
published on Oct. 9 last, atter stating the fact 
that the transactions of the late Chamberlain 
Tappan with the firm of Grant & Ward extended 
only trom August, 1883. to May, 1884, it is said: 
“This was under Mayor Edson’s term and illus- 
trates the looseness with which the city’s affairs 
were then conducted.’’ This statement, the 
Mayor swears, shows that the transactions out 
of which any loss arose to the city began and 
ended during the years 1883 and 1884, and that 
during that time the plaintiff was not the Mayor 
of the city. : 

The Mayor then states that during 1883 and 
1884 he had certain business dealings with the 
firm of Grant & Ward, and at the time of the 
failure held the paper of the firm to a consider- 
ableamount. He thentakes up the various pub- 
lications complained of. The first one was 
printed on Oct. 14 last, and charged that Mr. 
Grace knew that President Fish was a partner 
in the wildcat and dangerous speculations of 
Grant & Ward and yet “allowed the city depos- 
its to be placed in the Marine Bank.” The sec- 
ond publication was on Oct. 15, when Mr. Grace 
was charged with having allowed the city money 
to be placed in the Marine Bank, “the Presi- 
dent and two of the Directors of which he knew 
were interested with himself in Grant & Ward's 
gambling ventures. That this was an act of 
official malfeasance is proved by the fact that 
the city actually lost by it $1,000,000... On or 
about Oct, 16 the World is charged with having 
pubitshed an article charging that a close com- 
bination existed between the city authorities to 
control the deposit of city moneys with the 
Marine Bank. ‘There were references to Mr. 
Grace as “the sharer in Ferdinand Ward's 
profits,” and it was charged that the plaintiff 
bad entered into an arrangement to cheat and 
defraud the city by dispensing favors and priv- 
ileges to the Marine Bank and Grant & Ward. 
Other publications complained of were made on 
Oct. 18, 20, and 28, Nov. 8 and 13, and Dee. 2. In 
eonclusion, Mr. Grace demands damages to the 
amount of $50,000. Mr. Pulitzer is called upon 
to answer within 20 days. 

As soon as the order of arrest had been issued 
by Judge O’Gorman the papers were put in the 
hands of the Sheriff, whosent them to David 
McGonigal, chief of the Orderof Arrest Depart- 
ment. Mr. McGonigal at once went tothe World 
office, and learned that Mr. Pulitzer had not yet 
arrived. He decided to wait, but in a short time 
made another inquiry at one of the desks for 
Mr. Pulitzer and was surprised to learn that he 
had gone up stairs in the elevator. Up went Mr. 
McGonigal after him, and on being ushered into 
the editor’s room told his errand in a few words, 
and said the bail would be $5,0.0. 

Austin Corbin ana Managing Eaitor Cockerell, 
of the ‘World, soon appeared and justified in 
double the amount of the bail required and the 
order of arrest cierk returned to the Sheriff's 
office. Roscoe Conkling is Mr. Pulitzer’s counsel. 


THE CASE OF GEN, SHALER, 
a 
WILSON BEFORE THE GRAND JURY BUT 
NO INDICTMENT YET FOUND. 

Before District Attorney Martine ap- 
peared at his office yesterday moriine Mon- 
mouth B. Wilson, tired, wan, and pallid, came 
in, accompanied by his counsel, Mr. Charlies Hess. 
The Grand Jury were in session disposing of 
minor cases, and before Wilson was called 
before them he remained in the seclusion 
of Mr. Martine’s  offiee. Senator Gibbs 
was with the District Attorney, who 
had previously had a lone and 0»private 
conversation with Wilson. At1o’ciock the lat- 
ter went before the Grand Jury, which remained 


in session until 2, when they went before Judge 
Cowing and were discharged for theday. The 
indictments handed in did not include any 
against Gen. Shaler. Late in the afternoon Mr. 
Martine said that no indictment had yet been 
ordered, and that the case would be resumed by 
the Grand Jury this morning. ** Wilson,’’ he 
said, ““I think has tol: a very straightforward 
story, and the whole truth. 1 have paroled him 
until to-morrow morning in the custody of his 
counsel, Mr. Hess. When he appears he will be 
admitted to bail in $2,500 as a witness, as we are 
using him for that purpose. Beyond that there 
is nothing new in the case.” 

It was subsequently ascertained that during 
the day the counsel for Gen. Shaler had been in- 
formed that if he wished to present his case to 
the Grand Jury an opportunity would be ac- 
corded to him at to-day’s session, and that no 
objection to that gourse would be raised by the 
District Attorney. After giving his testimony 
Mr. Wilson returned to his home in East Ninety- 
second-strect. 

At a meeting of the Fire Patrol] Committee in 
the Boreel Building yesterday afternoon the 
question of acting upon the resignation of Mon- 
mouth B. Wilson as Superintendent of the Fire 
Patrol, which was tendered to the committee on 
Wednesday. was discussed at some length. It 
was finally decided that a special meeting of the 
Board of Underwriters should be called for 
Monday, at 12 o’clock noon, when the resigna- 
tion will be acted upon and accepted. 
There seems to be but one sentiment among the 
members of the board concerning the matter— 
tnat of regret for the circumstances necessitat- 
ing Mr. Wilson’s retirement. On Wednesday 
morning Charles M. Peck, Chairman of the Fire 
Patrol Committee; James A. Silvery, and Q@. T. 
Patterson, Jr.,. members of the committee, vis- 
ited Mr. Wilson at his home and explained to 
him the necessity for his retirement from the 
Fire Patrol. Mr. Wilson, who was confined to 
his bed by an attack of nervous prostration, 
wrote out his resignation and gave it to Mr. 
Peck to deliver. 

Nothing has been said as yet concerning a suc- 
cessorto Mr. Wilson. There is somes talk of 
abolishing the ofltice of Superintendent alto- 
gether, as it is claimed that the Fire Patrol is so 
well organized that it will run of its own accord. 
The matter will be discussed at the meeting on 
Monday. 











INSTRUCTING THE ELDERS. 

3ishop Harris presided over the confer- 
ence of Presiding Elders at the Washington- 
Square Church yesterday. The Rev. Samuel 
Meredith, of Troy, answered the question, ** To 
what extent are the salaries of our Pastors paid 
by donations, and what is the effect?” The 
donation party, he said, was evil and was fol- 
lowed by evil results. It was not only humiliat- 
ing to the Pastors, but was unnecessary. The 
Rey. C, R. Barnes, of Paterson, said a donation 
wasasortof premium on stinginess, ‘** Why,” 
said Mr. Barnes, “1 knew a good brother who 
put 25 cents into the box when he was asked to 
contribute for a *donation party.’

CHARGES AGAINST A COTTON FIRM. 

Charges were brought formally before 
the Arbitration Committee of the Cotton Ex- 
change yesterday that Charles W. Crosby, Son & 
Co., have been guilty of imposing inferior qual- 
ity cotton upon the Stuttgart house of Staenglen 


& Co. and that, in order to accomplish the fraud, 
the accused firm bribed one of the employes of 
the brokerage house of L. Walter, who repre- 
sented George Staber, the New-York representa- 
tive of Staenglen & Co. This employe, it is al- 
leged, as inspector, had it in his power to accept 
or reject the cotton offered by the sellers. The 
Cotton Exchange Arbitration Committee, com- 
posed of William Woodward, Jr., H. M. Le Count, 
and J. O. Bloss, will probably require over a 
week to take evidence in the case. he amount 
of money at stake is reported to be about $30,000, 
two-thirds of which is on cotton already deliv- 
ered in Europe. Members of the accused firm 
decline to talk about the charges, saying that at 
a proper time they will show their talsity.

IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 
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GAS COMPANY METHODS. . 
TWENTY PER CENT. A FAIR DIVIDEND— 
WEAR AND TEAR OF THE PLANT. 

Senators Gilbert, Murphy, and Robin- 
son, with the co-operation of Gen. H. E. Tre- 
main as counsel, continued their inquiry into 
the matter of the consolidation of six of the 
New-York gas companies, at the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel yesterday. John P. Huggins, proprietor 
of the Cosmopolitan Hotel and a member of the 
Finance Committee of the Consolidated Gas 
Company, said that he thought 20 per cent. per 
annum was abouta fair dividend on gas stock. 
Senator Gilbert asked him if the Consolidated 
Company could earn 20 per cent. per annum at 
the present price of gas, and he said no. ‘Would 
you bein favor of raising the price of gas so as 
to get the 20 per cent. dividends?” asked Senator 
Gilbert. 

“No, I would not,” answered Mr, Huggins, 
“I will be satisfied if the company continues to 
pay 7 per cent.” 

“Have you ever told anybody that you had 
interests that you were bound to protect at 
Albany ?”’ asked the Senator. 

**No, Sir,”’.replied the witness. 

“Have you ever heard auy talk about interests 
being protected at Albany 7?” 

“T have heard what Mr. Sherwood has said, 
and I have heard some tatk on the subject in the 
hotel, but Iregarded the matter in the light of 
a joke.” 

J. M. Morse, formerly manager of the Harlem 
Gas Works, testified regarding the condition of 
those works and their transfer to the Consoli- 
dated Company. James W. Smith, Treasurer of 
the Consolidated,told the committee that on Nov. 
25 he informed the Board of Directors that the 
earnings of the company for the six months 
ending Dec. 15 would warrant the payment of a 
eemi-annual dividend of 84% percent. To pay 
such a dividend $1,240,000 in cash was necessary. 
Mr. Smith said that when the dividend was de- 
clared the company’s earnings were $315,000 in 
excess of the amount required for the dividend. 

James Yalden, the committee’s expert, -was 
questioned relative to the depreciation, by wear 
and tear, in the value of a gas plant. He said 
that when the works were originally well con- 
structed 12 or 15 per cent. per annum would be 
a fair average of depreciation. Mr. Yalden ex- 
plained to the committee the manner in which 
the London gas companies are managed and 
restricted. Hesaidthat by an act of Parlia- 
ment it was provided that the capital of a cor- 
poration should not be increased except by the 
subscription of cash, which must be actually 
put into the business. The three gas companies 
that supplied the city of London were consoli- 
dated a few years ago under Government super- 
vision, and the dividends were limited to 10 
per cent. per annum. If the net earnings 
exceeded 10 per cent., the price of gas must be 
reduced. Mr. Yalden had examined the balance 
sheets of the Consolidated Gas Company of this 
city up to Oct, 31 last, and he believed that the 
company had earned its 7 per cent. dividend 
during 'the year. He had observed that only 
$326,000 had been charged oft for depreciation 
of the pliant for the entire year, and it did 
not seem to him that that sum would cover the 
depreciation. It was only a little more than 2% 
per cent. of the value of the plant, which was 
entered on the books at $12,600,000. 

“Perhaps the valuation of the plant is too 
high,” suggested Senator Gilbert. 

‘* Well, either those figures are Wrong or my 
theory of the percentage of depreciation is 
wrong,”’ replied Mr. Yaiden, and he looked as if 
he thought he was right. After listening to 
some further statements concerning the relations 
between the Municipal and Knickerbocker Com- 
panies the committee adjourned subject to the 
call of Chairman Gilbert. 

MATTERS TO BE INVESTIGATED, 
INSURANCE COMPANIES THAT PAY SMALL 
TAXES—ABOUT EX-MAYOR EDSON, 
insurance corporations that get the ben- 
efit of city police and fire protection without 
paying anything for it were spread out before 
the Senate investigating committee by Tax 
Commissioner Michael Coleman yesterday. The 
Commissioner submitted figures to show that 
wealthy insurance companies which started 
business with paid in capital somewhere in the 
thousands, but now boasted of assets away up 
in the millions, paid no tax at alion their in- 
creased wealth, but only on their real estate and 
buildings. The aggregate amount thus untaxed, 


according to the Commissioner's figures, was 
$264,588,000. The savings banks also, he showed, 
enjoyed great immunity in this respect. 

The committee waded deeper into the details 
of the Health Department. With the assistance 
of minute explanations from Col. Emmons 
Clark, William G. Shailer, Dr. S. F. Morris, Dr. 
Cyrus Edson, and Dr. James B. Taylor, the com- 
mittee made imaginary tours of the tenement 
house districts, peeped into the city sewers, 
asked questions about nuisances on the streets, 
and collected statistics about vaccination. 

“What is your opinion about the value of 
these auxiliary health associations scattered 
about the city ?” inquired Senator Plunkitt of 
Dr. Morris. 

“I think they are of very little value,” an- 
swered the doctor, ‘*They are more ef a hin- 
drance thana help.

The man said that he thought that kind of a 
divorce was just as good as any other, and noth- 
ing like so expensive as some other kinds. He 
was taken over to Greenpoint and locked up. 
He will be arraigned this morning in Justice 
Rhinehart’s police court in Williamsburg. Last 
night Kruger sent a note to the woman he dis- 
ecards in his home-made divorce, calling her 
“dear wife,”’ and beseeching her to come and 
see him. She would not go. She said that her 
husband’s name was John Karl Frederick Will- 
jam Kruger. A few days ago he told her that he 
was woing to marry somebody else, and that the 
wedding day was fixed for Sunday next. In or- 
der that there might be no ill feeling in the mat- 
ter Kruger asked his wife to come to the wed-

She took the printed invitation and went over 
to consult Edward Schleuter, who isthe inter- 
preter in Justice Rhinehart’s court.

He had been invited to that wed- 
ding himself, but was not aware that the groom- 
elect was a married man. He advised the wife 
to get outa warrant for abandonment and then 
went over to tell the young woman who was get- 
ting ready to be married next Sunday evening. 
Her name was Katie Hiume, a very amiable and 
estimable young woman, living with her parents 
at No. 384 Humboldt-street, Brooklyn.

CITY OFFICIALS AS GUESTS. 
WARD’S FXCURSION TO NIAGARA FALLS 
WITH MAYOR EDSON AND MR. TAPPAN. 

George E. Spencer the bookkeeper end 
cashier of Grant & Ward,continued his testimony 
before Referee Hamilton Cole yesterday, in the 
suit of George C. Holt, Assignee of Ferdinand 
Ward, to recover the property transferred to 
William S. Warner by Ward. Ward speculated 
a good dealin stocks, but Mr. Spencer thought 
he never turned over more than 500 shares in 
one day. He made a great deal of money at 
first in the stock of the Evening Star Mine, but 
later on his profits on this speculation were 
wiped out. The Evening Star stock paid alto- 
gether $26 a share, and some of the shares were 
sold as low as $2 originally. As many as thiree 
dividends of 50 cents each had been paid on this 
stock in one month. 

Ward lived expensively and gave a great many 
entertainments at his houses in Brooklyn and in 
Stamford. He kept 15 or 20 horses in Stamford 
and 2 or 8in town, and4 or 5 servants in each of 
his establishments. He purchased good cigars, 
diamonds, and silver, but not many books. The 
witness remembered an excursion to Buffalo in 
1883, ia which Ward was accompanied by Gen. 
Grant, Col. Fred D. Grant, James D. Fish, Mayor 
Edson, Chamberlain Tappan. and B. W. Spencer, 
who wasthen ‘reasurer of Erie. He never saw 
Mayor Edson in Grant & Ward's office, but he 
bad seen 8. Hastings Grant and Mr. Tappan 
there often. Mr. Spencer said that the firm of 
Grant & Ward had large dealings in city revenue 
bonds, from the Summer of 1883. The system 
was forthe firm to send acheck uv to the City 
Hall and receive for it either the bonds ora ne- 
gotiable receipt entitling the holder to bonds. 

* Were the checks certified before you sent 
them up ?” asked Mr. Alexander.

PANIC CAUSED BY A MAD DOG. 
A DOCTOR ADVISES THAT THE CHILDREN 
BITTEN AT NEWARK BE SENT TO PASTEUR. 


It has been discovered that five children 
were bitten by the dog that ran amuck through 
the Fifth Ward of Newark atabout the hour for 
the opening of theschools on Wednesday. Eight 
dogs are known to have been attacked by the 
brute, and their owners, Ludwig Scheffe, Jew- 
eler Lowe, Cigar Manufacturer Coleman, 
Charles Galuba, Niles Skon, Freeholder Voght, 
William Buchanan, and Coal Dealer Boice, had 
them killed. No one krows how many other 
dogs were attacked, and there is much excite- 
ment in the neighborhood. A demand has been 
made that the Mayor issue a proclamation direct- 
ing the muzzling of all dogs in the city, and that 
policemen be authorized and directed to shoot 
all that are without muzzles. There is littie 
doubt that the dog was mad, and in the families 
of the bitten children consternation prevails, 

Dr. O’Gorman fanned the flame yesterday by 
publishing a card advising the parents of the 
bitten children to send the little ones to France 
to be healed by Pasteur, and advising a public 
subscription for the transportation of those 
whose agente cannot afford the expense. He 
says in his card that ordinarily the etfect of the 
bite of a rabid dog does not show itself in less 
than two months; that in two weeks the chil- 
dren who were attacked can be put in Pasteur’s 
hands, and tnat it is the duty of a humane pub- 
lic to contribute to save the lives of those who 
are powerless to help themselves. He nas taken 
the brain of the dog with a view of ascertaining 
if it was really mad.

GOODE SENTENCED FOR LIFE. 
RECORDER SMYTH THINKS THE VERDICT 
JUST AND REFUSES HIM ANOTHER TRIAL, 


As soon as Recorder Smyth opened court 
yesterday morning the colored janitor, Samuel 
B. Goode, who was convicted of the murder of 
Officer North, was brought in, and Assistant 
District Attorney Nicoll moved for sentence. 
Goode's counsel, Mr. Charles H. Reed, arose and 
moved for a new trial, basing his application, 
not upon the new evidence which he claimed he 
had discoyered, but upon the alleved errors of 
Kecorder Smyth in charging the jury to the ef- 
fect that the evidence of the three witnesses for 
the prosecution should be given great weicht, 
and 1n his refusal to charge the requests of the 
prisoner, especially in respect to the fifth count 
of the indictment. ‘The verdict,’”’ said Mr. 
Reed, “ was an outrage, and was notin any way 
justified by the evidence.” 

In passing sentence the Recorder said to the 
prisoner, who sat unmoved throughout the pra- 
ceedings: ** You have bad a fair trial and been 
very ably defended. Your counsel has no right 
to say the verdict was an outrage. Had the jury 
brought ina verdict of murder in the first de- 
gree I see no reason to doubt that it would have 
stood, and you may consider yourself a very 
fortunate man. There is nothing left tor me 
but to pass the sentence called for by the law, 
which is that you be confined in the State prison 
at hard labor for the term of your natural life.” 


Goode was then removed to the Tombs and 
will be conveyed to the State prison to-day.

A DOCTOR ON DOCTORS. 

The first of a series of annual lectures 
before the Alumni Association of the New-York 
Homeopathic Medical College, was given by Dr. 
Asa S. Couch, of Fredonia, N. Y., at the Uni- 
versity Club Theatre last evening. The subject 
was **The Learned Professions: One Point of 


View.” Dr. Couch’s point of viewin treating of 
the three learned professions—law, theology, 
and medicine—was that of gentle nut penc- 
trating sarcasm. The law, he said, professed to 
represent immutable principles handed down 
by the Maker of the universe, but in reality as 
it was practiced it represented the selfishness 
and combativeness of the people. The 
administration of one-half of it was a 
farce, the other half requiring the support 
of armed force. Of theology, Dr. Couch said 
that in the abstract it received its power from 
God direct, but in the concrete its teachings 
were too often enforced by the sworj. Con- 
cerning medicine, the speaker said that the pro- 
fession rested upon uncertain foundations, for 
the reason that after 2,000 years of study and 
observation there existed scarcely more definite 
knowledge upon the subject than at first. One- 
balf of the medical profession were knaves and 
the rest ignorant gentlemen. He thought thet 
the homeopaths were on the right road, although 
yet groping through the mists of uncertainty.
